Washinoton,  Feb.  5.— Negotiations 
which  have  been  pending  for  some  time 
between  this  government  and  Minister 
Mendonoa  on  behalf  of  the  Brazilian 
government  have  resultetl  in  a  treaty  of 
reciprocity  upon  the  basis  of  the  Mc- 
Kinley  bill,  and  will  shortly  be  officially 
proclaimed. 

^e  correspondence  will  probably  be 
sent  to  congress  tomorrow,  the  Brazilian 
government  being  largely  dependent 
upon  customs  revenue  for  support  could 
not  estftblish  entire  free  trade  with  the 
United  States,  but  under  the  agreement 
reached,  American  products,  which  are 
now  almost  excluded  from  that  coun- 
try, will  be  a<lmitted  upon  reciprocal 
terms,  and  the  provisions  of  the 
McKinley  bill  in  reference  to  Brazilian 
products^  such  as  sugar,  coffee,  tea,  etc.. 
become  effective  and  the  articles  will  go 
upon  the  free  list. 

The  agreement  will  go  into  force  on 
January  1  next.  Under  its  provisions 
Brazil  reduces  her  impost  charges  upon 
American  products  of  the  farm,  factory 
and  mine  to  the  extent  of  about  $5,C(X),- 
tXX)  annually,  which  is  as  far  as  she  can 
go  in  the  present  state  of  her    finances. 

The  present  annual  importation  of 
sugar  from  Brazil  is  about  125,000  tons, 
and  it  is  believed  under  the  stimulus 
which  this  reciprocity  will  give,  that  she 
will  this  year  increase  her  sugar  ship- 
ments to  200,000  tons,  next  year  to  500,- 
000  tons,  and  that  in  five  years  Brazil 
will  be  able  to  furnish  all  the  imported 
sugar  required  in  the  United  States. 

Some  idea  of  the  far-reaching  import- 
ance of  this  reciprocal  agreement  may 
be  gathered  from  the  estimatea  which 
have  been  made  of  the  increased  trade 
which  will  result  At  present  the  United 
States  pays  to  Brazil  annually  about 
g65,000,000,  while  it  only  receives  $9,000,- 
000  in  return.  It  is  expected  that  in 
three  years  Brazil  will  pay  the  United 
States  in  return  for  our  manufactures 
and  oroducts  at  least  825,000,000,  which 
amount  will  be  distributed  through 
every  section  of  the  country.  Not  only 
does  Brazil  place  a  great  many  Ameri- 
can articles  on  its  free  list,  but  it  has 
been  arranged  that  on  other  articles,  in 
the  manufacture  of  which  Europe  com- 
petes with  this  country,  the  tariff  will  be 
lowered  in  our  favor  to  an  extent  which 
whioh  will  make  it  more  protitable  for 
Brazilians  to  import  gooda  from  this 
country  than  from  Europe.  This  dis- 
crimination is  to  be  shown,  of  course, 
only  to  the  United  States,  the  tariff  on 
European  articles  remaiuing  unchanged. 
It  is  understood  that  similar  agree- 
ments with  Cuba  and  Venezuela  are  also 
being  negotiated.

Lake  liit«re»t«  Neglected. 
Washinoton,  Feb.  5.— The  lake  inter- 
ests are  considerably  exercised  over  the 
slim  amounts  they  receive  for  light- 
houses and  other  marine  purposes  on 
the  lakes,  and  thoy  are  likely  to  make  a 
tight  on  the  tloor  of  the  house  m  order 
to  get  a  better  showing  in  the  sundry 
civil  bill.  The  "Soo"  canal  gets  SGOO,- 
000  whioh  is  $20(1,000  less  than  was  ex- 
pected. The  \Uf  lake  channel  of  the 
''Soo"  river  gets  |l?50,000.  These  items 
are  measurably  sitiefnctory  to  lake  in- 
terests. But  the  bill  does  not  provide 
for  a   single   liglithouse  in  ^  the   lower 

The  only  light  bouse  mentioned  is  one 
at  Braddocks  point,  in  Lake  Ontario, 
which  is  far  aside  from  the  main  chan- 
nels of  commerce  in  the  lakes.  The  con- 
gressmen from  lake  districts  say  that 
Chairraan  Cannoa's  desire  to  keep  down 
the  appropriations  has  led  bim  to  over- 
look the  importance  of  the  lake  marine 
interests.  There  were  several  references 
today  to  his  bein;  from  an  interior  dis- 
trict which  had  no  marine  interests  to 
look  after.  Rejjresentative  Burton,  of 
Cleveland,  will  probably  urge  amend- 
ments with  a  vie  K^  to  getting  more  for 
lighthouse  equip  ment.

Washington,  l^'eb.  5.— Mr.  Forbes,  of 
New  York,  addressed  the  house  commit- 
tee on  coinage,  weights  and  measures  to- 
day on  the  effect  of  silver  legislation  on 
the  business  interests  of  the  country. 
The  question  of  fixing  a  day  to  vote  on 
the  senate  silver  bill  was  brought  up, 
but  no  decision  vras  reached.

luealla    on  Closure. 

Washington,  Feb.  5.— In  the  senate 
today  Mr.  Ingalls  said  that  he  had  been 
absent  during  the  time  action  had  been 
t«ken  on  the  closure  and  on  the  election 
bill.  His  attitude  on  both  had  been  the 
subject  of  comment  and  of  censure. 
After  consultation  with  Mr.  Allison  he 
had  left  a  note  saying:  "I  should  vote 
against  the  proposed  change  of  the  rules 
and  should  vote  for  a  motion  to  proceed 
to  the  consideration  of  any  other  than 
the  election  bill;  and  am  paired  accord- 
ingly with  Senator  Allison,  who  is  at  lib- 
erty to  vote  to  make  a  quorum." 

He  had  been  opoosed,  he  said,  to    the 
adoption  of  the  closure.     He    was   now, 
and  always  had  been  in  favor  of    a    juet 
and  impartial  election  law,  directed  alike 
against  force  and    fraud,    non-partisan, 
and  applicable  equally  to  all  parts  of  the 
nation.    The  measure    under    consider- 
ation, however,  did  not  receive  his  sanc- 
tion.   It  appeared  to  be  cumbrous,  com- 
plicated, obscure  in  many  of    its    provi- 
sions and  difficult  of  apphcation.  It  sub- 
ordinated   the    judiciary     to     political 
control,      and      opened      the     treasury 
to  definite  expenditure,  without  requisite 
supervision  (in  his  judgment) of  the  spir^ 
it,  if  not  of  the  letter  of  the   provision  of 
the     constitution     that    de;lared    that 
no    money    shall    be    drawn  out  of  the 
treasury  except  in    consequence    of    ap- 
propriations made  by  law. 

In  order  to  guard  against  the    enact- 
ment of  such  a  measure  in    his  absence, 
and  without  amendments  which  he    re- 
garded as  essential  to    prevent   dangers 
not  less  distinct  than  those  which  it  was 
intended  to  obviate,  he  had  reserved  the 
right  to  vote  with  these  republicans  who 
favored  the  consideration  of  other  import- 
ant measures  unless  those  modifications 
were  made.     He  had  been  a  republican 
since  the  party  was  born,  and  had  never 
espoused  a  cause  which  he    believed    to 
be  wrong,    because  it    was  popular,  nor 
refused  to  advocate  a  cause  which  he  be- 
lieved to  be    right,    because  it  was  un 
popular.     He    had    no    arrangement  to 
have  his  vote  counted    against  the  pas- 
sage   of    the    election    bill;  and  m  that 
statement  he  would  be    corroborated  by 
Mr.     Allison.     He    had      recently     ex- 
pressed      no       opinion       on        politi- 
cal      social     or     economic     questions 
which   he  had  not  long  entertained  and 
to  which   he    had    not    given  frequent 
utterance  in  the    senate  chamber  and 
elsewhere.  ^      ,  ^

■  Lord  Hartington's  last  speech,  he  said, 
was  unworthy  of  him  and  would  injure 
bim  more  than  the  Irish  party  and 
cause.  

CHARITABLE       MISMANAGEMENT. 

How  Committees  for  Belief  of  Destitute 
Conduct  Affairs. 

London,  Feb.  5.— Charitable  commit- 
tees for  the  relief  of  the  awful  destitu- 
tion in  London  are  going  about  their 
business  in  a  peculiar  fashion.  After  an 
investigation  of  various  cases  of  alleged 
poverty,  the  inquiry  being  prolonged  so 
as  to  give  the  victim  a  fair  chanct*  to  die 
of  starvation,  relief  was  at  length  dis- 
tributed. But  for  fear  that  too  much 
benevolence  might  be  followed  by  disas- 
trous results,  the  relief  was  carefully 
regulated,  bread  being  distributed  the 
first  day,  then  soup  the  next  day,  and 
coal  the  third  day.  Why  the  articles 
could  not  all  have  been  given  the  first 
day  18  not  explained. 

At  a  large  meeting  of  unemployed  la- 
borers on  Tower  Hill  a  speaker  declared 
that  they  did  not  want  to  loot  any  shops 
unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  do 
so;  but  that  they  were  determined  to  ob- 
tain work;  if  not  by  fair  means,  then  by 
foul.  

IRISH    PARTY    FINANCES. 

Majority  Side  Said  to  l>e  in  Straitened  Clr 
cumstances. 

London,  Feb.  5.— With  the  McCarthy 
wing  of  the  Irsh  parliamentary  party 
the  acute  question  is  not  so  much  poli- 
tical as  financial.  Eleven  of  those  who 
oide  with  the  majority  depend  upon 
stated  stipends  for  support.  Some  of 
them  are  badly  in  need  of  money,  and 
the  hat  has  been  passed  around  in  their 
b^alf  among  their  more  fortunate  col- 
leagues. 

Parnell  receives  funds  from  some 
source  to  k<>ep  him  and  his  party  going, 
and  it  is  intimated  that  Mrs.  O'Shea  is 
proving  herself  a  friend  in  need  both  to 
Parnell  and  his  parliamentary  sup- 
porters. At  any  rate  there  is  no  sign  of 
financial  stringency  among  the  Parnell- 
ites.  To  make  matters  worse  for  the 
majority,  Parnell  hinted  an  intention  to 
visit  Americi  on  a  collecting  tour,  and 
thus  cut  off  the  chief  source  of  future 
supplies.  This  condition  of  aflfairs  has 
had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  proposed 
adjustment  of  the  differences. 


Report  of  iio\ng»  in  tlie  State 
for  The  Day. 

Sf.  Paul,,  Feb.  5. — The  states  prison 
board  seems  to  be  the  serious  ques- 
tion now  in  agitation,  and  Donnelly 
and  his  followers  propose  to  abolish 
ibe  present  lx>ard  and  then  follow 
with  a  thorough  invesligation,  Ex- 
Warden  Randall  has  been  subjected 
to  severe  criticism  on  account  of  his 
good  nature  and  allowing  the  prisoners 
to  have  a  good  time  and  enjoy  them- 
selves, and  if  necessary,  to  promenade 
the  streets  with  their  visiting  friends. 
It  is  believed  by  many  that  Mr.  Ran 
dall's  great  fault  was  his  extreme  leni- 
ency and  owing  to  his  "Christian  sci- 
ence" belief,  he  endeavored  to  reform 
the  convicts  by  "moral  suasion."  The 
new  warden  will  go  to  the  other  extreme. 

"What  shall  be  the  legal  rate  of  inter- 
est," and  a  lively  discussion  on  the  usury 
question  was  thoroughly  airea  at  a  re- 
publican meeting  held  at  the  capitol 
last  night. 

The  bill  relating  to  Itasca  and  Aitkin 
counties  will  be  taken  up  on  Saturday 
morning. 

The  committee  on  state  institutions 
will  visit  the  State  university  Friday. 
There  is  some  feeling  among  the  legis- 
latures, as  it  has  been  customary  for  the 
committee  to  extend  the  invitation  to 
all  members  of  both  houses  to  visit  the 
hospitals  for  insane  and  state  school  at 
Faribault,  but  some  of  the  alliance 
members  think  it  an  unneces- 
sary expense,  and  propose  to  go 
alone  and  make  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation and  return  with  a  report. 
The  Du  rant-Daly  contest  case  has  fin- 
ally been  settled  and  Mr.  Durant  is  left 
again.  Mr.  Daly  was  given  the  majority 
vote  and  will  retain  bis  seat  in  the  house 
of  representatives,  and  the  republican 
party  is  very  grateful  for  the  justness  in 
the  decision.  Senator  McHale's. bill  re- 
lating to  fixing  the  age  of  coneet  at  14 
years  was  amended  by  the  judiciary 
committee  and  was  discussed  today.

Mr.  Booth- 
man,  of  Ohio,  reported  a  resolution  for 
the  printing  of  the  election  cases  de- 
cided by  the  Fifty-first  congress. 
Mr  Rogers  opposed  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution  and  said  that  any  gentleman 
who  in  the  future  should  refer  to  the 
cases  as  law,  equity  or  precedent  ought 
to  be  put  in  the  penitentiary  for  the  rest 
of  his  existence.  The  resolution  was 
adopt^ed  and  the  house  went  into  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  on  the  sundry  civil 
appropriation  bill. 


Too  :tlany  Families. 

Uniontown,  Pa.,  Feb.  5.— David  M. 
Daniels  is  in  jail  here,  the  chief  wit- 
neesee  against  iiim  being  his  alleged  wife 
and  her  17-yes.r-old  daughter.  Joseph 
Evans,  a  well-known  resident  here,  is 
the  prosecutor,  cnarging  that  Daniels 
has  a  wife  and  family  in  Wales.  At  the 
hearing  the  woman  testified  that  she 
was  the  wife  of  Charles  Evans  of  Pitts- 
burgh. Daniels  was  remanded  to  jail  to 
awaiL  trial  on  three  charges.  Since 
being  in  Union  town  he  has  been  an  ex- 
horter  at  the  church  services. 

Hichigan    Insane    Asylum    Irregularities. 

Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  Feb.  5.-The  man- 
agement of  the  Michigan  insane  asylum, 
which  the  legislature  is  about  to  inves- 
tigate, will  havatoexplain  a  death  which 
occurred  there  last  night.  Mrs.  Jennie 
Barth,  a  raving  maniac,  whom  it  has 
been  necessary  to  bathe  frequently,  was 
given  her  usual  bath  last  night.  After 
it  was  over  a  stream  of  hot  water  was 
turned  on  and  enveloped  the  woman. 
She  was  frightfully  scalded,  dying  shortly

Blue  Earth  City,  Minn.,  Feb. 5.— The 
dispatch  that  Miss  Lent  the  victim  of 
the  Cruzen  family,  was  dead  is  false. 
The  examination  was  postponed  to 
March  3.  Ttie  general  feeling  is  that 
the  bail  of  $500  each  for  Cruzen  and  his 
wife  IS  too  low.  The  teacher  is  unable 
to  sit  up  over  fifteen  minutes  a  day  and 
fears  are  entertained  that  she  will  never 
fully  recover.  

Jail  JJreakinB  Discovered. 

Indianapolis,  Feb.  5.— James  Eads,  a 
desperate  ch  aracter  confined  in  the  jail 
here  for  being  lazy,  was  caught  in  the 
act  of  digging  out  of  jail  early  yesterday 
morning.  He  secured  an  iron  bar,  and 
while  the  other  prisoners  sang  and 
whittled  to  dn)wn  the  noise,  broke  a 
large  stone  in  ihe  corner  of  the  jad 
through  which  a  small  hole  runs  out. 
The  prisoners  were  arranging  to  escape 
when  it  was  discovered.

THE    KAISER'S    AMBITIONS. 

He  Will  Permit  no    Kqual   of   Himself  In 
Army  Matters. 

Berlin,  Feb.  5.— The  kaiser  continues 
to  devote  himself  with  almost  feverish 
earnestness  to  army  matters.  He  has 
decided  not  to  promote  Count  Schliffen 
ot  Metz,  to  the  place  vacated  by  Walder- 
see.  Schliffen  is  looked  upon  by  many 
as  the  most  promising  of  German  com- 
manders, and  he  resembles  Moltke  to  a 
remarkable  degree  both  in  military 
genius  and  habits.  The  kaiser,  however, 
does  not  care  to  have  near  him  any  gen- 
eral whose  ability  would  receive  credit 
for  military  success,  aa  the  kaiser  wants 
all  such  credit  himself  and  means,  it  is 
said,  to  have  no  rival  in  the  leadership.

Like  tbe    Doluth  Prentice 
the  Soup. 

Toledo,  Ohio,  Feb.  5.— The  report 
that  the  wife  of  C.  S.  Allen,  of  St.  Liouie, 
by  the  death  of  her  father,  becomes  heir 
to  160  acres  of  land  in  the  heart  of  To- 
ledo excites  only  ridicule  here.  A  can- 
vass among  the  oldest  residents  shows 
that  no  one  ever  heard  of  Jones. 

The  abstract  of  deeds  and  conveyanf  es 
dating  back  to  1832,  at  which  time  it 
was  a  mere  village,  shows  no  property 
recorded  in  the  name  of  any  Jones. 
Being  unrecorded  the  deed  alleged  to  be 
found  among  Dr.  Jones'  papers  is  value- 
less. The  law  of  limitation  of  title  in 
Ohio  also  extinguishes  the  claim,  as  it 
provides  that  "an  action  for  the  recovery 
of  the  title  or  possession  of  real  prop- 
erty can  only  be  brought  within  twenty- 
one  years  after  the  cause  of  such  action 

accrues." 

SITTING    ON    TRUSTS 

The  Indian.^  State  Senate  Gels  Down  Hard 
riu  Monopolies. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Feb.  5.— The  sen- 
ate today  passed  the  most  sweeping 
measure  that  was  ever  aimed  against 
trusts  in  this  state.

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LEQI8LATION  RUN  WILD. 

About  two  years  ago  a  perennial  wave 
of  foohshnesB  ran  over  the  Weet. 
Granger  legiBlatures  were  in  Beesion. 
.\mong  other  remarkable  laws  several 
states  passed  what  are  now  famous  in 
the  annals  of  fooldom  as  the  meat  in- 
spection law&  Minnesota  was  one  of 
these.  In  every  instance,  if  we  are  not 
greatly  mistaken,  the  courts  have  wipetl 
out  the  illegal  laws. 

Now  it  is  proposed  to  carry  farther 
the  foolishness  by  the  national  legisla- 
ture in  the  passage  of  the  Conger  lard 
bill.  Though  the  courts  cannot  tip  this 
law  over  on  the  grounds  that  tipped  the 
meat  law  they  will  knock  it  in  some  way. 
Poison  or  dynamite  are  toys  beside  lard 
compound  if  we  may  judge  from  the 
penalties  provided  for  it  by  the  Conger 
bill.  For  a  failure  to  pay  on  the  day  it  is 
due  the  special  tax  manufacturers  are  to 
be  fined  ^"kXX).  wholesale  dealers  $2,000 
iind  retailers  $500.  They  are  also  sub- 
ject to  a  good  many  other  fines.  Any- 
body who  buys  an  unstamped  package 
is  to  be  fined  JM.  Anybody  who  buys 
of  a  manufacturer  who  has  failed  to  pay 
the  tax,  is  to  be  fineil  $100.  Any  factory 
defrauding  the  government  is  to  be  con- 
fiscated. Also  whoever  empties  a  pack- 
age is  to  destroy  utterly  the  stamps 
thereon  under  penalty,  for  each  offense, 
of  a  fine  of  $o0  and  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  six  months. 

These  preposterous  penalties  need  no 
comment.  Lard  compound  is,  like  oleo- 
margarine, a  wholesome  substance  and 
any  such  law  is  absurd.

BLOCKINQ  TH=  RAILWAY  CHANNEL. 

The  death  of  Secretary  Windom  wil' 
probably  postpone  for  a  month  or  two 
any  action  at  the  treasury  department 
against  the  Canadian  railroads.  Th- 
data  for  a  decision  is  ready,  however, 
and  Mr.  Windom's  successor  may  act 
upon  the  advice  of  his  subordinates  soon 
after  taking  the  ofl&ce.  This  would  be 
the  more  probable  if,  as  is  generally  be- 
lieved, the  matter  has  been  the  subject 
of  cabinet  discussion,  and  a  policy  of  re- 
taliation against  Canada  tias  been  re- 
solved upon. 

The  decision  which  was  expected  in  a 
few  days  would  have  revoked  the  power 
of  the  United  States  consular  oflBcer  at 
Vancouver  to  seal  merchandise  for 
shipment  to  interior  ports  of 
the  United  States,  and  would  have 
revoketl  similar  powers  of  officers  at 
Montreal  and  other  points  in  Eastern 
Canada.  In  short,  the  entire  import 
trade  from  countries  outside  of  Canada 
was  to  be  checked  by  abolishing  the 
privileges  of  consular  sealing,  although 
goods  conld  still  be  imported  by  such 
routes  if  subject  to  examination  and  the 
payment  of  duty  at  the  frontier. 

It  may  be  that  in  view  of  the  del.iy  the 
matter  will  be  brought  up    for  action  in 
the  senate  as  Senator  CuUom  intimated 
on  Saturday.     If  it  is,  it  ia  thought  that 
Senator  Gorman's    plan    will    be  recom- 
mended   requiring    Canadian    roads    to 
take  out  licenses  to    comply  with  the  in- 
terstate commerce  act.     This  is  to  bring 
them  under  our    jurisdiction   with  rival 
influenoee    working    underhand  against 
them       to       secure       revocation       of 
the      licenses        and        the       crippling 
of    the     roads    on     frivolous   grounds. 
Against  this  move  and  its  pretences 
Senator  Washburn  has  strongly  set  bim 
self  and  suj  ported  his  position  by  a  very 
able  setting  forth  of  the  conditions  of 
our    Northwestern    commerce    and    the 
imperative  call    to    keep    the    shortest 
channel  open  as  at  present.      The  states 
of  Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  Minnesota, 
as  he  pointed  out,  have  been  largely  de- 
veloped by  the  construction   and   opera- 
tion of  the  Canadian  railroads.      Their 
commerce  has  been   built  up  and   de- 
veloped on  that  basia      Millions  of  dol- 
lars   have    been   expended   in   the  con 
Btruction  of  these  roads  on  the  theory 
and  belief  that   they  were  to  be  main- 
tained permanently  and  not  to  be  con- 
fiscated.   Any  change  in  this  policy  will 
result  most  disastrously  not  only  to  the 
commerce    of      these      states,    but    to 
the  other  statee  that  have    grown    up 
and  developed  at  a  later  day. 

Doubtless  the  stock  and  bonds  of  these 
roads  are  largely  held  abroad,  but  what 
of  it?  That  is  true  also  of  many  of  our 
own  railways.  "What  the  people  of  this 
country  want  is  the  cheapest  possible 
transportation.  The  people  who  have 
invested  their  money  in  the  roads  will 
likely  take  care  of  themselves.  What 
we  want  are  natural  routes,  cheap  routes, 
cheap  transportation;  and  we  are  not 
going  to  stop  to  incjuire  whether  a  rail- 
road is  owned  in  Liondon,  New  York  or 
Chicago.  We  want  the  results  to  which 
we  are  entitletl,  and  we  intend  to  hold 
them  if  we  can." 

So  far  as  subsidies  are  concerned 
which  have  been  harped  upon  so  much, 
the  grants  which  the  Canadian  Pacific 
has  received  are  far  less  than  those  given 
to  the  Northern  Pacific,  the  Central  Pa- 
cific or  the  Union  Pacific.  There  is  no 
reason  for  national  interference  on  this 
ground.  The  Canadian  roads  are  be- 
yond the  jurisdiction  of  our  govern- 
ment, and  if  a  railroad  comes  to  us  that 
will  take  our  freights  cheaply  it  is  our 
good  fortune,  just  as  it  would  be  if  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  or  the  Atlantic 
ocean  extended  a  clear  waterway  to  us. 
"I  believe  that  it  is  neither  just  nor 
right  nor  logical  for  any  legislation  to  be 
initiated  to  take  away  from  us  those 
advantages  which  nature  has  given  us." 
It  is  practically  certain  that  any  block 
throwing  on  the  short,  cheap  Canadian 
highway  will  be  done  m  the  teeth  of  the 
Northwest  and  New  England  united,  and 
we  do  not  believe  that  its  advocates  can 
muster  force  enough  in  the  senate  to 
doit. 


GRAIN  SHORTAGES. 

From  a  statement  just  eent  out  by  the 
Buffalo  Merchants  Exchange  The  Her- 
ald gleans  that  the  figures  of  the  past 
year  on  65,000,000  bushels  of  grain 
weighed  by  the  Exchange  weighmaster 
show  shortages  from  Duluth  to  have 
been  relatively  more  than  from  any 
other  port.  Chicago  sent  47,000,000 
bushels  of  all  grain  through  the  weigh- 
master's  hands,  on  this,  largely  corn,  the 
shortage  was  8ev«n  pounds  to  the  1000 
bushels.  Duluth  sent  10,446,000  bushels 
and  on  this  the  shortage  was  forty-five 
pounds  to  the  1000  bushels.  Milwaukee 
and  Toledo,  coming  next  with  about 
3,000,000  bushels,  each  have  average 
shortages  of  twenty-three  and  twenty 
pounds  respectively. 

Of  the  several  Duluth  elevators  the 
Great  Northern  has  the  poorest  record 
with  a  shortage  of  75  pounds  to  the  1000, 
while  the  Duluth  Elevator  company's 
houses  follow  with  56  pounds.  D  ele- 
vator, which  handled  3,900,000  bushels, 
has  a  shortage  of  31  pounds  to  the  1000 
bushels.  These  reports,  if  correct,  and 
they  bear  all  the  marks  of  authenticity, 
sbow  that  the  troublesome  problem  of 
shortages  is  yet  far  from  solution.

A  Brief  Comparison  Between    Dututh 

and  Superior  in  Tax  Rates  and 

Valuations. 


IRON    DEVELOPMENTS- 

North  Star  Comp»uy     FIntU     G»mh1     Ore; 
Mouatain  Kange  and  Kewablk. 

The  Bewabik  Iron  oompany  Bent  up  a 
crew  of  men  this  morning  to  sink  test 
pits  on  the  eV^  of  sej^  of  section  16-59  14. 

The  Mountnin  Iron  company  has  sunk 
a  shaft  through  the  vein  of  ore  on  sec- 
tion 3-58-13  a  distance  of  forty-one  feet 
and  have  struck  a  stratum  of  schist 
below.  Experts  state  that  below  this 
st^hist  a  vein  of  hard  ore  will  be  discovered. 
At  present  the  crews  are  engngeil  m 
croescuttiug  and  have  gone  twenty-four 
feet  north  and  twelve  feet  south.  They 
are  still  in  clean  ore. 

The  North  Star  Iron  company  has 
struck  ore  on  the  Western  range  not  far 
from  the  Buckeye  mine  and  is  down  five 
or  six  feet  in  clear  ore. 


The  Herald  has  been  at  considerable 
pains  to  collect  some  financial  statistics 
that  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  general 
interest  and  that  may  have  a  bearing  on 
the  question  of  annexation  of  suburban 
towns  to  Duluth  proper.  It  has  been 
hard  to  collect  the  figures  given,  as  they 
hdve  l>eeu  kept  by  the  authorities  as  se- 
cret as  ptissible,  bnt  the  facts  have  been 
carefully  verified  and  will  be  found  ab- 
solutely correct. 

Tbe  total  tax  due  and  collectable  on 
property  in  the  city  of  Superior  on  the 
valuation  of  1S90  was  ?T;}5,8t39.86,  or  es- 
timating the  population  of  Superior  in 
18iH.)  at  the  canpus  fivrures— 11,000  in 
round  numbers— a  tax  per  inhabitant, 
man,  woman  and  child  of  slightly  over 
^kJ.S9.  This  tax  was  doe  and  collectable 
Jan.  -X  last,  at  which  date  a  10  per  cent 
penalty  by  law  should  accrue  on  all  un 
collected  taxes. 

Duluth  has  a  total  tax,  due  and  ool- 
leoUble  the  Ist  of  June,  1891,  on  the  as- 
seesment  of  1S90,  of  $013,55(3.31.    On  the 
census  figures  of   population— 30,000  in 
round  numbers— this  is   a  tax  per  in 
habitant  of   818 1>5,  or  considerably  less 
than  one-third  the  tax  of  Superior.    But 
caking   the  ditTt^rt- I'oe  in  time  of  collec- 
tion, Superi'^r's  heiiig  six  months  earlier 
than    Duluth'8,and    by    just    «o   mucfi 
nearer   the  date  of  the   census,  Duluth 
having  six  months  in  which  to  add  popu- 
lation before  the  tax  is  due,  the   figures 
for  this  city   would   be  materially   de- 
creaseil  by   an    increase   in  population, 
probably  making  the  tax  per  inhabitant 
about  ei5.00,  or  less  than  a  fourth  the 
Superior  rate. 

The  citv  of  Superior  includes  all  the 
surrounding  additions,  while  Duluth  is 
a  self-contained  burg.  The  argument 
here  might  seem  to  be  favorable  to  small 
municipalities.  ,  ,     , 

Superior,  it  will  be  remembered,  had  a 
taxable  valuation,  according  to  the  last 
local  assessment  of  over  $39,000,000,  of 
which  $7a),000  was  personal  property, 
the  rest  realty.  This  was  about  a  third 
of  the  valuation  of  Milwaukee  with  ita 
population  of  201,000,  of  Minneapolis 
with  ItlG.OOO  people,  or  of  South  Dakota 
with  3-J8,8*X)  people.  The  valuation  was, 
after  urgent  call  by  the  sensible  people 
of  Superior,  cut  down  somewhat,  so  that 
it  is  now  only  about  $10,000,000  greater 
than  that  of 'Duluth.  . 

Incid-ntally  it  might  be  mentioned  in 
this  connection  that  four  days  before  the 
penalty  occurred  on  Superior's  tax,^on 
Jan.  '22,  the  total  collections  were  $70,- 
000,  less  than  a  tenth  the  tax  due. 
Whil.-  the  city  treasurer's  report  for  the 
month  of  January  shows  that  there 
were  total  collections  on  tax  account,  up 
to  the  date  of  penalty,  of  $138,571.60,  or 
less  than  one  fifth  of  the  total  that 
should  have  been  collected  on  the  re- 
maining 8597,295.26  a  ten  per  cent  pen- 
ally has,  by  law.  attached,  but  the  city 
council  in  the  goodness  of  its  heart  has 
extended  for  a  short  period  the  time  in 
which  colleclious  may  be  made  before 
the  imposition  of  the  penalty.  It  is 
probable  that  bo  poor  a  showing  vras 
never  made  by  a  municipality  in  this 
country. 

Lakeside    Annexation. 

Several  prominent  people  of   Lakeside 
claim  that  the  committee  who  were  ap- 
pointed   at   the    meeting  last  Saturday 
night  at  Lakeside  to  oppose    annexation 
by  no  means  represent  the  sentiments  of 
a  majority  of  the  people.    The  first  com- 
mittee   appointed    did    about  what  the 
people  wanteil.  namely  to  propose    that 
Lakeside  join  Duluth  in  one    ^ear  orat 
once  if  the  people  of  L»uluth  insisted     Ihe 
meeting  called  Saturday  did  not  contain 
by  any  means  a    fair    representation    of 
the  people  of  Lakeside,"  say    The    Her- 
ald's informants.    The  majority    of    the 
people  of  Lakeside,  it    is    claimed,  were 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  plans  of  the 
former  committee  and  repudiate  the   ac- 
tion of  the  last  committee   which  joined 
hands  with  West  Duluth.  It  looks  now  as 
if  ptjlitious  would  be  circulated  asking  the 
legislature  to  annex  Lakeside  to  Duluth 
in  a  year  or  so  if  so  decided  at  once.

ITS    REPORT. 

The  Late  0«verniu*ut  Timber  KxpeUltlon 
Makes  its  omoial  Kt  port. 

The  report  of  the  investigating  party, 
which  in  June  last  visited  the  Rainy  lake 
and  river  region,  under  direction  of  the 
general  land  office  to  look  into  the  mat- 
ter of  timber  depredations,  has  been 
made  public  at  Washington.  It  tells  of 
treepapses  sufficient  to  warrant  action  on 
the  part  of  the  government. 

It  claims  that  the  yearly  average  of 
logs  passing  through  Kainy  river  is  be 
tween  45,000,000  and  50,(XX\000  feet.  Of 
this  amonnt  about  four  fifths  come  from 
the  United  States.  A  very  large  part  of 
this  lumber  is  unlawfully  cut  from  gov- 
ernment lands. 

Several  instances  where  lands  have 
been  improperly  certified  to  the  state  as 
swamp  lands  have  been  discovered.

MORTALITY  TABLES- 


The 


Death    Rate    Next    to    the  I.Arge»t  in 
Dalnth'B   History. 

The    mortuary    report     for     January 
shows  sixty    deaths,  making  the  annual 
death    rate    per    1000  for  the  month  18. 
The  chief  causes  of  death   were    as   fol- 
lows:    Peritonitis,  2;    cerebral    menin- 
gitis, 2;  bronchitis,    4;    phthisis,    3;    ty- 
phoid fever,  18;  heart  disease,  2;    enter- 
itis, 3;  pneumonia.  3;    infantile    convul- 
sions, 3.  There  were  145  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  reported,  but  the  eighteen   deaths 
were  mostly  of  cases  reported  in  previous 
months.     There    were     forty    cases   of 
measles,  but  no  deaths.    The  births  dur- 
ing the  month   numbered  seventy-four, 
forty  being    males    and    thirty-four  fe- 
males.   In  the  corresponding    month  of 
1890  there  were  thirty-two    deaths    and 
f  jrty-four  births.  .     . 

Morning  papers  have  been  claiming 
that  the  death  rate  for  January  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  city,  ibis 
is  a  mistake.  The  largest  death  rate 
was  for  the  month  of  September,  188», 
when  there  seventy-two  deaths.  There 
were  only  sixty  in  January,  1891.  -Lhere 
was  the  same  number  of  deaths  by  ty- 
phoid fever  in  September,  1888  as  during 
the  last  month.     ^

When  the  street  railways  are  equipped 
with  electric  snow-plows  and  snow- 
sweepers,  and  the  tracks  have  been 
cleared  promptly,  service  has  been  main- 
tained with  remarkable  regularity.  The 
roiids  have,  in  fact,  suffered  less  from 
anow  than  from  the  falliug  across  their 
wires  of  the  fragile  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone circuits,  which  suwmmb  so  quick- 
ly to  wind  and  snow  that  in  Pittsburgh 
no  fewer  than  1000  of  the  telf  phone 
wires  went  down  at  once,  and  in  New 
York  :VXX)  were  disabled  a  day  last  week. 
In  Boston  the  electric  car  service  has 
bedn  well  kept  up,  heavy  as  the  snow  is 
in  many  other  places  the  successful 
dealing  with  snow  was  found  to  be 
largely  a  question  of  energetic  manage- 
ment. 

A  road  has  just  been  started,  in  mid- 
winter, as  far  up  north  as  Winnipeg,  on 
the  firm  belief  that  electricity  is  the  only 
motive  power  that  can  do  the  work  at 
such  seasons.  One  strong  point  that 
has  been  btjrne  in  upon  the  minds  of 
managers  of  snowed-up  horse  roads  is, 
that  while  horses  have  been  feeding  in 
the  stables  and  earning  nothing,  the 
electric  road  plants  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances cost  practically  nothing,  and 
that  it  is  also  much  more  expensive  to 
double  up  teams  on  less  frequent  horse 
cars  than  to  keep  all  the  electric  cars 
going  and  to  give  them  all  the  current 
they  want  for  heavy  work,  by  simply 
putting  a  few  more  hundred  weight  of 
coal  under  the  boilers.  Reasoning  of 
this  kind  must  have  some  effect,  for  De- 
cember, with  all  its  heavy  snows  and 
financial  depression,  saw  more  activity 
in  electric  railway  work  than  any  month 
of  the  year.  Now  over  100  new  electric 
roads  are  to  be  built,  several  of  which 
represent  an  outlay  of  $1,000,000    apiece.

KNoxviLiji:,Tenn.,  Feb.  G.— The  Gould- 
Inman  party  arrived  at  3  o'clock  yes- 
terday afternoon.  Mr.  Gould  said  in  an 
interview:  "The  South  is  now  develop- 
ing rapidly,  and  I  think  will  continue  to 
do  BO.  There  is  some  western  business 
coming  this  way.  There  is  a  good  deal 
of  grain  coming  South  now.  Kansas 
City  may  be  fairly  taken  as  the  place 
from  which  to  reckon  comparative  dis- 
tances to  the  coast.  My  impression  is 
that  from  that  point  to  the  coast  by  way 
of  the  Missouri  Pacific  and  the  terminal 
system  and  thence  by  water  to  New 
York  is  about  the  same  as  by  the  North- 
ern roada" 

When  asked  if  he  thought  the  rail- 
roads of  the  country  would  eventually 
be  under  one  management,  Mr.  Gould 
said:  "No,  it  is  too  big  an  undertaking. 
Owners  of  some  roads  think  they  are 
worth  more  than  others.  Then  the 
stock  of  dividend  paying  roads  is  scat- 
tered. People  have  different  ideas,  and 
it  is  hard  to  get  them  together." 

In  regard  to  railroad  speculation  he 
said:  "In  some  states  where  the  com- 
missioners have  worked  in  unison  with 
the  roads,  they  have  done  great  good  to 
the  roads  and  to  the  state.  In  other 
cases  it  has  been  the  reverse."  He  did 
not  think  that  government  control  of  the 
telegraphs  would  cheapen  the  service  to 
the  people. 

In  regard  to  the  quantity  and  the  proper 
form  of  currency  Mr.  Gould  said:  "As 
to  the  sufficiency,  we  are  now  increasing 
at  the  rate  of  about  $5,000,000  a  month 
by  the  operation  of  the  silver  bill.  We 
are  beginning  to  feel  it  and  at  the  end  of 
a  few  months  will  feel  it  much  more. 
WTiat  created  the  stringency  here  was 
the  fact  that  people  got  scared  and  did 
not  know  how  far  congress  might  go 
towards  free  coinage,  and  they  hoarded 
their  gold.  Now  that  confldence  is  re- 
stored, money  has  come  out  and  you 
will  notice  that  money  in  New  York  is  a 
drug.  As  to  the  proper  form  of  money, 
treasury  notes,  based  on  gold  and  silver, 
is  the  best." 


A  Text  for  Donadatics. 

Chicago,  Feb.  G. — The  Noithwestern 
Lumberman  says  the  production  of  white 
pine  lumber  in  1890  was  8,66-1,504 ,7 15 
feet,  275,788,255  feet  more  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  shingle  output  was 
4,487,824,500,  2,000,000  less  than  in  1889. 
On  hand  at  the  mills  were  3,728,976,431 
feet  of  lumber,  an  excess  of  300,000,000 
compared  with  a  year  ago.  To  produce 
white  pine  lumber  and  shingles  manu- 
factured in  the  forests  of  Michigaa,  Wis- 
consin and  Minnesota  in  the  last  eight- 
een years  were  required  12,356,712,510 
feet  of  timber.

The  roads 
everyw  here  are  difficult  of  passage  and 
crowds  of  starving  wretches  are  on  their 
way  to  Shanghai.

DESPERATE  GANG  CAUGHT. 

Ten  Bun  to  Earth  on  the  Chickasaw  Reser- 
vation. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Feb.  6.— Monday 
United  States  Deputy  Marshal  John  S. 
Wayne  and  eighteen  men  got  on  the  trail 
of  a  notorious  band  of  outlaws  in  the 
Chickasaw  nation,  Indian  Territory,  and 
followed  it  until  Wednesday  morning, 
when  the  outlaws  were  run  to  earth  in  a 
den  near  Howeltho  ranch,  in  the  north- 
east part  of  the  nation.  The  outlaws 
answered  a  demand  for  surrender  with 
shots,  and  a  hot  skirmish  ensued,  during 
which  Hodgins,  one  of  the  most  notor- 
ious outlaws  in  Indian  ^rritory,  was 
badly  wounded.

PAR  NELL'S   BACKING. 

Rind  of  BUt«rial  Which  is  Said  to  be  Be- 
hind  Him. 

London,  Feb.  6.— The  parliamentary 
oorreepondent  of  the  Sheffield  Telegraph, 
one  of  the  leading  provincial  papers  of 
England,  says  that  reliable  statements 
have  reached  him  from  an  underground 
source  in  Ireland  as  to  the  real  reason 
why  Pameli  is  bo  obstinate  in  maintain- 
ing bis  hold  on  the  leadership. 

"It  IS  a  fact,"  he  says,  "that  in  case  of 
Parnell  being  thrust  from  the  leadership 
the  extremists,  who  are  all  on  his  side, 
would  proceed  to  take  revenge  after 
their  own  style.  An  assassination  club 
would  be  immediately  formed  on  the 
lines  BO  well  known  in  Ireland.  The  vic- 
tims to  be  marked  down,  however,  would 
be  men  who  had  been  prominent  in 
hunting  Parnell  from  public  life.  Tim 
Healy  would  be  Ihe  very  first  to  require 
protection.  Mr.  Gladstone's  life  would 
also  be  in  danger. 

Knowing  the  desperate  characters  of 
the  men  who  are  behind  Mr.  Parnell," 
says  the  correspondent,  "I  can  quite 
credit  iny  information  as  to  their  inten- 
t'ona  They  are  the  men  who  look  with 
contempt  upon  the  so-called  constitu- 
tional agitation  as  playing  at  politics, 
and  strongly  believe  in  dynamite.  They 
have  recently  been  reinforced  by  some 
of  the  invincibles.  Mr.  Parnell,  is  I  be- 
lieve, well  acquainted  with  the  sanguin- 
ary designs  of  bis  followers.  He  dreads 
the  effect  of  their  £u;tion  for  the  reason 
that  he  knows  as  a  politician  that  the 
result  in  England  would  be  to  put  an 
end  to  all  hope  of  home  rule.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  he  has  been  able  to  inocu- 
late William  O'Brien  with  his  fears.  In 
the  meantime  he  soothes  the  exasperated 
extremists  and  rivets  their  allegiance  by 
urging  his  demands  for  home  rule. 

ENGLISH  POLITICS. 

Gladstone's  Position  Toward  Parnell;  Ul- 
ster Protestants  Slean  Business. 

London,  Feb.  6. — It  is  understood  that 
Mr.  Gladstone  will  avoid  making  a  di- 
rect reply  to  the  demand  of  Pameli  for 
assurances  as  to  the  Irish  home  rule  by 
giving  a  statement  of  his  intentions  to 
the  public.  In  this  statement  he  will 
con(^e,  it  is  believed,  nearly  everything 
asked  for  except  the  surrender  by  the 
imperial  parliament  of  the  right  of  veto. 
It  is  possible  that  this  may  lead  to  an- 
other hitch  in  the  way  of  settlement,  as 
Parnell  has  insisted  that  the  action  of 
the  Irish  parliament  ahall  be  subject  to 
no  veto  except  that  of  the  sovereign.  As 
the  sovereign's  veto  is  a  power  never 
exercised  in  this  generation,  Parnell 
means  a  practically  independent  parlia- 
ment, something  to  which  the  liberals 
will  hardly  consent. 

The  Ulster  protestants  continue  to 
speak  out  with  a  clearness  that  is  start- 
ling, and  they  declare  their  ability,  if  not 
coerced  by  imperial  troops,  to  whip  all 
the  rest  of  Ireland.

The 
race  will  take  place  over  the  Paramatta 
course  during  the  last  of  April,  the 
stakes  being  $1000  a  side,  and  a  side  bet 
of  $15,000.  


Such  Appears  io  be  the  Cause  of  the  FMal 
fever. 

An  item  as  follows  has  appeared  in 
several  outside  papers  in  the  last  day  or 
two: 

"Recently  there  were  700  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  in  Duluth,  Minn.,  and  four 
samples  of  water  were  sent  to  Dr. 
Vaugban  of  the  university,  for  analysis. 
From  one  sample  a  drop  of  water  wss 
placed  in  beef  tea,  heated  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  the  human  Ixxly  and  time  was 
given  the  fever  germs  to  grow.  A  small 
quantity  was  then  injected  into  two  rate 
and  both  died.  Further  experiments 
and  analysis  are  in  progress,  but  the  un- 
healthy state  of  the  water  of  that  city  is 
conclusively  proven." 

The  Herald  telegraphed  to  Dr. 
Vaughan  asking  this  direct  question: 
"Is  there  any  truth  in  the  statement 
that  disease  germs  found  in  Duluth 
water,  when  cultivated  by  you,  killd 
rats?    It  is  bo  published." 

And  received  the  following  reply:. 
"Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  Feb.  G— Please  con- 
sult Dr.  GoflFe,  your  health  oflBcer,  who 
has  my  report  in  full.  V.  C.  Vaughan," 

Armed  with  the  above  item  and  the 
telegram  a  representative  of  The  Herald 
tried  to  find  Dr.  Goffe  but  he  was  not 
discoverable  either  at  his  office  or  at  the 
city  hall.  His  assistant  at  the  health 
oflBce  said,  however,  that  Dr.  Vaughan 's 
report  had  not  yet  arrived.  It  is  almost 
impoaeble  to  conjecture  how  such  a  re- 
ix>rt  oould  get  into  so  many  Wisconsin 
and  Michigan  newspapers,  unless  there 
were  some  foundation  for  iL  Dr. 
Vaughn's  indirect  avoidance  of 
a  direct  question  put  to  him  as 
to  whether  there  was  any  truth 
in  the  report  is  another  point  which 
wants  explanation.  The  doctor  also 
seems  positive  that  his  report  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  Dr.  Goffe.  If  so,  his  assist- 
ant is  as  much  in  the  dark  as  the 
general  public.

The  appearance  of  George  Kennan  to- 
night in  Duluth  and  the  delivery  by  him 
of  a  lecture  on    Russian    prison    abuses 
bring    prominently    to    mind    the  great 
services  rendered  by  that  gentleman    in 
the  cause  of  human    hbert).    Through 
his  endeavors  the  cruelties  of  the  land  of 
the  czar  have  been  exposed    to    civilizetl 
gaze,  and    the    oonscience    of  Christian 
Europe  aroused.  Thanks  in  part  to  Ken- 
nan,  too,  the  patriotism  which  in  Russia 
has  enableil  every  class  and  condition  of 
Russian  society,  to  willingly  court  death 
in  the  cause  of  popular  lil)erty,  has  been 
made  plain. 

The  series  of  articles  from  the  pen  of 
Mx.  Kennan  which  appeared  at  intervals 
in  the  pages  of  the  Century  magazine 
have  done  their  work  effectually,  and 
it  is  now  but  a  question  of  time  w^hen 
the  present  barbarous  prison  regime  in 
Russia  must  come  to  an  end  or  the  inter- 
vention of  surrounding  nations  become 
an  accomplished  fact. 

England,  Prance,  Germany,  Italy, 
Austria  and  the  United  States  enter  pro- 
tests against  terrorism  and  absolutism 
such  aa  the  world  never  saw  surpassed. 
As  Mr.  Kennan  himself  says  the  condi- 
tion of  things  in  Russia  is  beyond  de- 
scription but  agitation,  continual  dis- 
cussion, work,  protests,  will  in  time  ac- 
complish much. 


HERE'S  YOUR  WEATHER. 

We  are  nearing  the  most  destructive 
storm  period  of  retjent  years,  a  i)eriod 
that  has  not  been  equalletl  for  atmos- 
pheric and  earth  disturbauces  within 
the  memory  of  any  person  now  living, 
and  T  would  advise  all  to  preuare  for  it. 
There  will  be  more  of  and  the  most 
destructive  tornadoes,  the  most  severe 
blizzards  and  cold  waves,  the  deepest 
snows,  the  greatest  rainfalls  and  other 
extremes  of  the  weather  from  May  1 
this  year  to  May  1,  18l>2,  that  has  ever 
been  witnessed  by  the  people  now  living. 
As  my  readers  well  know  I  am  not  given 
to  sensational  predictions,  and  I  will 
probably  be  oensureil  for  these  forecasts, 
but  the  occjision  demands  all  that  I  say 
about  it  and  time  will  vindicate  my 
action  in  the  matter. 

This  period  of  great  disturbances  will 
begin  during  the  first  part  of  May,  while 
Mars  will  be  passing  its  equinoctial, 
Mercury  passing  the  sun's  equator  and 
the  moon  passing  the  earth  s  equator;

STIRRED  UP  AT  LAST. 

The  busineas  end  of  the   country  was 
Blow  in  rising  against  the  threat  of  un- 
restricted coinage  of  silver  dollars  with- 
out regard  to  their  bullion  value,  or  their 
value  in  the  world's    market    But    the 
pasBage  of  the  free    coinage  bill    by  the 
senate  broke  the  apparent  shell  of  apathy 
and  by  mass  meetings  and  personal  ap- 
peals, and  sharp-pointed  letters  and  ad- 
dresses, the  senate    has    been    roundly 
scored  and  the   house   earnestly    called 
upon  to  set  its  face  against  this    danger- 
ous and  discreditable  measure. 

Nowhere  has  the  protest  been  strong- 
er and  more  earnest  than  from  the  heart 
of  the  old   Bay    state   which   has   ever 
stood  like  a  rock   against   the   sweep  of 
the  financial  nostrums  and  crazes  of  the 
day.    We  hear    a   great    deal   about  a 
cheap  dollar,  one  fitted  to  the  working- 
man,  said  one  speaker  most  patly.    We 
might  as  well  talk  about  a  light  pound 
or  a  small  quart.     Do  you    want  to  take 
a  light  pound  of  meat?     Would  you  like 
a  short  quart  of  milk?    We  are  all  work- 
ingmen  employed  in  one  way  or  another, 
and  we  are  to  get   paid   for   our    day's 
work  in  the  usual  money  or  currency  of 
the  country.     If    we    are   to  be  paid  in 
light  dollars  we    shall    get    less    for  our 
day's  work;  or  if  we  get  higher    wages 
we  shall  have  to  pay    higher   prices  for 
our  bread  and  our  meat  and  our   cloth- 
ing   and    our     lodging.      It  all    comes 
to  the  same    thing.      But  the  dollar  of 
fixed  value  is  of    more    consequence  to 
the  men  who    live    out  of  the   business 
world  than  to  any  one  else,  that  is,  it  is 
of  more    consequence   to   the  working- 
man.    What  we  all  want  is  a  free  chance 
to  work  and  fair  pay  for  it.    We  want 
the  capital  of  the  whole    world  to  be    in 
use  here,  to  give  us  a  fair  chance  to  de- 
velop our  industries.    We  can  have  this 
capital  if  we  keep  the  confidence  of    the 
world,  and  only  on    those  terms.      But 
one  great  condition    is    the  use    of    the 
same  measure   of   value,   or   the   same 
money  as  the  rest  of  the  world.    If    we 
establish  a  money  of  our  own  only,    we 
shall  lose  that  confidence,  and    we  shall 
lose  the  use  of  this  capital 

Be  it  remembered  too,   said   another, 
who  stands  at  the  head  of  the  merchants 
of  Boston,  that    while    the   government 
can  make  a  coin  money  "by  force  of  law," 
it  cannot  determine  the  value  of  bullion. 
That  the  attempt  to  compel  it  to  coin  all 
the  silver  that  can    be    brought    to    its 
mints  from  all  the  world  into  dollars   of 
412.2  grains  is  virtually  making  us    buy 
silver  as  fast  as  it  shall  be  produced  at  a 
price  some  2.j  per  cent  above  its  present 
value.     That  it  is  not  true  that  the   ad- 
ditional buying  power  of  the    dollar    of 
today  is  because  it  is  made  equal  to  gold, 
but  it  is  by  reason  of  that  wonderful  de- 
velopment and  growth  of  our  agriculture 
and  our  industries  which,  under  the  favor- 
ing American  revenue  system  has  made 
the  United  States  the  most  prosperous 
of  countries,  and  especially  the  most  de- 
sirable for  the  poor  man;  that  this  coun- 
try is  already  a  pronounced  bi-metallic 
nation,  making  silver  and  gold  alike  the 
basis  of  an  honest  paper  currency;  that 
our    infiueoce  with    other  nations  will 
not  be  strengthened,  but  weakened,  by 
this  free  silver  coinage;  and  finally  that 
such  legislation  as  is  contemplated  will, 
more  than  anything  else,  excite  general 
alarm,  unsettle    values,    be   a  restraint 
upon  business  and  enterprise,  create  a 
system  of  special  contracts  in  gold,  and 
in  general  reflect   upon  the  intelligence 
and  uprightness  of  the  national  will. 

It  ia    this   unsettled    condition,    this 
doubt,  this  distrust  now  while  the  ques 
tion  is  hanging  which  is  unquestionably 
the  main  root  of  any  existing  depression 
or  dullness  in  business.    And  no  part  of 
the  country  has  more  cause  to  wish  this 
craze  knocked    in    the   head    and    con- 
fidence- restored  than    the    head   of  the 
lakes  and  its  .rising  industries.    For,  as 
the  president  of  the  Boston    Real  Kstate 
exchange  says  explicitly:    "In  the  finan- 
cial heart  of  the  wjuntry  is  the  capital^ 
the  cooperation  of    which    every    com- 
munity West  and  South   needs.    There 
is  the  capital   ready    and    willing    to  be 
pourea  out  to  the  development  of  these 
places,  and  here  comes  distrust  and  want 
of  confidence  and  prevents  it  all.    There 


The  Herald,  in  common  with  many 
others,  is  glad  to  know  that  the  pave- 
ment proposed  to  be  laid  on  Lake  ave- 
nue will  not  interfere  with  a  viaduct  to 
be  built  later.  But  why  will  the  viaduct 
project  be  postponed  for  two  or  three 
years?  Everybody  wants  the  viaduct  as 
soon  as  possible.  Lake  avenue  should 
have  a  street  railway,  but  no  one 
will  dare  to  put  in  a  line  with 
grade  crossings  of  steam  tracks  at  the 
foot  of  a  hill.  The  canal  should  be  the 
terminus  of  of  a  street  car  system  reach- 
ing perhaps  to  West  Duluth  and  Lake- 
side, and  connecting  at  the  canal  with  a 
belt  line  running  the  length  of  Min- 
nesota point,  around  through  Superior 
to  oppposite  Grassy  point,with  ferries  or 
permanent  bridges  over  the  channels. 
Such  a  line  would  be  a  tremendously 
popular  and  paying  circuit  and  it  will 
come  when  the  streets  are  made  such 
that  it  can.

The  principal  causes  of  these  great 
disturbances  will  be  the  equinoxes  of 
Saturn  and  Jupiter.  These  great  planets 
throw  an  electric  infiuence  into  space 
over  their  equators,  and  this  electric  in- 
fiuence of  Saturn  will  strike  Mars  in  May 
while  it  is  passing  in  its  equinoctial, 
thereby  its  electrical  influence  on  tne 
sun.  The  electric  equator  of  Saturn  will 
atfect  Venus,  the  earth  and  Mercury  in 
succession,  and  will  directly  atTect  the 
siin  in  October,  while  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  sun  the  great  planet  Jupiter 
will  be  approaching  its  equinoctial  in  a 
similar  manner,  reaching  that  point 
early  in  January. 

*       *       * 
The  next  storm  wave    will  be  due  to 
leave  the  Pacific  coast  about  the  11th  of 
this     month,    pass    the    Rock-Allegany 
from  the  12th  to  the  14th  and  reach  the 
Atlantic  coast  about  the  15th.     It  will 
be   of  very    considerable    force  in  the 
West,  with  warm,  damp  weather  preced- 
ing it  and  not  a  very    cold    wave  follow- 
ing it.    A    large    amount   of  snow    and 
rain  will  fall  during  ita  passage  across 
the  continent,  mostly  rain  in  the  South- 
ern states.    The  low  barometer  will  pass 
through  the  Northern    states,  and  the 
rain  will  fall  south  of  the  center   of    its 
path  and  snow    north  of    it.    The   cold 
wave    following    will    not    be  severe  in 
the  Southern  states.  The  winter  weather 
will  be  less  severe  in  the    Eastern  states 
and  colder  in  the  Mississippi  valley  than 
has  been  the  average  of  thus  far. 

ii  <i>  * 

Preparatory  to  studying  the  physical 
forces  and  the  beginning  of  creation  we 
must  bring  fresh  to  memory  the  vast 
distances  between  the  bodies  of  the  uni- 
verse. Our  minds  cannot  grasp  the  im- 
mensity of  these  distances  ard  we  can 
only  approach  a  realization  of  their  vast- 
ness  by  comparisons. 

Take  1000  miles  as  a  unit  of  measure, 
twenty-five  of  these  units  will  reach 
once  around  the  earth  at  its  equator 
and  forty  times  around  the  earth  will 
make  1,000,000  miles.  The  sun  is  about 
92,000,000  millions  of  miles  from  the 
earth,  and  astronomers  tell  us  that  light 
reaches  the  earth  from  the  sun  in  about 
eight  minutes.  I  do  not  believe  that 
light  reaches  us  at  all  from  the  sun,  but 
electricity  which  turns  to  light  on  reach- 
ing our  atmosphere.  They  also  toll  us 
that  it  requires  5000  years  for  light  to 
reach  the  earth  from  the  nearest  fixed 
stars.  Neptune,  the  outer  planet  of  our 
solar  system,  is  thirty  times  farther 
from  the  sun  than  the  earth  is  and 
moves  in  a  circuit  of  about  8,250,000,000 
miles  in  extent. 

*       *       * 

Our  astronomers  hold  that  this,  our 
solar  system,  came  into  existence  from  a 
nebular  formation,  or  a  fog-like  forma- 
tion that  reached  far  beyond  our  outer 
planet  Neptune.  They  hold  that  this 
fog-like  formation  was  thrown  into  a  ro 
tary  motion  by  some  unsuggested  and 
unknown  power,  the  momentum  of 
which  is  the  cause  of  the  movements  of 
the  sun  and  its  planets,  and  when  that 
momentum  spends  its  force  our  whole 
solar  system  will  stop  and  become  dead. 
This  is  called  the  mechanical  universe, 
that  is  like  a  machine  that  requires  some 
outside  force  to  keep  it  in  motion.  That 
^reat  nebulous  fog  ball  is  supposed  to 
have  gradually  condensed,  becoming 
heated  at  the  center.  W.  T.  Foster, 
St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Feb.  4.

On  Saturday  next,  Feb.  7,  the  new 
Turnverein  hall  will  be  dedicated  with 
appropriate  ceremoniee.  The  $17,000 
building  is  practically  tinished,  and  it 
stands  as  an  architectural  monument  to 
the  push  and  energy  of  Duluthians  of 
Gterman  birth  and  deeoent. 

The  particular  interest  in  the  struc- 
ture centers  in  the  gymnasium.  This  is  a 
room  00  bv  40,  aad  18  ft  high.  It  is  to  be 
titted  with  the  latest  gymnastic  appli- 
ances, all  of  which  have  arrived  and  are 
ready  to  to  be  put  in  order.  The  building 
throughout  is  healed  by  steam.  Connect- 
ed with  the  gymnasium  is  a  tine  bowling 
alley.  Large" bath  rooms  also  make  a 
feature  of  the  "gym."  And  the  splendid 
physical  training  for  which  the  Turner 
societies  are  so  noted  will  be  worthily 
earned  out  in   Duluth.    With   such   ap- 

Sliancea  and  with  s  ich  methods  as  the 
)uluth  society  propose  to  follow  it  will 
be  a  strange  thing  if  Duluth  athletes  in 
the  organization  do  not  add  to  the  lau- 
rels they  nave  already  won. 

Over  the  gymnasium  is  the  theater. 
This  will  seat  600  people,  and  is  fitted 
with  a  stage  46  feet  wide  and  24  feet 
deep.  The  meeting  rooms  are  also  on 
the  second  tioor.  A  regular  course  of 
instruction  will  be  given  in  the  gym- 
nasium bv  a  teacher,  a  graduate  of  the 
Turnverein  seminary  at  Indianapolis. 
These  instructors  are  regular  graduates, 
having  taken  a  three  years' course. 

The  day  of  dedication  will  be  a  gala 
occasion.  Invitations  have  been  extend- 
ed to  all  the  societies  in  the  state,  and 
guests  are  expected  from  many  North- 
western cities.  A  band  has  been  en- 
gaged and  speakers  asked  to  attend.  The 
address  of  the  day  will  be  delivered  by 
J.  J.  Khomberg,  the  well-known  German 
orator  of  Minneapolis. 

The  Duluth  Turn  Verein  has  a  mem- 
bership of  about  100   and  an  immeiiiate 
prospect  of    fifty  more.    Any  citizen  of 
the  United  States  may    become  a  mem- 
ber.   The  promoters  of  the    intferests  of 
the  Turn  Verein  believe  in  a    systematic 
and  scientific  physical  culture  and  devel- 
opment  and  instruction  in    the  German 
system  of  gjmnastic  training  will  be  given 
in  the    afternoon    and    evening.    Gym- 
nasium tickets  will  be  placed  among  the 
general  public  for  $10  a  year  per    ticket 
which  will  entitle  the  holder  to    all   the 
privileges  of  the  gymnasium  with  baths 
and  use  of  paraphernalia.      Classes  will 
be  instructed  in  the  afternoon  and  even- 
ing.     A     prominent     feature    of     the 
methods  of  the  society  is  the  instruction 
of    young    classes    in    the    day    time. 
St^ecial  attention  will  be  given  tx)  these 
classes,  and  the  line  of  instruction  will 
embrace  both  the  theoretical  and  prac- 
tical.   Separate  classes  will   be  formed 
of  ticket    holders,  who  will    get    a  full 
course    of    instruction.       The    regular 
Turn  Verein  classes  will  be  instructed  in 
the  evening.    Instruction  in  boxing  and 
fencing  will    be    given  to  all   who  de- 
sire it.

In  his  communication  to  the  secretary 
of  war  concerning  the  creation  of  a 
twenty  or  twenty-one-foot  channel  be- 
tween Lake  Superior  and  Lake  Erie, 
Col.  Poe  says  it  will  be  neceasary  to  re- 
move two  shoals  near  Hound  Island,  in 
St  Mary's  river,  also  make  improve- 
ments at  the  Sault  canal,  Sugar  Island 
rapids  and  Middle  Neebish,  at  Hay  lake 
channel.  Sailors  Encampment,  St.  Clair 
flats,  Groase  Pointe  flats,  and  the  bar  at 
the  mouth  of  Detroit  river.  The  iin- 
proveniont  at  the  Sault  and  Hay  lake 
being  provided  for  in  the  last  river  and 
harbor  act,  are  not  included  in  the  esti 
mates.  Col.  Poe  discusses  the  dredging 
and  excavation  necessary  at  each  of  the 
foregoing  places  at  length.  They  can  be 
brietly  summarized  as  follows:

Col.  Poe  concludes  with  the  following 
forcible  plea  for  undertaking  this  im 
provement: 

"The  latter  estimate  is  the  one  recom- 
mended in  case  the  work  is  undertaken, 
as  surely  it  must  soon  be.  I  further 
recommend  that  the  full  depth  be  at 
once  attained  at  each  locality.  To  exca 
vate  to  a  less  depth  would  involve  going 
over  the  same  area  a  second  time,  and 
with  a  reduced  face,  thus  greatly  in- 
creasing the  cost.  The  cheapest  way  of 
obtaining  results  would  be  under  appro- 
priations applicable  to  the  work  gener- 
ally, of  suflicient  amount  in  each  grant 
to  complete  the  channel  at  one  or  more 
of  the  localities. 

"Although  the  sum  of  83,339,568  is  a 
large  one,  yet  the  end  to  be  gained  is  so 
important  and  so  pressing  as  to  fully 
justify  its  appropriation,  even  in  one  act. 
During  the  season  of  1890  over  9,000,000 
tons  of  freight  passed  through  St. 
Marvs  river,and  more  than  2-2,000,000  tons 
through  the  waterway  between  Lakes 
Huron  and  Erie.  The  increase  in  the 
available  depth  of  channels  on  the  lakes 
from  9V^  feet  in  1352  to  16  feet  in  1882 
developed  this  commerce,  and  it  is  only 
reasonable  to  expect  that  a  further  in- 
crease of  4  feet  will  be  followed  by  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  shipping. 

"The  results  are  most  notab  e  perhaps 
in  the  character  of  the  vessels  employed 
in  the  carrying  trade.  These  have  in- 
creased in  size  and  seaworthiness  until 
they  form  a  fleet  which  has  not  its  equal 
upon  any  inland  waters  on  the  face  of 
the  globe.  Of  large  capacity  and  great 
power,  regardless  of  weather,  the  steam- 
ers of  the  prevailing  type  bear  their  car- 
goes to  and  from  ports  1000  miles  apart 
with  the  regularity  and  precision  of  rail- 
road trains,  each  of  them  transporting 
at  once  more  than  ten  ordinary  freight 
trains.  Surely  such  a  commerce  de- 
serves every  aid  and  encouragement. 
Give  it  channels  practically  navigable 
upon  a  draught  of  twenty  feet,  and  it 
needs  no  prophet  to  predict  a  wonderful 
growth,  but  only  a  prophet  could  fore- 
tell its  degree.  For  nearly  thirty-five 
years  I  have  watched  its  increase,  but 
neither  I  nor  anyone  else  wittiin  my 
knowledge  has  been  able  to  expand  at 
the  same  rate.  The  wildest  expecta- 
tions of  one  year  seem  absurdly  tame 
the  next." 


BYAM'S   YARN. 

The  Old-Tluie  iianibler  Gets  OIT  a  Pretty 
Fiction  For  8yutpathy. 

Our  old  townsman,  C.  P.  Byam,  in  a 
recent  letter  to  the  Chicago  Tribune, 
shows  Iiis  chivalric  and  noble  nature  by 
alleging  that  all  his  trouble  came  from 
"the  woman."  Those  who  knew  Byam 
in  Duluth,  long  before  the  date  of  this 
alleged  escapade  with  Mrs.  Graves  or 
Mrs.  Iveade,  who  know  what  a  dissolute, 
thieving,  lying  gambler  he  has  been  for 
ten  years  will  not  take  much  stock  in 
the  story.     But  here  it  is: 

"She  married  a  Mr.  lieade  who,  after 
sho  had  bankrup;ted  him,  left  her  in  Du- 
luth. She  obtained  a  position  in  the 
large  retail  store  of  Williamson  &  Co., 
and  Bivjn  began  to  live  in  considerable 
style.

MAYOR  DAVIS   RETURNS. 

No  Trnth   in  the  Story  of  McQnade's   Re- 
moval ;  The    Western  Citiert. 

Mayor  M.  J.  Davis  returned  last  night 
from  his  trip  to  Washington  state.

Indian   CumnilHaiuuer    Morgan   Addraa  •■ 
That  Bo<ly  L.a«t  Kvenlng. 

PiiiLiADEa^PHiA,  Feb.  6. — A  mass  meet- 
ing for  the  oonsideration  of  the  "crisis  in 
Indian  affairs,"  called  by  the  Universal 
Peace  union,  was  held  last  night.    There 

were  present  Indian  Commissioner  Mor- 
gan, and  with  him  a  clergyman  who  has 
charge  of  missionary  work  at  Pine  Ridge, 
and  several  Indians. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  the  principal  speaker. 
He  said  the  time  had  come  for  making 
some  changes  in  our  methods  of  dealing 
with  the  red  men.  He  stated  the  Indian 
problem  as  it  presented  itself  to  him, 
with  the  government  plan  of  solution. 
Then  he  proceeded  to  answer  and  deny 
recent  criticisms  against  him.  He  said 
that  no  man  or  woman  should  enter  the 
Indian  service  except  u|)on  suine  test  as 
to  special  fitness,  that  fidelity  and  ca- 
pacity should  entitle  an  employe  to  feel 
reasonably  certain  of  being  retained  in 
office.  Indian  atfairs  should  be  adminis- 
tered by  one  restKinsible  head  and  that 
head  should  have  such  power  and  such 
help  as  is  absolutely  demanded  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  duties,  and  then  be 
should  be  held  to  the  most  rigid  ac- 
count. At  present,  the  Indian  bureau 
was  one  of  many  in  the  interior  depart 
ment  and  it  was  simply  impossible  for 
any  man  to  give  proper  attention  to  the 
workings  of  all. 

In  conclusion  the  commissioner  said 
that  the  Indian  problem  was  in  the 
progress  of  a  very  happy  solution.  The 
end  at  which  we  aim,  he  said,  is  that  the 
American  Indians  shall  become  as  speed- 
ily as  possible  Indian  Americans.

A  TEMPORARY  PAVE. 

That  on  Lake   Avenne   Will  Not  Interfere 
With  a  Later  Viaduct. 

The  city  council  now  have  it  in  their 
hands  to  improve  and  pave  Lake  ave- 
nue, all  the  reports  being  in,  and  it  is 
quite  likely  that  the  improvement  will 
be  ordered  for  next  summer.  A  repre- 
sentative of  The  Herald  askeil  the  city 
engineer  this  morning  if  it  would  not  be 
a  waste  of  money  to  pave  the  street  if  the 
interested  companies  constructed  a  via- 
duct on  the  avenue  and  the  pavement 
would  have  to  be  removed.  His  reply 
was:  "In  my  opinion  it  will  be  a  year  or 
two  or  perhaps  three  before  that  viaduct 
is  built  Meantime  Lake  avenue  is  well 
nigh  impassible  for  loaded  teams.  Last 
summer  it  cost  the  city  .^.^OO  to 
remove  the  mud  and  filth  from 
the  avenue,  and  it  is  now  in  worse  condi- 
tion than  it  was  before.

Tells   of   tlie   Policy   of     Germany   a8 
African  PoKsesgions. 

Berlin,  Feb.  6.— In  his  speech  defend- 
ing the  African  colonial  policy  of  the 
German  government,  delivered  in  the 
reichstag  yesterday.  Chancellor  von 
Caprivi  made  the  statement  that  it  was 
the  emperor  himself  who  had  on  May  2, 
1890,  instructed  the  chancellor  to  bring 
about  an  arrangement  with  Great  Brit- 
ain in  regard  to  colonial  affairs. 

The  emperor  fully  explained  all  points. 
The  basis  of  negotiation,  he  said,  cen- 
tered in  East  Africa.  The  interior  was 
to  l>e  abandoned,  and  Zanibar.  where 
England's  claim  were  paramount,  was  to 
be  given  up  on  the  condition  that  Great 
Britain  should  recognize  the  claims  of 
Germany  on  the  coast  of  East  Africa.

Five  Hundred  Furnii'-e  Men  of  the  Illinois 
Steel  Company  Strike. 

Chicago,  Feb.  6.— Five  hundred  fur- 
nace men  in  the  employ  of  the  Illinois 
Steel  company  at  South  Chicago  have 
gone  out  on  strike.  The  day  force 
walked  out  yesterday  afternoon,  and  the 
night  shift,  when  they  learned  of  their 
desertion,  also  struck.  The  men  demand 
an  advance  in  wages  that  is  thought  by 
the  company  to  be  wholly  unreasonable. 

The  company  does  not  feel  kindly 
toward  the  strikers,  who  are  charged 
with  having  violated  a  solemn  agreement 
to  submit  all    differences  to  arbitration.

St.  Paui^  Feb.  7.— [Special  to  The 
HeraliL] — Senator  Washburn  sent  a  mes- 
8ai;e  dated  Washington  yesterday  and 
received  here  this  morning  demanding 
an  investigation  into  the  senatorial  elec- 
tion of  two  years  ago,  when  he  was  se- 
lected asjumor  senator  from  Minnesota 
after  a  hard  tight,  and  that  all  the  evi- 
dence be  printed  and  read.  On  motion 
of  Senator  John  Day  Smith  a  resolution 

was  adopted  in  accordance  with  Mr. 
Washburn'H  wishes  in  the  state  senate 
this  morning. 

This  request,  Mr.  Washburn  says  is 
the.  direct  result  of  the  "outrageous  at- 
tacks upon"  him,  made  in  the  senate 
chamber  this  week  by  Donnelly,  attacks 
not  only  upon  him  but  also  upon  every 
member  of  the  present  legislature  who 
was  a  member  two  years  ago.  It  is  the 
result  also,  indirectly,  of  the  many  state- 
ments and  covert  charges  in  the  state 
press  and  by  speakers  during  the  past 
two  years,  on  the  methods  of  his  elec- 
tion. 

Great  interest  was  manifested  in  the 
senace  this  morning  on  the  reading  of 
the  telegram  and  an  extremely  interest 
ing  time  is  looked  for.  Alliance  mem- 
bers say  they  will  arm  for  the  fray  and 
will  not  only  show  some  trouble  for 
Washburn  but  for  Jim  Hill  and  his  rail 
way  in  connection  with  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  land  grant  bill. 

The  legislature  has  been  attending 
strictly  to  business  during  this  week 
and  has  accomplished  much  of  import- 
ance, holding  two  sessions  each  day  and 
committee  meetings  in  the  evening. 
Owing  to  the  pleasure  excursion  to  the 
State  university  yesterday  both  branches 
held  sesions  today  for  unfinished  work. 
Representative  Boyd  thought  of  a  new 
feature  in  the  way  of  protection  to  a 
class  of  people  so  often  imposed  upon, 
and  introduced  a  bill  to  prevent  frauds 
practiced  on  boarding  house  keepers.  It 
provides  that  when  any  person  leav^  a 
hotel  or. boarding  house  without  p.iying 
his  board,  he  can  be  indicted.  Toe  bill 
should  also  provide  against  the  board- 
ing house  keepers  "skipping  out"  in  the 
night  and  leaving  the  boarders  in  the 
lurch  with  no  breakfast,  as  was  the  case 
not  long  ago  in  Duluth. 

Final  discussion  on  the  bill  relating  to 
the  organization  of  th€>' new  county  of 
Itasca  will  occur  Tuesday  morning.  Mr. 
Stockwell  yesterday  afternoon  called  up 
a  resolution  tendering  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Senator  Washburn  for  his  vote  against 
the  "iniquitous"  force  bill.  Mr.  Kinney, 
from  St.  Liouis  county,  thought  it  a  good 
opportunity  to  sit  down  on  Minneapolis, 
and  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the 
table,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Butterworth  anti-option  question, 
which  is  a  matter  of  great  importance, 
will  be  reported  and  discussed  before  the 
house  Monday.  A  communication  was 
received  from  tne  Nebraska  house  ask- 
ing that  a  conference  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  committees  from 
Kansas,  Missouri  and  the  Dakotaa  to 
discuss  the  interest  rate  question,  lo  /k- 
ing  toward  a  reduction.  The  committee 
will  consist  of  three  representatives  ai:d 
two  senators. 

Yesterday  was  devoted  to  a  pleasure 
jaunt,  and  both  branches  of  the  legisla- 
ture visited  the  state  university,  the 
party  consisting  of  members,  accom- 
panied by  a  few  ladies,  the  pages  and  re- 
porters. At  the  university  a  reception 
was  given  by  President  Northi  up  and 
0,CX)0  or  more  students.  Various  exer- 
cises were  gone  through  with  in  the 
main  hall,  after  which  speeches  were 
made  by  President  Northrup,  Mr.  Pills- 
bury  and  several  members  of  the  senate, 
including  Lieutenant  Governor  Ives  and 
Senator  Donnelly  and  Speaker  Champiin. 

Representative  Kendall  has  been  pay- 
ing the  clofcest  attention  to  legislation. 
He  lately  introduced  a  hill  asking  for 
^300,000  appropriation  for  the  Minnesota 
production  at  the  World's  fair,  the  com- 
missioners from  the  state  to  receive  §G 
per  day,  duiing  their  time  of  duty. 
Some  stingy  granger  replied:  "Vail,  I 
guess  Mr.  Keendel  must  live  pooty  high 
up  dar,  see  dollar  vould  kip  ma  whole 
family  von  week." 

^The  annexation  bills  will^  be  among 
the  most  interesting  questions  discussed 
next  week,  and  is  attracting  attention 
among  many  outside  citizens  who  are 
interested  in  Duluth.  The  "free  text 
book  law"  has  again  put  in  an  appear- 
ance. The  joint  committee  Thursday 
evening  listened  to  a  committee  from  the 
State  Superintendents'  association, 
which  advised  the  passage  of  a  free 
school  text-book  law  and  a  law  appro- 
priating $5000  annually  for  the  conduct- 
ing of  county  traUiing  schools. 

Secretary  of  State  Brown  has  received 
official  notice  from  Washington  that  the 
congressional  apportionment  bill  has  be- 
come a  law. 

SOME  STRIKES. 

NewH    Prom    Mines   at    Widely    Separated 
folntM. 

Bellevillk,  111.,  Feb.  7.— A  strike  of 
coal  miners  in  the  Belleville  district  has 
been  settled  by  arbitration.  Two  cents 
por  bushel  is  what  the  miners  demanded, 
but  when  they  were  offered  a  uniform 
rate  of  one  and  three-quarter  cents  they 
agreed  to  return  to  work. 

Helena,  Mont— Fifty  miners  on  a 
strike  at  the  Cumberland  mine  in  Castle 
district,  went  in  a  body  yesterday  and 
endeavored  to  drive  away  by  force  all 
men  at  work.  Superint'indent  Lewis 
and  the  foremen  stood  the  strikers  off 
until  officers  arrived  when  the  fifty  men 
were  arrested. 

Evansviile,  Ind.— Ail  the  miners  em- 
ployed in  all  the  coal  mines  along  the 
line  of  the  Liouisville,  E/ansville  &  St 
Louis  railway  between  this  city  and 
Huntingburg,  Ind.,  with  the  exception 
of  B.  Menden's  mine  at  Chandler  Sta- 
tion, have  gone  out  on  a  strike.  The 
prime  cause  of  the  trouble  is  that  it  is 
impossible  for  operators  who  mine  their 
coal  by  manual  labor  to  compete  with 
machine  mining.  They  were  compelled 
in  the  face  of  this  competition  to  reduce 
the  scale  of  wages,  which  resulted  in  a 
strike.

of   Order. 

Washington,  Feb.  7. — The  house  went 
into  committee  of  the  whole  on  the  sun- 
dry civil  appropriation  bill,  Mr.  Payson, 
of  Illinois  in  the  chair.      The  pending 

question  was  the  decision  of  the  chair 
on  Mr.  Mason's  point  of  order  raised 
against  Mr.  Candler's  amendment,  which 
in  its  modified  form  reads  as  follows: 

For  expenses  for  the  World's  Colum- 
bian exposition  and  board  of  lady  man- 
agers, $40,000,  provided  that  all  expendi- 
tures made  from  this  appropriation  shall 
be  subje^jt  to  the  approval  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  on  itemized  accounts 
and  vouchers,  and  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  is  not  to  approve  the 
payment  of  any  expense  attendant 
upon  a  meeting  of  the  commission  or 
lady  managers,  except  such  as  may  be 
called  at  the  time  of  the  dedication  and 
opening  of  the  World's  fair;  nor  to  ap- 
prove the  payment  of  any  expense  at- 
tendant upon  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee,  nor  upon  a  meeting  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  board  of  lady 
managers  except  such  meetings  a  may  be 
held  not  oftener  than  once  in  six  months; 
nor  to  approve  the  payment  of  any  salary 
other  than  an  annual  salary  not  in 
excess  of  $5000  to  the  president;  $4000  to 
the  vice  chairman  of  the  committee  and 
$3000  to  the  secretary;  nor  to  approve  the 
payment  of  any  salary  to  any  lady  man- 
ager other  than  annual  salary  not  in  ex- 
cess of  $5000  to  the  president  and  $3000 
to  the  secretary. 

After  a  brief  debate  the  chairman 
ruled  the  amendment  out  of  order  as 
changing  existing  laws. 

The  house  adopted  the  conference  re- 
port to  ratify  the  agreement  with  the 
Sac  and  Fox  Indians  and  the  lowas  in 
Oklahoma.

The  10th  of  March  is  set  down  for  the 
second  reading  of  the  bill,  which  will  be 
opposed  bv  the  government  but  receive 
the  general  support  of  the  liberals.  The 
bill  embodies  an  entire  revolution  in  the 
minor  administration  of  justice  in  Eng- 
land. 

The  justices  of  the  peace  now  are 
nearly  all  well-to-do  tory  squires,  who 
have  their  own  way  in  dealing  with  the 
poor  people  brought  before  them. 

THE    KAISER'S    WARNING- 

Count   Waldersee     Cautioned    as       to   HIm 
Future  Om<riul  Acts. 

Berlin,  Feb.  7. — The  kaiser,  in  deliv- 
ering to  Count  Waldersee  his  appoint- 
ment as  commander  of  the  Ninth  corps 
with  headquarters  at  Altona  near  Ham- 
burg, reminded  him  of  his  near  relation- 
ship to  the  imperial  family  and  remarked 
that  he  could  Iiest  show  his  attachment 
by  abstaining  from  any  com mun  cation 
with  those  who  sought  to  sow  distrust 
among  the  people  toward  their  sovereign. 
The  kaiser  is  believed  to  have  alluded  to 
Bismarck.  The  kaiser  has  become  very 
bitter  toward  Bismarck  lately  on  ac- 
count of  the  caustic  comments  to  which 
the  latter  gives  utterance  towards  the 
imperial  policy  and  especially  the  em- 
peror's labor  reform  program. 


THE    QUEEN'S    PRESENT. 

Sends  and  Slegant  Clock  to  the  £mperor  of 
China. 

London,  Feb.  7. — The  queen  has  re- 
ciprocated the  courtesies  extended  by 
the  emperor  of  China,  who  sent  her  a 
number  of  costly  gifts  on  the  occasion  of 
her  jubilee  by  presenting  him  in  honor 
of  his  recent  marriage  a  beautiful  clock. 
It  is  made  of  solid  silver,  five  feet  in 
height  and  ornamented  with  exquisitely 
wrouth  figures  in  relief,  one  of  which 
represents  Britannia  with  her  att  ributes 
supported  by  two  other  figures.  It  is 
provided  with  chiming  bells.  On  either 
side  are  inscriptions  engraved  in  twenty- 
four  Chinese  characters,  recalling  the 
twenty -four  hours  of  the  day.

Lines  to  Coalesce, 


tKD  MOeE  m  SOON  TO  FOLLOW. 


Nearly  All  Southwestern  and  Western 

Roads  are  Said  to  be  in 

the   Deal. 


New  i'oBK,  Feb.  7.— The  Sun  says: 
It  is  an  open  secret  among  their  im- 
mediate associates  that  although  Jay 
Gould  and  C.  P.  Huntington,  represent- 
ing respectively  the  Missouri  Pacific 
and  the  Southern  Pacific  systems,  gave 
their  assent  to  the  agreement  which  is 
the  basis  of  the  new  Western  Railway 
TratDc  association,  that  agreement  did 
not  win  their  entire  -ipproval.  It  did 
not  go  far  enough  to  suit  either  of  them, 
but  they  accepted  it  as  a  step  in  the 
right  direction. 

"Mr.  Huntington's  reme<iy  for  the 
evils  of  excessive  competition  between 
the  western  railroads  is  consolidation. 
Mr.  CJould's  plan  was  the  adoption  of 
joint  agencies  for  the  conduct  of  all 
competitive  traffic  and  the  discharge  of 
the  vast  army  of  freight  canvassers 
whose  zeal  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  almost  constant  de- 
moralization of  rates.  Mr.  Gould's 
plan  was  referred  to  the  oommissioners 
of  the  new  association.  Counting  upon 
the  acquiescence  of  the  Atchison  com- 
pany, Messrs.  Grould  and  Huntington 
have  had  their  lieutenants  prepare  ex- 
haustive analyses  of  the  capitalization, 
the  indebtedness,  earnings  and  mileage 
of  the  Missouri  Pacific,  Southern  Pa- 
cific and  Atcbison  system  with  the  view 
of  determining  from  them  a  basis  upon 
which  three  systems  may  be  consolidated 
or  brought  under  the  control  of  a  single 
operating  company.  Executive  officers 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  system  have 
been  summoned  from  San  Francisco  to 
take  part  in  the  work,  and  it  is  trust- 
worthily  stated  that  Senator  Stanford 
has  given  his  support  to  the  scheme. 

"As  yet  none  of  the  three  interests  are 
absolutely  committed  to  the  proposition 
but  ail  have  taken  it  up  with  a  degree 
of  earnestness  that  argues  strongly  in 
favor  of  its  adoption. 

"Those  who  have  the  confidence  of 
the  leaders  in  this  movement  are  of  the 
opinion  that  should  it  succeed  it  will  not 
stop  short  of  the  absorption  of  the 
Texas  Pacific,  the  Union  Pacific,  the 
Wabash  and  probably  the  Missouri,  Kan- 
sas &,  Texas  railroads.

S.\N  Angelo,  Tex.,  Feb.  7. — Jesus  Sal- 
cida,  a  Mexican  recently  from  Fort 
Stockton,  was  found  dead  hanging  to  a 
tree  near  Knickerbocker,  thirty  miles 
south  of  here,  yesterday  morning.

TRACED  TO  THE  WATER. 

The  detection  of  typhoid  fever  germs 
in  the  water  from  a  service  pipe  in  the 
west  end,  reported  by  Professor 
Vaughan.  is  a  conclusive  warrant  of  The 
Herald's  persistent  call  for  a  thorough 
expert  examination  of  the  city's  water 
supply.  For  the  tirat  time  an  examina 
tion  has  been  undertaken  in  such  a  way 
as  to  give  positive  and  thorough  conclu- 
sions, taking  samples  not  only  from  the 
source  of  supply  but  from  the  house  in- 
lets, and  conducting  the  investigation 
by  microscopic  as  well  as  chemical 
analysis  to  a  final  demonstration  of  the 
presence  of  typhoid  bacilli 

It  is  apparent  that  if  the  examination 
had  been  c<-)afined  to  the  reservoir  water 
no  such  determination  would  have  been 
reached,  for  the  samples  taken  directly 
from  the  reservoir  revealed  the  presence 
of  no  gern-s  and  were  perhaps 
free  from  them.  Thus  the  city 
would  have  been  left  in  the  dark 
and  the  investigation  thrown  off  the 
track  had  it  not  been  for  an  extension  of 
the  analysis  to  the  water  drawn  off  in 
the  houses.  And  the  importance  of 
having  a  number  of  samples  taken  from 
different  points  and  at  different  times 
and  conditions  of  flow  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  water  taken  from  an  east 
end  pipe  was  apparently  free  from 
germa 

Other  samples  are  awaiting  analysis, 
and  the  investigation  will  no  doubt  be 
pressed  to  make  the  showing  incontest- 
able and  the  case  against  the  water  com- 
pany    unanswerable.       But    the    main 
point    is   settled  already,  as  we  under- 
stand, in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of 
health  And  the  public  at  large.    It  is  not 
whether  all  the  water  supplied   is  in- 
fected and   unfit  for  use,  but  whether 
any  of  it  is.     Professor  Vaughan 's  dem- 
onstration   shows    that    some    of    the 
water        furnished        for        household 
use     is     dangerously    unfit     for     use. 
and   as    the    water    company  is   bound 
under  its  charter  to  furnish  a    sufficient 
supply  of  "good  and  wholesome  water" 
it  is  not  complying  with   its  agreement. 
The    superintendent    of  the  company 
has,    we   think,   before  announced  the 
readiness  of  the  company    to    make  any 
changes  shown  to  be   neceesarj-,  though 
it  has  been  so  backward  in  taking  obvi- 
ous   precautions.    It   cannot  now  clear 
itself  from  the  gravest  responsibility,  if 
it  puts  a  day's  unnecessary  delay    in  the 
way  of  a  supply  of  pure  water  from   the 
beet  determined  point  on  the  laue  front 
The    city    expects  it  to  move  its  intake 
pip©    down    the  lake  and  extend  it  into 
water  beyond  contamination    as  soon   as 
this  can  be  done.    We  believe    the  com- 
pany will  wake  up  now  and  do    its  duty. 
for  it  cannot  be  willing  to  pile  deaths  on 
its  head.     But  if  it  hangs    back    a    mo- 
ment it  is  the    connciTB    duty  to  press 
the  change,  even  if  the  work   has    to  be 
carried  through  by  the  city  and    the  ex 
pense    charged    against    the    company. 
The  board  of  health  has  its    eyes   wide 
open    now  and    will    use  every  effort  to 
protect  the  city,  in  whicb    it   should   Ije 
heartily      backed    up    by    the    council. 
Meanwhile  people  who  drink  water  from 
the  service  pipes  will  take  the  precaution 
of  boiling  it,  if  they  are  prudent.       • 

There  is  no  call  for  alarm  but  for  com 
mon  sense  and  prompt  action.  The  fin- 
est and  greatest  bo<ly  of  pure  cold  water 
in  the  country,  lies  directly  in  front  of 
the  city,  wi  thin  ready  reach  of  all.  Du- 
luth can  soon  have  as  fine  a  water  sup- 
ply as  any  city  in  the  world.  Nothing 
but  neglect  of  ready  opportunity  and 
proper  precaution  has  made  a  particle  of 
the  city's  water  unwholesome.  That  is 
the  pity  of  it  and  the  shame 
of  it  to  the  city  as  well 
as  to  the  water  company.  Now 
make  the  city's  water  supply  the  pride 
of  the  city  as  it  should  be. 


THE  OHIO  AND  THE  LAKES. 

The  ship  canal  committee  of  the 
Pennsylvania  legislature  appointed  to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  question  of 
a  canal  connecting  the  lakes  and  the 
Ohio  river  near  Pittsburgh  has  just  re- 
ported. The  cost  of  the  artificial  water- 
way which  IS  to  connect  Pittsburgh  with 
Luke  Erie  is  estimated  at  |25,0(X),(XX1. 
The  railroads  are  expected  to  meet  the 
project  with  aggressive  hostility,  and  the 
commissioners'  report  will  thoroughly 
inform  the  legislature  on  every  point  on 
which  the  railroads  can  make  any  pre 
tense  of  opposition. 

The  route  recommended  as  the  most 
feasible  coming  south  takes  in  the  towns 
of  Jamestown,  Sharpsville,  Sharon,  West 
Middlesex,  Pulaski  and  New-Eaatland. 
strikes  the  Ohio  river  at  Rochester, 
thirty  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh.  There 
arenogreatengineeringdirticultiestosur- 
mount,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  work 
can  be  completed  in  four  years.  The 
commissioners  will  ask  the  legislature 
for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
take  charge.  This  committee  may  seek 
the  aid  of  the  federal  government.  The 
legislative  committee  gives  figures  to 
prove  that  it  would  pay  a  private  com- 
pany to  build  the  canal.  The  state  has 
appropriates!  J10,000  for  the  expense  of 
a  commission  and  survey.

impulse  of  one  family. 

A.8  far  back  as  ISdl,  when  there  were, 
by    the    estimate  of    a    living    witness, 
eighteen  voters  in  this  city  of  Duluth— 
when  there  was  no  church  building  here 
— when  this  spot  was  a  forest— when  the 
region  of  the  canal  was  tbe  center  of  civ- 
ilization— whon  for  one-fourth  of  a  mile 
north   and    south  there   was  a  clearing, 
but   beyond   that  wood  one  saintly  and 
now  sainted  woman  taught  her  children 
the  story   of    the  cross  every    Sabbath 
day.       Then    two    or     three    of     the 
neighbor's  children    joined    that    little 
company,  which  we    may  well  call  "the 
church  in  th^  ho.'^."    There  for  a  half 
hour  or   mor».   Sabbath   after  Sabbath, 
by  the  reading  of  (}  hI's  word  to  increas- 
ing numbers,  awoko  the  purpose  to  or- 
ganize a  S;ibb  '.Ih  '•ohool.     That    woman 
was  Mrs  Mnry  A.    Marvin,   who  is  not 
now.  for  God  took  her  in   18S9.    Dut  of 
her    unconscious,    but  ct^osecrated,  en- 
deavor, growinif     out  of  loyalty   to   her 
own  children,  she  began  to  rear  a  monu- 
ment,   bililding    better  than  she  knew. 
Her  huslwind,  Luke  Marvin,  became  the 
tirst    superintendent    of    this    Sabbath 
school. 

June  1,  1S69,  under  the  then  new- 
school  branch,  this  church  w^as  orgau- 
izeil  by  Rev.  William  R.  Iliggins,  of 
Superior.  Luke  Marvin  was  elected 
elder.  There  were  nine  churtar  mem- 
bers, only  one  of  whom  is  at  present  in 
the  city.  Twenty  or  thirty  persons,  per- 
haps, interested  themselves  in  the  pro- 
ject. The  place  of  the  organization  was 
the  old  school  bouse,  a  landmark  of  Du- 
luth's  pioneer  days  that  has  been  swept 
away  in  the  latterday  glory  of  her  stu- 
pendous development.  It  was  a  1 -.story 
frame  upon  the  hillside  near  the  junc- 
tion of  First  street  and  Fourth  avenue 
east,  a  structure  20  by  3o  feet  perhaps. 

In  lSTO-1  the  editice  in  which  the  con- 
gregation now  worships  was  erected. 

In  August .1888  it  b*>gan  to  be  evident 
that  a  new  church  must  be  built.  The 
otficers  of  the  church  held  a  numt)erof 
meetings  and  tiually  comp  etely  harmon- 
ized, all  opinions  on  the  new  and  elegant 
structure  at  the  corner  of  Second  street 
and  Third  avenue  east.  A  cut  of  which 
is  herewitn. 

The  cost  of 
this  building 
now  nearing 
comple  t  io  n, 
together  with 
the  lots  upon 
which  it 
stands,  and 
the  furnish- 
ings, will  be 
near  Si>l,000. 
It  is  a  sightly 
and  substan- 
tial editice  of 
cut  brown 
stone,  with  a 
total     seating 

capacity  of  IT'JO,  and  would  be  an  honor 
to  any  city  in  the  land.

This  is  his  second 
pastorate,  he  having  served  the  First 
presbyterian  churches  of  Dubu(iue, 
Iowa  and  Tuscola,  III.

TO  ENLARGE  AT  ONCE. 


The  Stre<«t  Railway  Company  Will  Double 
the  Capacity  of  its  Duildioes. 

The  street  railway  company  will 
greatly  enlarge  its  power  house  at  once, 
in  fact  has  already  begun  work.  It  is 
tearing  out  the  rear  of  the  old  barn  just 

east  of  the  power  house,  and  as  soon  as 
the  whole  building  is  out  of  the  way, 
will  extend  the  stone  building  100  feet 
easterly  to  the  corner  of  Eleventh  ave- 
nue.

George  Kennan's  lecture,  "An  East 
Siberian  Convict  Mine,"  drew  a  large 
house  at  Temple  Opera  last  evening.  It 
was  his  second  appearance  in  this  city 
and  attracted  not  only  many  readers  of 
his  famous  Century  articles,  but  others 

who  were  curious  to  know  something  of 
the  much-talked  of  Russian  penal  sys- 
tem. His  trip  to  the  mines  was  made  in 
1885-0,  and  the  lecture  dealt  simply  with 
the  scenes  at  the  mines.  His  e.xperience 
with  the  governor  of  Kara  and  later 
with  the  gendarme  official  of  the  politi- 
cal prisons  was  interesting,  and  conveyed 
some  idea  of  the  dangers  of  the  under- 
taking. The  system  of  penal  servitude 
— the  terrible  sufferings  of  the  unfor- 
tunate politicals  ftnd  the  horrible  and 
revolting  condition  of  their  lives  when 
once  in  the  clutches  of  the  law  were 
graphically  described.  His  conclusion 
was  a  strong  appeal  to  American  sym- 
pathy and  American  patriotism.

The  Report  of  Dr.  Vaughan  is 
as  Yesterday  Outlined. 


B'riii  m  m  PROPOSES  to  00, 


Reservoir  and  Intake  Pipe  Already  Par- 
tially Examined;  Mr.  Craig's 
Usual  Joke. 


The  8i)ecimen8  of  water  taken  for 
microecopical  analyeis  and  setit  to  Dr- 
V.  C.  Vaughan,  professor  of  bacteriology, 
of  Michigan  university,  as  noted  in  The 
JTerald  yesterday,  were  secured  as  fol 
lows:  One  specimen  was  taken  from  the 
surface  of  the  city  reservoir,  another 
from  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir,  another 
from  the  bouse  of  Totman  brothers,  711 
East  Second  street,  and  the  last  one,  in 
which  the  typhoid  fever  bacilli  wer*^ 
found,  was  taken  from  the  residence  of  a 
prominent  man  at  the  west  end  who 
lately  died  of  typhoid  fever  of  a  very 
violent  type.  This  residence  was  new. 
and  the  plumbing  was  all  the  latest. 

The  directions  of  Dr.  Vaughan    under 
which  these  specimens  of  water  were  se- 
cured by  Health  Officer   Roesiter    were 
very  minute  and  were    followed    to    the 
letter.    The  glass  fruit    jars    and  their 
rubber  tops  had  to  be  sterilized  by  plac- 
ing them  in  water  which  was    gradually 
raised  to  the  boiling  point  and  kept  boil- 
ing for  some  time.    The  jars    were    al- 
lowed to  drain.    The  hands  were  not  al- 
lowetl  to  touch  the  rubber    nor    the  in- 
side of  the  jars.    The  water  taken   from 
faucets  was  allowetl  to  run  for  sometime 
before  the  jars   were  filled.     From  ench 
of  the  specimens  sent  Dr.  Vaughan,  ao- 
cordiog  to  his  report  received  last  even- 
ing, he  took  a  drop  of  water  and   put  it 
in  each  ca.se  into  a  drachm  of    beef  tea 
which  was  kept  at  the    temperature    of 
the  human  body  for  twenty-four   hours. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  rats   were   inoc- 
ulate<J,  each  one  receiving  a  small   part 
icle  from  one  of  the  separate   specimens 
of  liquid  thus  cultivated.     Only  one    of 
the  rats  die<J,  namely,    the    one  which 
bad  been  inoculated  with  the  cultivated 
preparation  of    water    taken    from   the 
west    end.     An    autopsy    revealed   that 
the  animal  had   died  of  typhoid  fever. 
and   microscopical  examination    of    the 
kidneys  revealed  the  absolute    identity 
of  the  bacilli  with  pure  cultus  of  typhoid 
fever  bacteria  taken  from   a  well  estab- 
lished case.    This  cultivation  of  bacteria 
in  warm  water  added  greatly,  of  course, 
to  the  number  and   malignance  of    the 
bacilli  in  the  water. 

Eight  other  specimens  of 
water  are  being  analyzeil  and 
copically  examined  by  competent  ncient 
ists  and  no  steps  will  probably  be  taken 
In  the  matter  until  these  &re  reported  on 
Mayor  Davis  stated  to  a  representa- 
tive of  The  Herald  today  that  if  it  could 
be  shown  by  indisputable  proof  that 
typhoid  fever  bacilli  existed  in  the  water 
furnished  by  the  Duluth  Oas  and  Water 
company  steps  would  be  taken  at  once 
under  the  terms  of  the  franchise  of  the 
company  to  secure  its  forfeiture  to  the 
city.  "The  city  authorities,  however," 
continued  he,  "are  desirous  of  other  con- 
firmatory evidence." 

Health  OHicer  Roasiter  said  this  morn- 
ing that  about  nine-tenths  of  the  typhoid 
fever  cases  in  the  city  had  occurred  in 
houses  where  the  city  water  was  used, 
and  it  was  quite  probable  that  these 
ethars  ill    might    bava    umd  oity  water  1

during  the  daytime  while  at  work. 
There  have  been  but  few  cases  at  Lake- 
side, and  these  only  of  people  who  were 
up  town  during  the  day,  showing  that 
the  point  from  which  The  Herald  has  all 
along  urged  that  water  be  taken,  and 
where  the  water  company  hjis  promised 
to  take  it  at  some  time  in  the  distant 
future,  is  a  safe  one  to  supply  from. 

Michael  Chalk  went  down  yesterday 
and  examined  the  intake  pipe  of  the  city 
water  works  oat  to  a  distance  of  fifty 
feet  from  the  shore.  It  then  became  so 
dark  on  account  of  the  ice  over  his  head, 
that  work  had  to  be  suspended  for  the 
present.  For  the  first  fifty  feet  the  pipe 
is  apparently  sound.  The  divers  who 
fixed  the  pipe  before,  stated  that  it  was 
broken  and  patched  up  at  a  distance  of 
oyer  100  feet  from  the  shore.  It  is  prob- 
able that  no  further  examination  can  be 
made  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Chalk  is  examining  the  condition 
of  the  reservoir  today.  Other  samples  of 
water  will  be  sent  from  the  bottom  of 
the  reservoir  for  microscopical  examina- 
tion. 

A  Herald  man  called  on  Manager 
Craig,  of  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water 
company,  this  forenoon  and  was  greeted 
with  the  exclamation,  "Well,  I  suppose 
you  have  come  around  to  hear  the  other 
aide  of  the  question.  You  may  just  tell 
them  that  the  other  side  has  nothing 
to  say  upon  the  question."  The  ever- 
lasting smile  flitted  over  his  counten- 
ance ns  he  remarked,  "I  guess  I'll  have 
to  bottle  up  that  water  and  sell  it  as 
rough  on  rate."  Had  Mr.  Craig  lately 
lost  any  dear  friends  by  typhoid  fever  he 
would  not,  probably,  have  been  so  face- 
tious. 

Michael  Chalk  completed  his  examin- 
ation of  the  reservoir  today  and  found  it 
perfectly  sound  without  any  leak.  The  I 
water  wa.s  clear  except  on  the  bottom  ' 
where  he  found  a  gray  fungus  growth  of 
from  one  eighth  to  one-quarter  inch  in 
thickness  with  a  sediment  of  sand  and 
other    materials. 

No  one  can  tell  whether  there  are 
harmful  organisms  in  this  sediment  or 
not  until  it  is  examined  under  the  mi- 
cros'^ope.  Specimens  of  the  water  from 
the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  will  be  sent 
to  Dr.  Vaughan  and  others  for  examina- 
tion. 

Dr.  Victor  C.  Vaughn,  professor  of 
chemistry  and  microscopy  at  Michigan 
university,  has  a  national  reputation  as 
being  one  of  the  ablest  professors  at 
.\nn  Arbor  and  an  international  reputa- 
t'on  as  a  discoverer  of  methods  of  great 
importance  to  the  scientific  world  in  the 
investigations  for  discovery  of  bacteria.

THE  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

Endorse  Salaries  Against  Fees;    and  Raise 
Their  Own  Salaries. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  county 
commissioners  a  resolution  was  passed 
directing  the  county  attorney  to  draft  a 
bill  increasing  the  salary  of  the  commis- 
sioners from  STil  to  $750  per  annum.  All 
commissioners  residing  more  than  ten 
miles  from  town  are  allowed  8100  for 
mileage  in  addition.  He  was  also  to  fix 
a  bill  raising  hs  salary  to  $25(_X)and  that 
of  his  assistant  to  $1000.  They  then 
passed  a  resclution  commending  the 
action  taken  by  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce in  that  direction: 

"Ilesolvod,  Tbat  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
meeting  that  we  view  with  pleasure 
efforts  made  in  the  direction  of  changing 
fees  of  county  oflicers  to  salaries.  It  is 
our  opinion  that  all  county  oflicers 
should  be  pau  a  fixed  salary.  That 
good  compensation  should  be  paid  for 
services  rendersd. 

The  county  attorney  was  instructed 
to  draft  bills  ccmpelling  Lake  and  Ccwk 
(counties  to  pay  their  share  of  the  ex- 
[lenses  of  the  district  court,  and  one  fix- 
ing the  siieriff'ti  fees  for  l)<)arding  county 
prisoners  at  $3.X)  per  week.  The  tleputy 
county  treasurer  and  county  auditor  are 
to  receive  hereafter  a  salary  of  $125  per 

month.

Nye  Writes  of    One  Franklin  and  the 

Place  Where  He  Stood  Off 

His  Creditors.

Much  attentioD  is  now  being  attracteil 
toward  this  city  because  of  the  recur- 
ring World's  fair,  one  of  which  was  at 
this  place  tifteen  years  a^o  come  next 
July.  World's  fairs  may  come  and 
World's  fairs  may  go,  but  in  the  gentle 
bosom  of  the  hence,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
has  made  no  dates  for  any  more  of  those. 
Proud  and  happy  that  she  made  a  hit, 
ahe  has  been  ever  since  sweeping  away 
the  old  cigar  stubf>,  and  re8<.Klding  the 
bald  place  where  th3  raw  and  hairy  ex- 
cursionist from  a  distance  cut  his  water- 
melon and  bedded  down  his  team  in 
Fairmount  park  in  1876.

WHERE  THEY    ATE  THEIR    MELONS    IN    7G. 

I  could  not  avoid  a  little  pang  or  two 
of  pain  when  I  rode  through  the  beauti- 
ful parks  of  Chicago  in  "November,  and 
was  told  that  there  the  great  hurdy- 
gurdy  would  have  its  home  for  a  few 
months  in  1893,  and  that  time  alone 
could  undo  the  devastation.  And  who 
is  most  benefited  by  a  World's  fair? 
Surely  not  those  who 
why  speak  so  sadly  of 
general  good,  though 
personal  sacritice? 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-six  acres  were 
devoted  to  the  World's  fair  in  Philadel- 
phia. Horticultural  hall  was  the  most 
ornate  building  on  the  grounds.  Many 
believe  that  there  will  be  nothing  or- 
nater  in  Chicago  than  this  same  build- 
ing, which  was  built  at  a  cost  of  over  a 
quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  by  the 
city  of  Philadelphia. 

I  admire  Boston.  I  love  Chicago.  I 
do  my  trading  in  New  York,  and  pay  my 
pew  rent  on  Staten  island,  but  I  respect 
Philadelphia,  and  although  I  have  never 
yet  succeeded  in  running  an  account  at 
Mr.  Wanamaker's,  I  often  go  over  and 
visit  Franklin's  grave. 

Mr.  Charles  Dickens,  the  great  novel- 
ist and  Rudyard  Kipling  of  his  time, 
says:  "The  journey  from  New  York  to 
Philadelphia  is  made  by  railroad  and 
two  ferries,  and  usually  occupies  between 
five  and  six  hours.  It  was  a  tine  even- 
ing when  we  were  pasaengera  (referring 
to  himself  in  the  plural  number,  like  the 
man  who  is  addicted  to  the  tapeworm) 
in  the  train  and  watching  the  bright 
sunset  from  a  little  window  near  the 
door  by  which  we  sat.  My  attenti'm 
was  attracted  to  a  remarkable  appear- 
ance issuing  from  the  windows  of  the 
gentlemen's  car  immediately  in  front  of 
us,  which  I  supposed  for  some  time  was 
occasioned  by  a  number  of  industrious 
persons  inside  ripping  open  feather  beds 
and  giving  the  feathers  to  the  wind.  At 
length  it  occurre<l  to  me  that  they  were 
onlysp  tting,  which  was  indeed  the  case, 
though  how  any  number  of  passengers, 
which  it  was  possible  for  that  car  to  con- 
tain could  have  maintained  such  a  play- 
ful and^  incessant  shower  of  expector- 
ation I  am  still  at  a  loss  to  understand, 
notwithstanding  the  experience  in  all 
salivatory  phenomena  which  I  after- 
ward acquired." 

Mr.  Dickens  was  and  is  my  favorite 
author,  but  in  his  deecriptioas  of  Amer- 
ican scenery  he  showed  conclusively 
that  he  allowed  his  bright  red  fancy  to 
run  around  loose  when  he  should  have 
checked  it,  and  left  the  check  at  the 
office.  When  I  go  over  to  Philadelphia 
I  often  think  of  this  disagreeable  ex- 
perience of  my  fellow  author,  but  I  do 
not  find  it  duplicated.  Of  course  the 
American  does  expectorate  too  much, 
but  the  habit  was  acquired  at  a  time 
when  that  wa9  the  only  appropriate  way 
of  showing  a  manly  disgust  for  the 
foreign  foe.  We  are  getting  over  it  now 
a  great  deal.  It  is  almost  as 
difficult  to  get  chewing  lobacco 
in  New  York  and  Eastern  cities 
now  as  it  is  in  Paris  and  London.  And 
it  is  very  inconvenient  indeed  to  be 
vaught  abroad  without  chewing  tobacco 
if  one  be  accustomed  to  it.  A  friend  of 
mine  who  is  greatly  addicted  to  the  use 
of  tobacco  in  this  form  told  me  one  day, 
as  we  stood  at  the  apex  of  the  Matter- 
horn,  looking  ofiF  toward  Sandy  Hook, 
that  he  had  but  one  great  sorrow  and 
disappointment  in  the  midst  of  that 
hour  of  triumph.  "And  what  is  that?" 
I  asked  as  1  scratched  my  chilblain 
against  my  alpenstock  and  looked  down 
into  his  melancholy  eye. 

".^h,"  he  said,  breaking  off  a  row  of 
icicles  that  hung  from  his  chin  whiskers. 
**I  ran  out  of  tobacco  yesterday,  and  tne 
dream  of  my  boyhood's  geography  days 
is  vanished,  for  I  can  not  do  what  I  came 
here  to  do.  I  cannot  stand  upon  the 
bleak  brow  of  the  mighty  Matterhorn 
and  spit  an  amber  hole  in  the  snow." 

Mr.  Dickens  said  that  Philadelphia 
was  a  handsome  city,  but  distractingly 
regular.  "After  walking  alx)ut  it  for  an 
hour  or  two,"  he  goes  on  to  state,  "1  felt 
that  I  would  have  given  the  world  for  a 
crooked  street."  Possibly  if  he  could 
visit  Philadelphia  no  w,  and  dine  at  the 
Clover  club,  things  would  look  different- 
ly to   him. 

CoL  Shepard  visited  the  Clover  club 
last  month,  and  he  says  he  never  sdw 
anything  any  more  sociable  than  tne 
people  of  Philadelphia.  They  conversed 
freely  with  him  on  religious  matters 
while  he  was  making  a  secular  speech, 
and  a  glee  club  sang  bright  little  bits  of 
song  to  him  while  he  was  addressing  the 
club.  While  he  epoice  of  our  growth  as 
a  nation,  dignified  members  present  so 
far  forgot  thempelves  as  to  call  out 
"Books  of  the  opera!"  and  while  he  was 
describing  his  literary  habits,  and  how 
he  had  succeeded  in  making  a  humorous 
paper  succeed  in  New  York,  and  how  he 
had  advertised  to  furnish  friendly  edi- 
torials regarding  the  Israelites  of  New 
York  if  they  would  take  a  certain  num- 


ber of  copies  of  the  paper,  dignified  men 
in  the  prime  of  life  called  out,  "Water- 
melons!" "Watermelons!"  and  things  like 
that  which  really  had  no  bearing  on  the 
subject  under  discussion. 

I  wish  that  Mr.  Dickens  could  have 
been  present  at  such  a  gathering.  It 
would  have  done  him  good.  A  move- 
ment is  on  foot,  I  understood,  looking  to 
the  entertainment  of  Mr.  Kipling  at  this 
club  next  year.  I  shall  try  to  be  there, 
and  will  cheerfully  loan  the  club  the 
tin  cans  necessary  for  the  pur{^>oee  as 
soon  as  I  can  untie  them  from  my  own 
coat  tail. 

The  spot  on  which  Philadelphia  is 
built  was  first  discovered  by  Capt.  Hen- 
drickson,  in  the  yacht  Onrest,  which 
sailed  from  Manhattan  in  the  year  1623. 
He  returne<l  to  New  York  the  following 
week,  but  his  baggage  did  not  reach  him 
till  the  following  spring,  as  it  fell  into 
the  hands  of  a  local  express  company, 
the  officers  of  which  were  sadly  in  need 
of  suitable  winter  clothing. 

In  1638  the  Swedes  came  in  and  set- 
tled on  the  Delaware  river.  Philadelphia 
was  laid  out  in  1G81-2  by  William  Penn. 
Also,  later  on  by  the  United 
States  bank.  Times  at  present  in  Phila- 
delphia are  good.  Farm  produce  is  com- 
ing in  promptly  and  at  good   prices. 

George  Washington  presided  at  a  con- 
vention here  in  1787,  and  while  in  the 
city  purchased  a  town  lot,  intending  at 
no  distant  day  to  erect  thereon  one  of 
his  justly  celebrated  headquarters. 

Washington  and  Adams  were  both  in- 
augurated as  president  of  the  United 
States  at  different  times  in  congress 
hall,  and  made  spicy  inaugural  ad- 
dressee, in  which  they  said  that  the  In- 
dian was  a  ward  of  the  nation  and 
should  be  looked  after  like  any  other 
doubtful  ward. 

Indept»ndence  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, among  other  places,  and  the  first 
tremulous  wail  of  the  newly  fledged  bird 
of  freedom  was  heard  about  dusk  on  the 
Fourth  of  July,  1776,  at  Independence 
hall. 

Mt.  Pleasant,  in  the  park,  I  am  told, 
was  built  by  Capt.  John  McPherson  and 
bought  by  Benedict  Arnold,  the  gentle- 
man who  sought  unsuccessfully  to  syn- 
dicate his  soul  to  some  English  capital- 
ists. It  is  a  place  of  historic  interest. 
Arnold  was  a  man  who  believed  in  arbi- 
tration. He  was  always  ready  to  do  ar- 
bitrating in  a  way  he  had  of  his  own 
which  involved  very  little  bloodshed, 
lie  gave  the  house  to  his  wife,  partly  as 
a  mark  of  his  esteem  for  her,  and  partly 
in  order  to  get  the  laugh  on  his  creditors. 

At  the  corner  of  Arch  and  Fifth  streets 
stands  Christ  church  graveyard,  and 
near  the  corner  is  an  iron  gateway  which 
is  kept  fastened.  Through  this  iron  lat- 
tice work  you  mav  peer  into  the  bury- 
ing ground,  and  almost  in  reach  from  the 
street  are  the  graves  of  Benjamin  and 
Deborah  Franklin.  On  a  cold  winter's 
day  it  is  not  an  uncommon  sight  for  two 
or  three  strangers  to  rest  their  damp 
noses  on  the  frosty  iron  of  this  railing 
and  read  the  crumbling  name  of  that 
great  genius  and  well-known  job  printer, 
who' was  not  only  a  very  able  man,  but 
utterly  free  from  the  snobbery  and  cad- 
dishness  which  seem  to  more  and  more 
assert  themselves  in  our  now  somewhat 
middle-aged  republic. 

In  fancy  now  I  can  see  Benjamin  trip- 
ping gaily  down  to  the  office,  wearing  a 
coonskin  cap  in  winter  time,  which  was 
the  cause  of  his  early  baldness.  In  my 
mind's  eye  I  can  see  the  great  jour 
printer,  philosopher,  statesman,  alma- 
nacker  and  inventor  as  he  enters  the 
rear  of  the  building  in  order  to  avoid 
startling  the  sheriff,  in  case  he  should  be 
waiting  for  him  at  the  front

E'en,  now  I  see  the  able  space  writer 
remove  his  overcoat  and  cuffs,  the  latter 
being  fastened  inside  the  sleeves  of  the 
former.  Now  he  is  rolling  up  his  sleeves 
and  preparing  to  wash  off  the  "battery." 
As  he  does  so  I  hear  him  quote  a  maxim 
fjom  his  almanac,  and  the  able  "print" 
from  Camden  who  is  asaisting  hiirf  to 
set  up  the  tax  list  scrapes  gaily  on  the 
edge  of  his  case  with  his  rule  in  order  to 
show  his  contempt  for  the  proverb  for 
which  Chestnut  street  was  named. 

Mr.  Franklin  was  not  only  a  great,  big, 
brainy  man,  but  he  was  a  thorough 
American,  and  tiod  his  spectacles  on 
with  a  piece  of  blue  yarn.  He  did  not 
use  a  single  eyeglass,  but  believed  in 
freedom  and  delivered  his  own  parcels. 
I  wish  that  he  could  see  how  things  have 
changed  now. 

A  Boston  grocer  told  me  not  long  ago 
that  a  Boston  coon,  when  he  tried,  could 
be  a  little  bit  caddier  cad  than  any  other 
colorof  American.  "Very  often,"  he  said, 
"I  sell  a  one  cent  bunch  of  kindling  to  a 
colored  man  who  lives  up  five  or  six 
flights,  and  he  always  wants  it  delivered. 
We  also  handle  kerosene,  and  it  would 
make  old  Ben  Franklin  or  Horace  Gree- 
ley cuss  to  see  a  tall,  robust  negro,  wear 
ing  a  Chumley  overcoat  and  a  new  milch 
cane,  buying  an  ink  bottle  full  of  kero- 
sene, and  getting  it  sent  home  to  his 
"lodgings." 

Benjamin  Franklin  was  not  above 
honest  toil,  and  he  wasn't  ashamed  to 
be  caught  in  the  act.  He  had  a  pride 
which  held  its  head  high  in  the  presence 
of  royal  Inziness,  and  most  heartily 
shook  hands  with  plet)ian  industry.  If 
times  got  close  he  was  not  too  proud  to 
discharge  the  nurse  and  let  his  wife  take 
care  of  the  children.  He  was  never 
ashamed  to  discharge  a  servant  or  a 
public  duty. 

Franklin  visited  foreign  powers  dur- 
ing his  official  capacity,  and  often  re- 
mained for  a  week  at  a  time.  Over  and 
over  again  his  royal  host,  tnking  pity  on 
Franklin,  whose  little  bag  contained 
nothing  evidently  but  a  few  sheets  of 
hotel  stationery  and  a  sausage,  would 
carelessly  leave  his  own  manicure  set 
and  beautifully  embroidered  nightie  in 
Ben's  room,  but  they  were  never  used. 

With  a  large  and  versatile  jackknife, 
which  could  do  anything  from  opening 
a  barrel  of  cider  up  to  pruning  an  apple 
tree  or  paring  the  frog  of  a  horse's  foot, 
Franklin  trimmed  up  his  nails,  and  as 
for  his  slumber  robe  no  king  was  smart 
enough  to  learn  what  bis  habits  were  in 
that  regard. 

Could  he  today  go  into  the  apartments 
of  a  young  man  who  is  "too  poor  to 
marry,"  and  see  the  large  collection  of 
ornamental  articles  which  are  about  as 
necessary  to  human  existence  and  hu- 
man comfort  as  an  octavo  jennyalogy  is 
to  a  government  mule,  he.  would  make 
a  few  desultory  remarks  which  would 
read  well  in  a  scrap  book. 

It  would  be  almost  an  insult  to  Phila- 
delphia to  close  a  letter  dated  here 
without  referring  to   Mr.  Wanamaker. 


Everyone  knows  him  and  many  trade 
with  him.  I  did  not  visit  the  store  this 
trip  because  I  knew  I  would  have  to 
trade  with  hired  hands,  and  when  I  go 
there  to  trade  I  want  to  deal  with  John 
himself.  I  often  go  there  to  attend  a 
remnant  sale,  and  you'd  be  surprised  to 
see  what  I  get  for  three  or  four  dollars. 
I  got  gingham  enough  for  two  shirts 
and  a  pair  of  pookethandkerchiefs  there 
once  for  six  Bhillings,  and  it  wore  like 
iron. 

I  got  a  pair  of  kip  boots  there  t; o 
years  ago  that  are  good  yet,  and  you  can 
get  as  good  a  little  grindstone  there  for 
all  purposes  as  you  can  get  in  New  York 
for  the  enme  money.  I  like  to  see  a 
bright,  able  man  get  ahead,  as  Fitzsim- 
mons  said  to  Dempsey  the  other  day  at 
New  Orleans. 

The  animals  in  Fairmount  park,  I 
think,  are  superior  to  ours  at  Central 
park  in  some  respects,  though  there  is 
one  style  of  baboon  here  at  the  zoologi- 
cal gardens  that  has  led  such  a  seden- 
tary life  that  his  trousers  are  prjstty 
shiny  where  they  have  been  sat  on  so 
earnestly. 

The  bears  are  flavored  a  little  higher 
than  ours,  I  think,  and  the  Australian 
bird  cage  is  less  melodious.  A  cage  full 
of  tropical  birds  all  singing  at  once  takes 
me  back  to  that  bright  summer  afternoon 
when  an  active  young  man  in  the  far 
West  who  had  recently  graduated  tried 
to  fill  my  teeth. 

Bolivar,  the  big  elephant,  is  here.  lie 
is  a  large  and  very  beautiful  t)east,  with 
a  trunk  at  each  end.  I  like  to  stand  for 
hours  and  fool  with  one  of  these  large, 
reversible  mammalia. 


NOT    TIME    PROOF. 

ChlcaKo'H  Flr«  Murohall  Uiscuases  the  Sta- 
bility uf  Tall  Steel  Uutldlnirs. 

The  wholesale  use  of  steel  in  the  great 
buildings  now  being  erected  throughout 
the  country  is  deprecated  by  many  peo- 
ple who  have  made  the  subject  of  budd- 
ing materials  a  study.  Fire  Marshal 
Swenie  of  Chicago,  is  one  of  these 
students  who  question  the  stability  of 
steel  columns  in  tall  buildings. 

"These  steel-framed  structures  which 
apparently  are  good  far  100  years  are 
threatened  with  a  danger  that  at  first 
may  seem  almost  absurd,"  said  Mr. 
Swenie.  "Even  steel  will  not  endure  for- 
ever. It  used  to  be  said  that  a  three- 
inch  steel  bar  could  not  be  broken 
with  a  blow,  still  the  three-inch  axles 
of  a  railroad  engine  now  and 
then  snap  off  when  there  is  not  the  sign 
of  a  flaw.  The  steel  axles  of  a  buggy  are 
not  absolutely  safe  after  a  few  years  of 
wear.  Science  has  recently  discovered 
that  even  the  best  of  steel  constantly 
undergoes  a  gradual  change,  known  as 
crystallization,  which,  sooner  or  later, 
alters  the  steel  quality,  converting  it 
into  something  akin  to  cast  iron.  When 
that  change  has  taken  place  the  steel 
framework  of  high  buildings  will  not  be 
BO  secure,  and  a  collapse  because  of  the 
great  weight  may  some  day  retult. 

"An ordinary  steel  beam  in  our  viaducts 
and  bridges  will  chip  off  at  th-i  rate  of 
about  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  a  year. 
This  corroding  takes  place  even  beneath 
a  heavy  coat  of  paint.  The  question 
now  to  be  determined  is  bow  fast  this 
corroding  and  crystallization  take  place 
when  the  steel  is  buried  in  the  masonry 
of  a  building.  The  constant 
trembling  and  grinding  of  a  heavy 
locomotive  in  time  makes  the  steel  axles 
brittle.  Examination  shows  that  a  physi 
cal  change  in  the  molecules  of  the  metal 
has  taken  place.  This  same  change  is 
constantly  going  on  in  the  molecules  or 
atoms  of  all  metal  and  some  day  our 
great  steel-ribbed  structures  will  be 
found  to  be  insecure. 

"I  don't  mention  this  as  anything 
threatening  or  immediate,  but  it  id  a  fact 
that  is  commanding  the  attent  on  of 
physicists  While  the  buildings  may  be 
practically  fireproof ,  save  for  the  furni- 
ture in  the  different  offices,  they  are  not 
timeproof.    That's  all."

711  b:  LONGER  one  wanders 
England,  Scotland  and  Ireland 
the  more  encompassing  and 
impressive  becomes  that  charm  growing 
out  of  what  may  be  termed  literary 
identification. 

Over  there  in  Ireland  what  can  be 
more  fascinating  than  a  silent  ramble 
about  eluuiben>u8  old  Voughal  and  up 
drowsy  KilLX)lman  way?  There  Raleigh 
and  Spenser  liveti,  loved  and  wrought. 
Tramping  from  Killarney  to  Caher- 
siveen  one  lingers  lovingly  at  Carhan 
Bridge;  for  l)eside  it  the  great  O'Connell 
was  born.  Who  but  a  bigot  can  climb 
the  Rock  of  Cashel  without  a  subdued 
and  reverential  feeling  from  the  historic 
and  sacrei^l  surroundings;  or  who  but  an 
insensate  shudders  not  at  Boyne  and 
Aughrim,  where  the  life  of  a  nation 
broke  in  its  last  wild  throb  upt)n  river 
and  morass?  Then,  at  Slane,  who  can 
fail  of  awe  in  the  presence  of  prehistoric 
monuments  rivaling  the  pyramids  them- 
selves?. 

So,  too,  how  illimitable    seem    human 
cycles,  yet  how  compact  and  little,  when 
you  are  stumbling  among  the  remains  of 
that  tremendous  pagan  stronghold,  Duu 
^I'^ngus,  on    the    remotest    precipice  of 
Aranmore,  the  most  det»olate  of    all  Ire- 
land's islanda    The  great  archit'ilogist. 
Dr.  Petrie,  termed  it  "the  most  miignid- 
oent  barbaric    monument    in    Europe." 
The  legend  is  that  Dun  -Engus  and  the 
five  other  great  forts,    or  duns,  of  the 
Aran  islands  were    built  from    1.000  to 
1,500  years  before  the  Christian  era,    by 
the  flying  and  fated  Firbolgs.  No  matter 
about  the  legend.    There  they  stand  to- 
day, more  weird,  suggestive  and  awe-in 
spiring  in  their  dread  secrets  of  the  peo- 
ple that  were  than  ever    could  lie  in  the 
silence  of  the  Lybian  Sphinx.  And  then, 
away  in  the  North,  over  beyond  old  Der 
ry,  what  a  thrill  dashes  through  one  when 
standinig  alone  upon  the    walls   of    the 
mighty  Grianan  of  Ailech,    whose    exis- 
tence can  be  tlefinitely  traced  to  the  pe^ 
riod  1053  before  Christ!

On  the  crests  of  these  circling  mount 
ains  burned  the  signal   tires  in   the  dim 
days,  a  tiara  of  tlame  to  wake  the  helots 
and  their    herds.    Thither  to  the    Gri- 
anan  they  streamed,    those     skin-clad 
hordes.    Within    those   very    ramparts 
huddled  the  affrighted  women  and  their 
flocks.     Within  those  very  walls    kings 
watched  over  battles.    There   were  the 
feasts  of  victory,  the  wailing  and  lamen- 
tations:   the    weird,    wild  rights;   all   a 
thousand  years   before   barbarous    mac 
looke*i  beyond  the  god  of  day  to  tlie  one 
infinite  God.     But  you  did  not  sense  this 
until    your    own    feet  had  pressed   the 
same  earth   theirs  had  trod,    and    your 
eyes  had  looked  upon   lone  Errigal,   like 
a  oone  of  steel  in  the  West,  and,  through 
the    grim,   dark    passes,  to  the  purple 
miste'above  Armagh  and  Tj-rone. 

In  all  that  can  be  read  of  the  "Land 
o'  Cakes"  how  the  true  feehng  is  lack- 
ing until  one  weds  presence  and  actual 
ity  with  the  toneless  tales  of  words.  Tu 
know  the  weird  straths  and  glens  of  the 
Noitb.  to  breathe  their  air,  to  drink  in 
their  wild  and  gorgeous  coloringd,  to 
listen  to  the  roar  of  their  glorious 
waterfalls,  to  sail  over  their  silent  lochs, 
to  tremble  in  their  mighty  storms,  is  to 
come  very  close  in  thought  and  sym 
pathy  to  that  grand  and  noble  race 
which  all  the  Roman  legions  could  not 
conquer.  Its  desperate,  fateful  loyalty 
to  the  house  of  Stewart  can  never  t)e 
fully  understood  until  you  have  tramped 
from  the  W«etern  ocean  to  the  German, 
and  wandered  on  Culloden  Moor.  Mac- 
beth, King  Duncan  and  Malcolm 
Can  more  are  mere  creatures  of 
Shakspeare's  fancy,  ■  :  until  you 
find  m  the  musty  records 
of  old  Inverness  that  they  once 
walked  its  streets  with  all  your  own 
passion,  hope,  ambition;  and  until  you 
have  stood  on  Tomnahaurich,  by  the 
Nees-side,  you  have  never  really  known 
Hugh  Miller,  stone-mason,  great  heart 
and  sage.

Despite  Dr.  Johnson's  matchless  apos- 
trophe to  lona,  the  story  of  Columb's 
saintly  isle,  of  the  Christian  enlighten- 
ment emanating  from  it  to  the  whole 
British  isles  and  the  greater  part  of  Eu- 
rope, when  nearly  all  the  scenes  lighted 
by  the  first  fires  of  apostolic  sacrifice 
had  partially  relapsed  into  super 
barbarism,  is  as  dreamful

Grail,    until    you     have    stood    ^ 

the  majestic  ruins  of  lona  and  wandered 
along  its  "Straid-na-Marbh,"    where  lie 
countless  chiefs,  friars,  abbots  and  kings. 
After  you  have  passed  an  hour  in  the  an- 
cient churchyard  of  Greyfriars,  in  Edin- 
burgh, you  will  begin  to  realize  who  were 
the  covenanters  of  Scotland,    and   what 
they  endured  for  their  consciences'  sake. 
When    yoa    have    come  to  the  ruins  of 
Loch maben,  Robert  the    Bruce,  patriot, 
king  and  warrior,  first  leaves  the  mists  of 
legend  and  tradition,  and  welcomes  you 
as  a  man  of  flesh  and  blood  to    his  old 
home  by  the  sedgy  lake.     Melrose,   Dry- 
burgh  and  all  the  grand  monastic  struc- 
ture of  the  sunny,  murmurous  Tweed  are 
poets'    phantasms    until      you     wander 
among  their  ruined  cloisters   and  tonch 
with    your    own    hands    the    brave  old 
stones  of  their   majestic    arches.    Scott,

two  characters  is  that  the  least  aids  to 
laentiflcatinn  are  found  among  the  high- 
minded  and  learned.  Literature  univer- 
Mlly  places  them  in  shadow-land. 
Uut  go  where  you  may  among  the 
English  lowly.  King  Arthur  is  really 
there;  Robin  Hood  with  his  faithful 
Liittle  John,  Priar  Tuck  and  their  hun- 
ctrett  archers  bold,  are  ever  a  gooiUy 
company,  a  helpf\il  unconscious  ethical 
counterpoise,  it  has  sometimes  seemeil 
to  me  where  burdens  and  impositions 
of  caste  and  condition  are  most  grievous 
and  sore  to  abide.  A  few  years  of  wan- 
f®"°K  among  the  British  lowly,  more 
than  all  reading  and  study,  have  con- 
vinced me  that  both  King  Arthur  and 
Kobin  Hood  once  really  existed  and 
lived  much  the  same  manner  of  lives  as 
the  song  and  ballad  makers,  altogether 
responsible  for  their  legendary  charac- 
ter, have  shatloweil  forth.  I  can  take 
you  into  thouBHiids  of  cabins  in  Devon 
shire,  Cornwall  and  in  Brittany— for  King 
Arthur  is  even  more  a  god  to  the 
Britons  than  to  the  West  of 
England  Armorican  Celts— where 
iHH)k8  are  unknown;  where 

no  manner  of  literature  ever  came;  where 
history  of  clan  and  sect  have  been  pre- 
eerveii  from  father  to  son,  where  the  Ar- 
thurian legends  live  more  bright  and 
glowing  than  in  all  the  printed  tales  of 
the  "Table  Round." 

These  folk  say.  and  believe,  that  Ar- 
thur IS  still  in  fairy-land;  that  his  spirit 
often  returns  in  the  guise  of  a  bird,  the 
chough,  hovering  about  the  old  scenes 
with  pathetic  murmerings;  and  that  he 
will  surely  "come  again," 
"Wearlns:  the  white  flower  of  a  blameless  life," 
to  rei^n  as  a  king  should  and  might 
over  his  beloved  England.  Literature 
never  provided  UX),000  bookless  folk 
with  this.  It  reiaains,  because  in  it  has 
been  preserved,  without  books,  a  fade- 
less actuality.

In  like  manner  Robin  Hood's  land  be 
oomes  the  whole  of  England.  Piercing 
their  armor  of  sodden  reserve,  you  will 
find  ththe  sober  English  peasant 
and  the  grave  English  workman, 
have  minds  full  enough  of 
chivalry  and  romance.  Robin 
Hocxi  is  immortal  with  these,  because,  as 
a  "leveller"  of  rank  and  class,  he  repre- 
sents an  undefinable  yet  certain  power  to 
butfet  the  church  and  the  nobility. 
Fairly  defined.  Robin  Hood's  land 
comprises  the  shires  of  Nottingham 
and  Lincoln  with  the  southern 
h  .If  of  Yorkshire.  There  is  not  a  plough- 
man, forester,  gamekeeper,  and,  I  would 
almost  venture  to  say,  any  human  being 
among  the  lowly,  outside  the  factories,i3 
this  portion  of  England,  who  has  not  a 
clearer  conception  of  the  life,  character 
and  exploits  of  the  merry  outlaw  than 
all  books  could  give. 

*        *        * 
But  precisely  as  I  have  found  with  the 
Cornish  and    Devonshire    peasantry    in 
identification  of  King    Arthur    and    his 
land,    it    is  among  the  lowly  of  Notting- 
hamshire and  Yorkshire  that  are  discov- 
ered  innumerable  proof.-',    in    tradition, 
ballad  and  nomenclature,   of  the  merry 
outlaw    and    his    men.     Literature  has 
not  created  these  for  the  delectation  of 
an  ignorant   peasantry.     The    peasantry 
themselves   have    furnished  by  word  of 
mouth  the    material— and    but    an    in- 
finitesinpal    portion    has   been    utilized 
— enabling    writers    old    and    new    to 
transfer      the      real      Robin    Hood     to 
the    Robin    Hood    of   fiction    and  song. 
Perhaps  half-a-dozen  hamlets,  the    one 
ancient  city  of  Nottingham,  so  old  that 
its  history   has    been    traced    back    950 
years  before  the  Christian    era    and    its 
first  inhabitants  dug  boles  in    the    rock 
for  homes,  and  a  few  chapels,  abbeys  and 
priories  of  the  rudest  construction,  could 
h«.ve  been  found   in    all    Robin    Hood's 
area.    Today  a  forest  of  chimneys  stands 
where    stood    the    giant    English  oaks. 
Vou  can  lo<ik  from  no  open   spot    within 
it,  without  your  horizon    being  clouded 
with  their   black  silhouettes  against  a 
smoke-laden  sky.    As  many  hundreds  of 
towns  and  hamlets  are  in  Robin    Hood's 
land  now  as  there  were  single  ones  in  the 
archer-outlaw's  time. 

But  near  the  roaring  of  the  forge,  the 
clatter  of  the  looms  and  the  mournful 
songs  of  millions  of  spindles,  like  the 
tiny  nests  of  the  meadow  larks  escaping 
the  blades  of  the  reapers,  are  little  nests 
of  English  peasants'  homes,  bits  of  Eng- 
lish copse  and  hedge,  and  patches  of  an- 
cient English  oak,  which  modern  Indus 
try  and  modern  landlordism  have  not 
quite  effaced;  and  it  is  among  thes6, 
seeking  the  wraiths  and  traditions  of 
the  olden  Robin  Hood's  land  and  the 
new  that  we  will  go  pilgriming  in  our 
next.

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THE   WISEHAZTECS. 

Their     Me&iod    of    Smelting     Metal     Ifiu 
Keen  DIsoovertNi. 

Seeking  the  rediscovery  of  the  lost 
arts  affords  a  field  for  research  for  many 
people  of  an  experimental  turn  of  mind. 
Just  now  a  government  commission 
from  the  interior  department  is  at  work 
in  New  Mexico  trying  to  discover  the 
lost  process  by  which  the  .\ztec8  carried 
on  the  smelting  of  ores.  Old  mines  are 
fretiuently  discovered  there  and  in  Mex- 
ico, but  what  process  the  primitive  in- 
habitants used  to  extract  the  precious 
metal  from  the  ore  has  never  been  def- 
initely determined.  Recently  there  was 
found  in  the  old  Montezuma  mine, 
near  Albuquerque,  an  ancient  smelter 
that  had  never  been  tired,  but  which 
was  in  the  condition  in  which  it  was  left 
by  its  builders  when  work  in  the  mine 
was  probably  stopped  by  some  great 
catastrophe.  The  commission  have  care- 
fnlly  examined  this  smelter  with  the 
hope  that  from  it  they  could  discover 
the  method  by  which  the  prehistoric 
people  of  America  were  able  to  separate 
metals  by  processes  that  are  now  no 
longer  known.  A  newspaper  correspon- 
dent describes  the  smelter  as  "about  five 
feet  in  height  and  about  three  feet 
square,  and  so  arranged  internally  that 
heat  could  be  evenly  distributed  to  every 
part  by  a  system  of  pipes." 

The  commission  has  made  an  accurate 
diagram  of  the  smelter,  showing  the  de- 
tails of  construction  and  operation,  biit 
the  conclusions  arrived  at  the  result  of 
their  investigations  will  not  be  known 
until  the  ofticial  report  is  made.  It  is 
apparent,  however,  that  the  refractory 
metals  were  made  to  furnish  the  flux 
after  which  thev  in  the  shape  of  fumes 
were  discharged.  Old  mining  men  in 
that  region  are  confident  that  this 
ancient  smelter,  centuries  old,  will  fur- 
nish the  key  by  which  the  Aztecs 
smelted  their  ores,  and  thereby  revolu- 
tionize mining  industry  in  those  parts  of 
the  Southwest  where  it  is  impracticable 
to  establish  the  large  and  expensive 
smelting  plants  in  use  in  Colorado, 
Montana,  Nevada  and  other  Western 
states.

If  this  is  true  of  Ireland  and  Scotland 
how  infinitely  more    impressive    is    this 
identification  to  the   average    American 
pil(frira  in  En|?Iand,the  motherland  of  our 
o>*'n  race  and  tonjfue.     A  mijfhty  volume 
and  a  sweet  and  tender  one  withal,  could' 
be  made,  relegating  apparent  realities  to 
their  home  in  myth  land,  and  lx>ckonini? 
from  the  realms  of  legend  and  tradition 
the  actual  beings    whom    imagery    first 
swept  from  reality,  and  whom  successive 
centuries  of  poetic  fancy,    shared    alike 
by  us  from  childhood  to  manhood,  have 
placed     further      and      further      be- 
hind     the      ever-loved      veilings      of 
mystery        and        song.         No        two 
characters       in       the        semi-mythol 
ogy  of  Britain  are  better  illustrations 
than  those  of  King  Arthur  and   Robin 
IJo«xl.

tocratic, not  in  a  democratic  community. 
Hamerton  has    pointed    out  more  than 
ont»  how  in  England  the  two  forms    of 
social  precedence  interlock  and    support 
each  other. 

^  An  English  merchant,  long  resident  in 
New  York,  told  me    once    that    he   was 
always  impressed,  on  revisiting  England, 
with  the  greater  deference  there  paid  to 
mere  wealth,  as  compared  with  his  adop- 
ted country.    He  told    me  especially  of 
an  occasion  when  he  rode  in  a  carriage 
with  two  kinsmen,  one  of  whom  was  very 
wealthy,  and  afterward  lord  mayor    of 
London,  while  the  other  was  unsuccess- 
ful and  poor.  It  was  the  richer  relative's 
carriage  in  which  they  were  riding,  and 
the  other,  although  by  far    the  more  re 
fined  and    cultivated    men  of    the    two, 
went  uncovered  in  deference  all  the  way. 
When  my  acquaintance    remonstrated 
with  him  for  this  act  of  sycophancy,   he 
admitted  it,  but  answered,  "That  sort  of 
thing  may  do  very  well  in    America,  but 
you  will  find  that  a  man    must  act  quite 
differently  here."    The  anecdote  sheds 
floods  of  light  upon  the  added  felicities 
of  wealth  in  Eorope.     Whether  they  are 
noble  felicities  is  quite  another  question.

TofKKA,  Kan.,  Feb.  7.— The  committee 
on  political  rights  of  women  presented  a 
report  today  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  bill  which  gives  women  the  right  to 
vote  at  all  state,  county  and  city  elec- 
tions. The  committee  makes  some  re- 
marks concerning  the  article  of  the  con- 
stitution which  names  the  qualification 
of  electors,  and  holds  that  it  is  not  nec- 
esbary  to  amend  the  constitution  in 
order  to  make  women  qualified  voters, 
but  that  it  can  be  done  by  legislative 
enactment  The  committee  was  unani- 
mous.

Oeneral  New  has  been  called  to  return 
to  the  United  States  presumably  to  ac- 
cept the  position  of  secretary  of  the 
treasury  is  a  matter  that  excites  much 
interest  in  official  circles.  Aseistani  Sec- 
retary of  State  Wharton  said  today  that 
Mr.  New  had  not  applied  for  leave  of  ab- 
sence, had  not  been  cabled  by  the  state 
department  88  far  ai  he  knew  and 
was  presumably  at  his  poet.  Whether 
the  president  had  cabled  for  him  Mr. 
Wharton  could  not  say.  Private  Secre- 
tary Halford  said  if  the  President  wanted 
to  appoint  Mr  New  the  most  direct  way 
it  seemed  to  him  would  be  to  appoint 
him,  and  not  cable  for  him  to  come  here 
and  then  appoint  him. 

United  States  Consul  New,  replying 
to  questions  as  to  rumors  which  con- 
nects his  name  in  regard  to  the  secre- 
taryship of  the  treasury,  said  m  London 
today:  "I  have  not  received  any  mes- 
sage from  President  Harrison  and  I 
know  nothing  about  any  proposition  to 
offer  me  the  the  treasury  portfolio." 

CATHOLICS  AGAINST  SOCIALISM. 

German    Protestants  Said    to  be   Alarmed 
Over  the  Kaiser's  FaToritlsm. 

London,  Feb.  9. — The  kaiser's  conces- 
sions to  the  Roman  catholic  pnrty,whose 
members  of  the  reicbstag  are  strongly 
supporting  the  government  are  arousing 

suspicion  and  uneasiness  among  the 
proteslants  of  North  Germany  and  the 
protests  of  Free  Masons  against  any 
yielding  to  the  Jesuits  have  been  fol- 
lowed by  similar  protests  from  religious 
bodies.  The  concord  between  the  kfiiser 
and  the  Vatican,  however,  continues. 

It  is  said  that  the  kaiser  was  much  im- 
pressed when  he  visited  Rome,  by  his  in- 
terview with  Leo  XIII  and  has  ever 
since  treated  the  pontiff  with  respect. 
It  is  known  that  the  Vatican  and  Ger- 
many have  had  frequent  communica- 
tions with  each  other  and  that  especially 
as  regards  the  question  of  socialism  has 
been  established  a  well  defined  concord 
in  action.  The  pontiff  it  is  said  recog 
nizes  in  the  empire  a  conservative  power 
capable  of  conducting  a  struggle  against 
socialism  and  instructions  have  been 
sent  by  the  holy  see  to  the  German  bish- 
ops to  co-operate  with  the  imperial  gov- 
ernment in  its  efforts  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  socialistic  ideas. 

It  is  reported  on  good  catholic  au- 
thority that  instructions  to  make  war  on 
socialism  and  socialistic  theories  lave 
been  sent  not  to  the  prelates  in  G'-»r- 
many  alone,  but  to  bishops  throughc  ut . 
the  world,  where  such  ideas  are  sup- 
posed to  have  any  popular  hold. 

DON'T    WANT   THEM. 

Kngland  Adverse  to  Kecelving  Jewinh  Em- 
igrantH  but  .Sends  Them  Bere. 

London,  Feb.  9. — The  news  of  Baron 
Hirsch's  immense  gift  for  the  benefit  of 
Russian  and  Polish  Jews  emigrating  to 
the  United  States  has  been  received 
with  considerable  satisfaction  in  Lon- 
don, ae  there  is  strong  opposition  here  to 
any  more  immigration  of  Russian  Jews 
to  England,  and  Lord  Salisbury's  gov- 
ernment has  been  asked  to  interfere. 
The  latest  arrivals  from  Russia  on  their 
way  to  America,  are  of  the  most  squalid 
description  and  it  is  probable  thai  local 
authority  would  have  interfered  to  pre- 
,vent  their  remaining  here,  even  if  the 
imperial  government  had  not  acted. 

It  is  hoped  that  Baron  Hirsch's  dona- 
tion will  induce  the  United  States  not  to 
send  back  to  Europe  the  many  thou- 
sands who  are  preparing  to  swarm  across 
the  Atlantic  and  settle  in  New  York  and 
other  American  cities  though  most  of 
them  are  destitute.  An  Odessa  dis- 
patch says  that  instructions  have  been 
received  from  St.  Petersburg  to  facili- 
tate the  emigration  and  get  rid  of  all  the 
Jews  possible.      

More  iVork  for  Exiles. 

St.  Petebsburg,  Feb.  9.— Russia  will 
use  the  labor  of  exiles  whose  sentence 
includes  hard  labor,  in  the  construction 
of  the  Siberia  railway.

Several  officials  of  the  Duluth  Gas  and 
Water  company  were  in  Duluth  yester- 
day from  St.  Paul  in  close  conference 
with  Local  Manager  Craig  regarding  the 
late  developments  on  the  purity  of  the 
water  supply. 

It  is  not  known  whether  these  officials 
took  kindly  to  Mr.  Craig's  ghastly  joke 
over  the  bottling  of  water  for 
sale  as  poison,  but  they  could 
not  see  any  fun  in  the  mat- 
ter when  in  conversation  with  others. 
They  were  plainly  shown  by  the  city  of- 
ficials that  no  foolishness  would  be  al- 
lowed, nor  would  the  company  be  hand- 
led with  gloves  if  it  refu3ed  or  neglected 
to  provide  for  the  pure  water  Duluth 
should  and  can  so  easily  get. 

They  promised  that  every  effort  should 
be  taken  ta  furnish  good  water 
and  that  steps  would  at  once 
be  started  t£>ward  a  better 
supply.  However,  this  promise  is  so  old 
and  familiar  and  so  vague  that  it  is  hard 
to  tell  just  what  it  means  or  will  en- 
sure. 

The  officials  were  as  positive  as  Super- 
intendent Craig  ha^been  that  the  intake 
pipe  is  all  right,  unbroken  clear  to  the 
end,  though  they  didn't  appear 
to  have  any  better  grounds 
for  their  comfortable  belief  than 
t'lose  given  by  Mr.  Craig  himself 
in  an  interview  in  The  Herald  on  this 
subject  a  few  weeks  ago,  when  it  was 
distinctly  charged  by  this  paper  that 
the  pipe  was  broken.  Not  only 
did  these  officials  deny  the  existence  of  a 
break  at  or  near  the  patched  place  of 
two  or  three  years  ago,  but  they  smiled 
mcredulously  when  asked  if  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  repair  any  break  before 
the  city  gets  ready  to  examine  the  pipe, 
and  thereby  to  throw  dust  in  the  eyes  of 
the  people  and  confound  the  statements 
that  there  has  been  and  is  a  break. 

One  of  the  former  employes  at  the 
pumping  station  of  the  Duluth  Gas  and 
Water  company  made  the  following 
statement  only  a  few  days  ago:  "I  am 
sure  there  is  a  break  in  the  intake  pipe 
of  the  Duluth  Gtis  and  Water  com- 
pany's office.  I  have  repeatedly 
seen  drift  wood  stand  almost  on 
end  at  a  point  of  100  feet  or 
more  from  the  shore  over  the  intake 
pipe  on  account  of  what  I  believe  to  be 
the  suction  of  water  through  a  break  in 
the  intake  pipe.  It  is  noticeable  that 
ashes  thrown  near  the  edge  of  the  lake 
from  under  the  boilers  get  into  the  in- 
take pipe.  Only  a  short  time  ago  a  fish 
weighing  about  twenty-two  pounds  got 
into  the  pump  well.  I  db'  not  see  how 
such  a  fish  could  get  into  the  intake 
pipe  through  the  screen  at  the  end  of 
the  intake  pipe  unless  it  is  broken." 

There  is  some  talk  among  people 
whose  relatives  died  of  typhoid  fever  of 
bringing  suit  against  the  Duluth  Gas 
and  Water  company  for  damages.  At- 
torneys state  that  there  is  excellent 
ground  for  an  action  for  damages.

First  Concern  to 

Use  it. 


The  contract  is  let  to  Melntire  broth- 
ers, of  Buffalo,  for  the  completion  of  the 
first  dam  for  the  St.  Louis  Water  Power 
company.  It  is  to  be  completed  April  1, 
and  will  be  erected  just  above  the  falls 
at  Thomson.  It  will  give  a  fall  of  ten 
feet,  and  will  be  built  diagonally  aeroes 
the  stream.  The  dam  will  be  between 
300  and  400  feet  in  length,  and  will  be 
built  diagonally  toward  the  flume  or 
race,  thus  allowing  the  use  of  every 
ounce  of  power. 

The  dam  will  utilize  at  the  minimum 
flow  eOOO-horse  power.  Only  one  flume 
will  be  built  at  first  but  it  will  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  others  can  be  put  in  later. 

The  plans  are  now  being  prepared  for 
the  slate  brick  plant  buildings  and  the 
quarry  will  b^n  work  in  the  spring. 

Mr.  Melntire  will  be  back  the  first  of 
next  week  from  Buffalo  with  all  his  ma- 
chinery and  will  commence  work  as  soon 
as  the  men  and  materials  can  be  got  on 
the  ground  after  his  return.  The  Paine 
Lumber  company  will  fumirfi  the  lum- 
ber and  the  Iron  Bay  works  will  furnish 
iron,  bolts,  etc,  needed  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  dam. 

Mr.  Melntire  states,  "I  will  guarantee 
for  one-eighth  of  1  per  cent  on  the  cost 
of  the  construction  of  the  dam.  that  it 
will  stand  the  pressure  and  wear  and 
tear  of  all  the  logs  that  will  ever  come 
down  the  SL  Louis  river  for  fifty  years." 

Mr.  Emery  stated  today  that  the  St. 
Louis  River  Water  Power  company 
would  be  willing  to  allow  a  right-of-way 
to  railroads  over  their  property  if  the 
land  companies  failed  to  get  a  bridge 
across  the  St.  Louis  river.

ANNEXING     CANADA. 

Says  it  Cannot  be  Done  in  Our  Day  Sxcept 
by  Force. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Feb.  9.— Hon.  William 
McDougall,  in  an  interview  today,  op- 
posed unrestricted  reciprocity  and  direct 
taxation,  and  endorsed  Sir  John  Macdoc- 
ald's  trade  offer  to  the  United  States.  In 
a  recent  letter  to  Mr.  Wyman  Mr.  Mc- 
Dougall said: 

"I  regard  annexation  as  unattainable 
in  our  day  except  by  force,  which  means 
war  between  England  and  Canada  on  one 
side  and  the  United  States  on  the 
other.  I  do  not  expect  to  witness  that 
catastrophe,  nor  will  you.  If  annexa" 
tion,  therefore,  is  out  of  the  question  in 
our  time,  why  should  wepermit  't  to  ob- 
scure the  true  issue?  Why  abandon  a 
reasonable,  beneficial  and  probably  the 
only  feasible  scheme,  to  wit,  a  free  inter- 
change of  enumerated  home  productions 
on  both  srties?  Even  this  adjustment, 
as  you  know,  will  not  give  us  free  trade. 
There  will  still  be  a  wire  fence.  Foreign 
goods  cannot  cross  the  line  from  either 
side  without  the  payment  of  duty.  The 
custom  bouses,  therefore,  must  still  be 
maintained.  In  my  opinion  a  reciprocity 
treaty  on  the  basis  of  that  of  1854,  but 
including  a  greater  range  of  articles,  is 
the  only  practical  method  of  dealing 
with  our  neighbors  while  Canada  re- 
mains a  colony." 

CHICAGO~&    ALTON" SOLD 

And  Bought  Probably  by  the  Gould  Inter- 
ests for  the  Missouri  Paciflo. 

Boston,  Feb.  9.— The  sale  of  the  Chi- 
cago &  Alton  road  is  in  progress,  prob 
ably  to  the  Gould  interests.  Control  of 
the  stock  is  now  locked  up  in  New  York 
and  the  price  of  sale  practically  agreed 
upon.  In  the  event  of  a  sale  the  Chi- 
cago &  Alton  would  form  the  Missouri 
Pacific's  entrance  into  Chicago  from 
Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis.  It  is  possi- 
ble that  Gould  may  make  use  of  the 
situation  to  persuade  the  Atchison  to 
conform  to  his  views. 

It  has  been  known  for  three  naonths 
past  that  somethmg  was  brewing  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Chicago  &,  Alton  company. 
The  late  panic  interfered  with  the  pro 
gram  bui  now  negotiations  have  been 
resumed  if  not  already  dosed. 


WHERE  THERE  ARE  STORMS- 

The  Severe  Stoim    Tliat  Has  Baged  Over 
the  Country 

Omaha,  Neb.,  Feb.  9.— The  storm  that 
began  Saturday  night  west  of  the  Black 
Hills  and  swept  southeast,  raged  for 
twenty-fours  and  did  not  cease  in  Neb- 
raska until  this  morning.  Overland 
trains  from  the  West  are  held  between 
Sidney  and  Cheyenne,  but  will  be  re- 
leased this  afternoon.  Some  Black  Hills 
trains  and  trains  on  branch  roads  in 
Nebraska  are  still  snow-bound  and  will 
not  be  able  to  turn  a  wheel  until  tonight 
or  tomorrow  morning. 

Pierre,  S.  D.— The  storm  ot  Sat- 
urday night  and  Sundav  was  rery 
severe  in  this  section  and  trains  were 
late  several  hours  at  this  point. 

Huron,  S.  D.— The  storm  has  been 
general  all  over  South  Dakota  and  was 
very  severe  in  the  Black  hills. 

Cheyenne,  Wyo.— Six  Union  Pacific 
mail,  passenger  and  express  trains  we'e 
beleagured  by  a  blizzard  at  Cheyeni  e 
and  Sidney,  Neb.,  and  intermediate  sta- 
tions. Three  of  them  with  400  travelers 
were  on  side  track&  Rations  for 
these  and  the  blockaded  ones  at  iso- 
lated stations  were  shipped  from  this 
place. 

Omaha. — A  heavy  snow  storm  nearly 
blocked  the  street  car  traffic.  Reports 
from  all  portions  of  the  state  show  that 
the  storm  was  very  severe.  In  the 
southern  part  of  the  state  the  snow  was 
reported  very  heavy  and  drifting  from 
four  to  ten  feet  deep. 

New  Hampton,  Iowa.— The  heaviest 
storm  of  the  season  prevailed  yesterday. 
Trains  were  delayed  and  at  one  time  a 
blockade  seemed  inevitable. 

Albuquerque,  N.  M. — The  mountains 
are  covered  with  snow  several  feet  deep, 
and  stockmen  report  great  distrets 
among  stock,  and  especially  the  sheep, 
which  are  freezing  to  death.  Passenger 
train  traffic  has  been  greatly  impeded. 

MINERS    RESCUED. 

Three  Saved  Who  Have  Been  Imprisoned 
Since  Wednesday 
We-st  Nanticoke,  Pa.,  Feb.  9.— The 
three  miners  who  were  hemmed  in  by 
water  and  supposed  to  be  drowned  in 
No.  3  colliery  of  the  Susquehanna  Coal 
company  lastWednesday  afternoon,  were 
rescued  alive  this  morning.  The  names 
of  the  men  are:  John  W.  Rineer.  Wm. 
Cragle  and  Michael  Shelan.  They  could 
not  have  lived  much  longer  on  account 
of  the  scarcity  of  air.  They  were  found 
by  the  gang  of  reecuers  at  the  top  Of  a 
cross  heading,  the  highest  point  they 
could  reach,  and  which  was  only  six  feet 
above  the  elevation  reached  by  the  flood. 
Here  they  had  waited  in  darkness   and 

floom,  but  not  without  hope  for  rescue, 
t  was  not  until  2  o'clock  this  morning 
that  Geo.  Bendel  managed  to  float  upon 
a  raft  acoross  the  water  which  yet  filled 
the  bottom  of  the  main  gang  way.  The 
imprised  men  heard  him  as  he  reached 
the  side  they  were  on,  and  shouted 
faintly  to  him,  "we  are  up  here  all  alive 
and  waiting  for  you.  Bendel  took  up 
joyous  shout  and  sent  it  across  the  water 
saying,  "The  men  are  found,  they  are 
aUve^:: 

Two  other    hardy    miners,    Anthony 
Jones  and  Wm.  Bovien,  at  once  plunged 
into    the      abyss     and     swam     to    the 
other   Bide,    and    soon  others    followed 
them.      The    men     were  reached   and 
brought  to  the  main  gang  way.    MlUc 
was  given  to  them  as  nourishment,  and 
at  5  o'clock  they  were  carried  upon  the 
shoulders   of    the    rescuers  across   the 
water.

A  JUNK  PURCHASER. 

Some  time  ago  The  Herald  published 
a  series  of  articles  on  the  question  of 
municipal  control  of  its  street  lighting. 
These  were  continued  until  it  began  to 
be  evident  that  the  articles  were  being 
used  as  an  argument  in  a  line  this  paper 
had  never  intended.  While  The  Herald 
believes  in  the  municipal  control  of  mu- 
nicpal  affairs  it  does  not  believe  in  mu- 
nicipal recklessness  and  waste. 

A  short  time  ago  in  the  city  council. 
Alderman  Mannheim  introduced  a  res- 
olution, which  was  passed,  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  to  look  up 
and  report  on  the  purchase  of  a  public 
electric  lighting  plant  by  the  corporation 
The  committee  was  made  to  consist  of 
Aldermans  Mannheim,  Hugo,  and  the 
regular  light  and  water  committee, 
Messrs.  Davis,  Sorenson  and  Ash.  So  of 
the  five  members  of  this  special  com- 
mittee, three  are  intereeted,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  the  Hartman  Electric  com- 
pany. It  has  been  intended  to  present 
the  report  of  the  Bx>ecial  committee  to 
the  council  this  evening  before  Alder- 
dermen,  Mannheim  and  Davis  are  with- 
dranw  to  private  Ufa  It  was  decided  to 
recommend  the  purchase  of  that  part  of 
the  Hartman  Electric  company's  plant 
used  for  city  lighting,  at  a  stated  sum 
of  $110,000,  of  which  e20.0<X)  was  to  be 
for  "franchise,^  the  rest  for  line,  poles, 
material  in  station,  etc. 

It  is  now  somewhat  doubtful  if  this 
report  be  presented,  or  if  presented, 
adopted. 

A  few  statements,  which  can  be 
proven,  will  show  why  The  Herald  op- 
poses any  such  purchase.  In  the  first 
place  the  provision  of  $20,000  for  the 
company's  ''franchise"  is  an  absurdity. 
Franchise  in  this  case  means  contract, 
and  its  contract  is  what  the  Hartman 
company  is  willing  to  sell.  Its  franchise 
for  using  the  streets  and  doing  com- 
mercial lighting  it  will  keep.  In  the 
second  place  a  complete  modern  electric 
lighting  plant,  equipped  with  the  best 
machinery  made,  with  200  arc  lights  of 
2000  candle  power  each — the  present 
company  furnishes  199  lights  suppos- 
eably  2000  candle  power— with  an  engine 
of  250  horse  power,  amply  sufficient,  and 
with  boiler  capacity  of  300  horse  power, 
with  forty  miles  of  wire  and  poles,  can 
be  put  in  for  from  $58,000  to  $05,000. 
These  figures  are  ample.  In  the  third 
place  when  Duluth  gets  a  public  light 
plant  it  wants  a  good  one. 

Among  that  part  of  the  material  of  the 
Hartman  Electric  company,  which  the 
report  of  this  special  committee  advo 
catee  purchasing — which  report  Council 
President  Hugo,  Member  Hugo,  of  the 
special  committee,  and  Manager  Hugo, 
of  the  Hartman  Electric  company,  was 
hardly  to  be  kept  from  officially  signing 
— are  two  large  dynamos  of  the  United 
States  incandescent  system,  now  thrown 
aside  as  useless,  and  a  number  of  what 
are  called  "Excelsior"  arc  light  dynamos, 
which  are  regarded  among  electricians 
as  third  or  fourth  class.  These  "Excel- 
sior" dynamos,  by  the  way,  furnish  light 
to  the  city  under  the  Hartman  contracts 
at  present,  though  the  company's  "fran- 
chise" calls  for  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney 
system. 

There  are  a  good  many  points  in  con- 
nection with  this  electric  light  matter 
that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  public  if 
this  report  is  adopted,  and  The  Herald 
and  a  good  many  aldermen  are  well 
aware  of  the  facts. 


TWO     BRILLIANT     YARNS. 

The  Ashland  Press  plumes  itself  on 
the  "white-winged  messenger"  to  the 
Pacific,  in  every  day  language  a  through 
mail  painted  white.  There  isn't  any- 
thing in  tha  story  and  neither  Asbland 
nor  Duluth  will  see  the  white  lauodried 
train.  In  other  words  its  a  white- 
winged  fake,  and  it  was  started  by  a 
Duluth  morning  sheet  that  has  a  right- 
eous horror  of  "fakes." 

A  few  days  ago  The  Herald  comment- 
ed somewhat  severely  on  the  neat  and 
not  at  all  gaudy  story  telegraphed 
broadcast  by  the  West  Superior  Tele- 
gram to  the  effect  that  Chinamen  were 
being  smuggled  in  via  the  north  shore 
from  Port  Arthur  to  Two    Harbors  and 


Duluth.  The  Two  Harbors  News  says 
of  it:  "There  ia  much  in  the  telegram 
which  causes  a  resident  of  the  north 
shore  to  grin.  There  is  no  point  less  ac- 
cessible for  smuggling  than  Two  Har- 
bors. It  is  improbable  that  either  a 
sleigh  or  wagon  ever  did,  or  will  for 
years,  oome  from  Port  Arthur  to  this 
point.  No  Chinaman  on  foot  would  sur- 
vive. The  only  Chinamen  taking  the 
train  here  are  the  attaches  of  our  one 
laundry."  • 

The  wife  of  Rider  Haggard,  the  novel- 
ist, has  placed  herself  alongside  of  Mrs. 
Stanley  in  criticising  American  women 
for  overheating  their  homes.  She  says 
a  temperature  of  70  degrees  gives  her  a 
headache,  and  Cm  degrees  is  almost  too 
warm  for  comfort.  Some  American 
women  would  shiver  in  a  temperature  of 
70  degrees.  They  keep  the  atmosphere 
in  their  homes  somewhere  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  80.  This  is  the  secret  of  a 
good  many  of  the  ills  which  atlUot 
womankind  in  America,  and  from  which 
women  in  foreign  countries  are  exempt 
because  they  do  not  kiln-dry  their 
bodies. 

Public  Opinion,  the  eclectic  weekly  of 
Washington  and  New  York,  has  just 
announced  the  offer  of  three  cash  prizes 
of  $150,  $100  and  $50  respectively  for  the 
liest  three  essays  upon  the  question:  "Is 
any  Extension  and  Development  of 
Trade  Between  the  United  States  and 
Canada  Desirable;  it  so.

Evidently  the  Tribune  isn't 
on  terms  of  hobnobbing  intimacy  with 
our  400. 

The  officials  of  the  Duluth  Street 
Railway  company  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  their  first  sharp  bout  with  old 
Boreas  and  snow.  The  electric  cars  were 
here  first  and  they  were  all  right  when 
the  wind  was  over  and  the  drifts  quieted. 
Part  of  the  time  cars  were  run  on  about 
one  minute  schedule,  and  it  would  have 
been  a  pretty  lively  drift  that  could  clog 
the  rails  between  whiles. 


It  is  stated  that  by  June  1  next,  St 
Paul  will  have  a  net  school  debt  of  $1,-

SOME    FIGURES 

That  Are  Pertinent  to  a  Move  In  the  City 
Ooanoll. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald. 

Having  a  little  spare  time  and  being 
interefeted  in  the  subject  of  city  elect!  io 
lighting  I  have  collected  data  of  cost  of 
running  same.  I  am  in  favor  of  muni- 
cipal lighting  when  I  am  oonviooed  that 
the  municipality  can  furnish  cheaper 
than  it  can  contract  for  having  it  done. 
It  was  stated  some  time  ago  that  the  av- 
erage horse  power  could  be  produced  for 
about  $43  per  year.  Of  course  that  has 
reference  to  a  day  of  ten  hours  and  213 
days,  Sundays  not  included,  making 
total  number  of  hours  3i:J0.  Electric 
lights  running  all  night  ami  every  night 
burn  about  4(X)0  on  the  average  while 
here  in  Duluth  they  will  average  4500 
hours'  burning,  which  means  about  one- 
half  more  to  the  cost  of  a  horse  power; 
then  we  huve  to  pay  more  for  coal  than 
in  Looki)ort  N.  Y.,  or  Champaigne,  III., 
where  they  rent  power  for  $45  per  year 
per  light,  also  it  costs  more  for  labor. 

It  makes  no  difference  what  the  aver- 
age cost  is  per  horse  power.  The  ques- 
tion is  what  will  it  cost  the  city  of  Du- 
luth to  produce  a  horse  power  per  year 
for  lighting  purposes?  I  can  not  bring 
figures  for  producing  a  horse  power 
under  $75  per  year  for  lighting  purposes. 
Now  we  will  see  what  it  costs  to  mnin- 
tain  the  balance  of  station.  It  takes 
tiiree  carbons  to  each  lamp  per  day,  or 
aX)  carbons  for  the  city's  light  219,000 
per  year,  at  a  cost  of  $11  per  month, 
total  $2409.  It  will  tak  »  four  men  to 
carbon  200  lights,  total  wages  per  month, 
$220;  per  year.  $2(V40.  Each  lamp  will 
take  on  an  average  one  globe  every  four 
months,  total  000  per  year,  at  $8  a  dozen  at 
station,  $400.  It  will  cost  about  $6  per 
year  per  lamp  for  repairs,  time 
in  taking  down  and  adjusting 
and  replacing  same,  total  $1200. 
It  will  require  an  expert  lineman  to  keep 
lines  in  good  order  which  will  cost  $840 
per  year.  It  will  require  two  dynamo 
men,  $1440  per  year.  It  will  require  a 
station  foreman  with  a  salary  of  $(XX)  per 
year.  It  will  require  a  superintendent 
with  a  salary  at  least  of  $1500  and  a  nart 
of  one  man's  time  keeping  books  $300. 

I  have  estimated  the  cost  of  oil,  waste, 
repairs,  taxes  acd  all  maintenance  ac- 
counts of  dynamos  at  $2500  which  ie 
under  what  it  will  cost 

Now  add  to  this  interest  at  4  per  cent 
on  the  investment(not  including  engine 
and  boiler)  of  $60,000  and  we  have  $2400.

$127.75,  the  contract  price  per  lamp  now. 
In  presenting  these  figures  I  have 
added  nothing  for  depreciation,  nor  have 
I  made  any  mention  in  regard  to  the 
renewals  of  outside  arc  lamps,  which  is 
required  every  seven  or  eight  years.  Nor 
have  I  made  any  mention  of  the  amount 
that  will  have  to  be  paid  the  light  com- 
missioners for  their  services. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  if  the  Hartman  Elec- 
tric company  is  making  a  good  thing  out 
of  the  present  contract,  I,  for  one,  am 
glad  that  it  is,  and  with  my  knowledge 
of  the  cost  of  maintaining  an  electric 
plant  would  be  willing  to  award  a  five 
year  contract  at  the  expiration  of  the 
present  one;  and  I  can  not  see  why,  if  it 
is  making  such  a  good  sum  off  the  city 
lighting,  it  is  so  anxious  to  dispose  of  it. 
P^bably  in  its  charitable  love  for  Du- 
luth it  will  present  the  city  the  formula 
for  producing  the  lights  so  cheaply  when 
it  has  consummat«>d  the  sale.

The 
New  York  sanitarium  is  already  located 
and  is  at  White  Plains,  West  Chester 
county,  twenty-two  miles  from  the  city.

Formal  Openlnc  of  the  Mardl 
Great  Kclat. 

Nkw  Orij:ans,  Feb.  9. — The  Mardi 
Gras  carnival  opened  today.  The  Cres- 
cent city  is  crowded  with  visitors, 
scarcely  a  state  or  territory  of  the  Union 
being  unrepreeented.  His  majesty  Rex, 
king  of  the  carnival,  impersonated  by 
James  8.  Richardson,  already  known  to 
fame  as  the  "King  of  the  Planters,"  the 
most  extensive  cotton  grower  in  the 
world,  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  river 
with  his  queen  and  court  at  noon  and 
was  welcomed  by  a  Meet  of  steamers  and 
sailing  craft,  together  with  a  delegation 
of  c  ivil  and  military  authorities. 

The  queen  is  Miss  Bessie  Behan, 
daughter  of  Gen.  W.  J.  Behan,  one  of 
this  year's  debutantes.

Mies  Bessie  Behan,  queen  of  the  car- 
nival, made  her  debut  here  early  in 
January  as  the  belle  of  the  season.  Her 
father,  (Jen.  W.  H.  Behan,  is  the  largest 
wholesale  grocer  in  the  South,  and  an 
extensive  sugar  planter.  He  will  be  the 
next  governor  of  the  state.

COAL   ON    DOCKS. 

Enoaeh    to  Make  an   Appreciable  DifTer- 
ence  in  Lake   Buainess. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  nearly 
400,000  tons  of  coal  on  docks  at  Duluth 
and  Superior,  while  probably  half  will 
be  on  hand  at  the  opening  of  navigation.

TERMINAL- 

Work  of  the  Dnluth  Terminal  and  Trans- 
fer Company  Kor  This  Year. 

About  three  miles  of  the  Duluth  Ter- 
minal and  Transfer  road  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  it  is  proposed  to  resume  work 
in  the  spring  and  complete  the  track  on 
the  main  line  this  year.  The  route  is 
from  Duluth  along  the  north  shore  of 
the  bay  and  River  St.  Louis  to  Fond  du 
Lao.  This  main  line  will  be 
about  twenty  miles  long,  but 
with  the  various  branches  and 
side  tracks  to  the  factories  and  docks 
and  other  freight  handling  points  the 
total  amount  of  track  will  probably 
amount  to  fifty  miles.  Right  of  way  is 
nearly  all  secured    to    the    city    limits. 

The  road  is  built  to  provide  transfer 
and  terminal  facilities,  and  the  pro- 
jectors anticipate  that  a  large  suburban 
DHSflenger  business  will  be  developed. 
Three  miles  and  a  half  of  track  is  now 
being  operated  in  West  Duluth.  The 
work  to  be  done  this  year  will  be  expen- 
sive. The  grading  will  be  very  heavy  on 
part  of  the  line.  There  will  be  consider- 
able rock  excavation,  and  from  five  to 
seven  miles  of  heavy  trestling  will  have 
to  be  built. _^ 

The  Ore  Situation. 

The  ore  men  feel  gloomy  about  the 
turn  affairs  have  taken,  and  expect  little 
activity  in  their  line  until  well  into  the 
middle  of  the  summer.  Some  think  that 
very  little  will  be  doing  until  July,  as  it 
will  take  all  the  intervening  time  to 
work  up  the  ore  now  on  hand,  figuring 
on  a  three  months'  suspension  of  furnace 
work.  The  past  week  has  witnessed  the 
official  organization  of  all  the  furnace, 
rolling  mill,  founary,  and  other  iron  in- 
terests of  the  Mahoning  and  Shenango 
valleys.  This  combination  is  not  regarded 
so  much  as  an  association  to  curtail  the 
output  of  pig  iron  and  its  products — for 
the  force  of  circumstances  has  made 
them  all  willing  quitters— but  rather  as 
a  unit  against  any  other  combination, 
hostile  to  their  interests.  The  pig  iron 
market,  if  such  a  thing  exists,  is  in  a  de- 
plorable state.  No  sales  are  reported, 
and  hence  their  are  no  quotations. 
What  little  stuff  is  sold,  goes  at  any 
price  it  will  bring,  and  that  is  away  be- 
low the  bare  (x>st  of  production.  Man- 
ufactured iron  is  also  weak,  and  the  vol- 
ume of  sales  is  very  light  in  every  line. 

The  Council. 
The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the 
common  council  will  be  held  tonight, 
when  the  returns  of  the  recent  muni- 
cipal election  will  be  opened  and  the  re- 
sult declared.  The  question  of  pure 
water  will  probably  be  discussed  and  the 
report  of  the  special  committee  on  elec- 
tric light  will  also  come  up.

1S91  has  expired  all  the  railroads  in  the 
Northwest  will  be  operated  under  a 
single  management."  These  were  the 
prophetic  words  of  a  gentleman  who  was 
one  of  the  prime  movers  in  organizing 
tb»  Weafceiu  ttatiiontl  Sfesoclafiian.  "flie 
event,  he  predicts,  as  outlined  by  him,  is 
the  most  gigantic  railroad  consolidation 
that  has  ever  been  undertaken. 

The  railroads  in  the  Northwest  include 
the  Northern  Pacific,  the  Car.adiBu  Pa- 
citic,  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy, 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  the 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  and  the  Great 
Northern.  Plans  for  their  practical  con- 
solidation are  now  nearly  complete. 
Exactly  what  the  plan  is,  the  World's  in- 
formant refused  lO  state,  but  it  has  met 
the  approval  of  all  those  directly  inter- 
ested in  it,  and  little  remains  to  be  done 
except  to  work  out  some  details. 

With  these  great  systems  knitted  in  a 
community  of  intereat  thny  would  abso- 
Jlutely  control  the  rapidly  developing 
"Northwest.  They  could  fix  rates  at  a 
remunerative  price,  and,  what  is  more 
to  the  purpose,  they  could  maintain 
them.

Uniteii    Mine    'Workers    Prepnrlns:    For   a 
General  AR^ieHsive  Demand 

CoLU.MBus,  Ohio,  Feb.  10. — Delegates 
from  every  mining  region  of  the  country 
assembled  in  secret  convention  here  to- 
day in  respon^e  to  a  call  issued  by  the 
executive  board  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America.  The  outcome  of 
this  gathering  will  mark  a  stage  in  the 
second  act  in  the  struggle  of  the  Ameri- 

hour  working  day. 

The  Federation  of  Labor  has  officially 
guaranteed  to  support  the  coal  miners, 
and  before  the  convention  adjourns  the 
movement  will  be  formally  inaugurated. 
About  150,000  men  will  be  directly  in- 
volved in  the  contest.  Of  these  75.000 
are  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  West  Vir- 
ginia, Alabama,  Tennessee  and  Ken- 
tucky, 2.5,000  in  the  anthracite  regio  i  of 
Pennsylvania,  12,000  in  the  Pittsl-urg 
district  and  20,000  in  the  central  bi- 
tuminous tields  of  that  state. 

The  struggle  is  to  take  place  May  1. 
The  miners'  organizations  have  be^^n 
preparing  for  the  contest  two  yeara  Its 
unions  are  thoroughly  organized.  The 
success  of  last  season  by  the  carpen- 
ters was  tne  initial  step  in  the  eight- 
hour  movement,  which,  before  it  is  com- 
plet<^d,  will  extend  to  every  branch  of 
organized  labor. 

President  Rae  introduced  Samuel 
Gompers,  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  who  made  an 
hour's  addres<8.  He  was  followed  by 
John  McBride,  commissioner  of  the 
Ohio  bureau  of  labor  statistics,  and  ex- 
president  of  the  miners'  union.  Both 
speeches  were  confined  to  the  eight-hour 
law  question  and  advised  among  other 
things,  that  the  miners  do  not  ask  too 
much  legislation  at  the  same  time.  They 
should  secure  an  eight-hour  law  tirst  in 
the  interest  of  the  laboring  class  at 
large.  Mr.  Gompers  speaks  in  the  house 
of  representatives  tonight.

Leave  was  granted  to  the  com- 
mittee on  coinage,  weights  and  measures 
to  sit  during  the  sessions  of  the  bouse. 
The  army  and  pension  appropriation 
bills  were  sent  to  conference. 

Tne  bill  providing  for  an  extension  of 
the  public  building  at  Dallas,  Tex.,  at  a 
cost  of  $200,000,  W8B  reported  back.  This 
bill  was  vetoed  by  the  President.  The 
committee  reommended  that  it  be  passed 
over  the  veto.

Crime  Committed  from  a  Different  Motive, 
but  He  Repents. 

Paris,  Feb.  10. — Ten  years  of  hard 
labor  at  the  galleys  has  just  been  meiied 
out  to  a  bank  cashier  named  Midas,  who 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  misappropriation 
of  S80,000.  He  obtained  the  money  by 
presenting  forged  checks  to  the  Bank  of 
France  and  the  Credit  Lyonnais. 

The  sums  obtained  he  debited  to  the 
accounte  of  persons  who  dealt  with  the 
bank,  and  so  well  had  he  covered  up  his 
tracks  that  although  a  few  days  before 
his  confession  his  books  were  audited  by 
expert  accountants,  the  crime  was  not 
discovered,  and  his  accounts  were  passed 
as  i>erfectly  correct. 

Midas  finally  voluntarily  confessed  his 
misdoings  to  M.  Monquin,  commissary 
of  police  for  the  Faubourg  Montmartre, 
saying  that  he  had  given  himself  up  to 
justice  in  order  not  to  injure  the  reputa- 
tion and  credit  of  the  establishment  in 
which  he  had  been  employed  for  so 
many  years.  On  the  trial  he  pleaded 
guilty  and  made  no  defence.

IT  CANNOT  BE  DONE. 

Ten  altlermen  last  ni^jht  voted  in 
favor  of  submitting  the  question  of  the 
purchase  of  part  of  the  Hartman  Elec- 
tric company's  property  to  an  expert  to 
be  appointed  by  the  "light  and  water 
committee."  They  might  almost  as  well 
have  submitted  it  to  an  expert  ap- 
pointed by  the  Hartman  company. 

These   ten    aldermen    were     Messrs. 
Dingwall,      Sorenson,      Ash,      Coeteilo. 
Mannheim,  Hugo,  Davis,"  Nelson,   Ken 
nedy.  Perry. 

Against  them  were  Alderman  Long,  of 
the  Second  ward,  apparently  the  only 
man  in  the  council  who  knows  what  he 
is  doing. 

Mr.  Long's  arguments,  made  last 
night  against  purchase  are  detailed  in 
--«tK«r  .^iiiimn.  Sutlice  it  here  to  say 
they  were  unanswered,  because  un- 
answerable. No  attempt  was  made  to 
answer  his  arguments,  but  the  majority 
voted  them  down.  It  will  cost  the  city

But  the  city  has 
the  right. 

The^  city's  bonded  indebtedness  is 
ISSG.&jO;  oustanding  orders  amount  to 
$100,792.24,  making  a  total  of  1946,442.24. 
Then  there  are  park  bonds,  amounting 
to  ^242,000.  or  a  total  of  $1,188,442.24,  ex- 
cea<ling  the  limit  of  the  city's  lodebted- 
ness  by  over  $100.  The  burden  of  pay- 
ing $110,000  should  not  be  put  on  the 
citizens  at  once,  but  extended  on  long 
time  bonds.  Should  these  works  be 
bought  on  city  orders,  there  would  be. 
with  other  orders  to  come  in,  a  total 
debt  on  orders  of  $2;"i0,000,  and  it  would 
take  an  issue  of  $.100,000  in  bonds  to 
clear  them  up  and  have  enough  left  to 
be  any  object,  not  to  mention  the  pro- 
posed $750,000  ireue  for  water  works 
purchase. 

The  city  has  no  right  to  make  such  a 
purchase  without  first  advertising  for 
bids  and  letting  a  contract  to  the  lowest 
bidder.  The  Herald  is  not  speaking  at 
random  when  it  says  that  if  the  council 
insist  on  its  criminating  and  foolish  idea 
an  injunction  will  stop  it  bo  quick  that 
it  won't  know  what  hits  it. 

Now  for  a  Drief  bit  of    late    local    his- 
tory.   There  was  a  secret  meeting  cf  the 
council     Friday      evening    at      which 
this         purchase         was        discussed. 
Alderman     Mannheim,     whose     term 
of      office       luckily      expires     soon, 
introduced     a      resolution     "that     the 
city    buy    the    plant,"   at   the     figures 
named— without    investigation,   or  any- 
thing  else.    Buy   it,    then    and    there! 
Alderman  Long  asked  how  it  would    be 
paid    for    when    Mannheim    said    "we" 
would  take  8  per  cent  orders.    This  was 
opposed  by  Long  when   Mannheim    and 
Davis  conferred  together  and  announced 
that  "we"  would  take  4  per  cent    orders. 
When  items  of  cost  were  asked  for  Davis 
stated    that   "we"   paid   such  and  such 
prices  for  the  electrical    machinery.     It 
was  finally  decided  to  wait  till    Monday 
and  to   push    the    matter  then.     Davis 
and  Mannheim  leave  the  council  the  first 
of  March. 


to  an  active  appreciation  of  the  fact  that 
as  to  the  purity  of  the  water  supplied,  its 
interests  are  exactly  parallel  to  those  of 
the  city.  On  the  hardest  and  narrowest 
ground  of  dollars  and  cents  it  cannot 
afford  to  supply  impure  or  suspected 
water,  and  we  believe  that  it  appre- 
ciates this  as  a  business  body,  whether 
there  is  any  soul  in  its  corporation  or 
not  It  wants,  we  must  assume,  that 
whatever  impurity  may  exist  shall  be 
traced  out  exactly,  so  that  provipiou 
against  it  may  be  certain  and  effective, 
and  it  wants  the  freedom  from  general 
impurity,  if  it  exists,  to  be  as  clearly 
demonstrated.  It  is  certainly  entitled 
to  such  an  investigation  and  it  is  not 
just  in  advance  of  it  or  in  advance  of  the 
investigation  of  other  possible  or  prob- 
able fever-breeding  sources  to  lay  the 
whole  load  of  odium  on  the  water  sup- 
ply. Nor  is  it  safe,  in  the  interest 
of  the  city,  to  jump  at  any  con- 
clusion that  the  water  supply  is  the  sole 
or  principal  cause  of  trouble,  but  while 
the  investigation  of  this  is  going  on, 
other  investigations  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  drop.  What  the  city  wants  to 
know  is  every  cause  of  sickness  here  and 
it  wants  to  apply  thorough  remedy  to 
all.  And  it  would  be  a  grave  blunder  to 
mistake  any  source  or  fail  to  compre 
hend  all. 

THE     SECOND     NEED. 

To  better  the  sanitary  condition  of 
Duluth  'ihere  are  two  necessary  steps  to 
be  taken.  Readers  of  The  Herald,  who 
have  day  after  day  read  this  paper's  ar 
tides  on  the  water  supply,  need  not  be 
told  what  this  paper  considers  the  first 
need.    And  the  second  is  like  unto  it 

After  proper  precautions  have  been 
taken  to  secure  the  pure  water  we  can 
so  easily  obtain,  and  whichf  unless  the 
temper  of  the  people  of  Duluth  is  ut- 
terly mistaken,  we  will  obtain,  after  Du- 
luth is  once  more  the  healthiest  city  in 
America  or  the  world,  let  us  take  steps 
to  keep  it  eo.  The  board  of  health  must 
be  given  money  and  authority.  It  must 
have  money  to  carry  out  a  systematic 
cleaning  and  collection  system  and  it 
must  have  authority  to  enforce  its  or- 
ders by  penal  laws.  There  should  be 
collections  of  garbage,  daily  in  certain 
parts  of  the  city,  half  as  often  elsewhere, 
and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse 
which  may  otherwise  be  washed  down 
our  hillsides  into  Lake  Superior  must  be 
thorough  and  sweeping. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  board  of  health 
that  tnis  collection  system  would  cost, 
yearly,  not  to  exceed  $7000.  St  Paul 
pays  $.50,000  for  the  same  service  and 
for  street  sweeping.  Would  it  not  be 
well  for  us  to  spend  little  more  than  a 
tithe  to  keep  our  city  in  shape,  once  we 
cleanse  it?

Recommendations. 


COUNCIL  TRI[S  10  PUSH  k  PURCHtSE, 


But  Finds  it  Must  Bide  a  Wer>;  Other 

Business  that  is  Trans- 

acted. 


At  the  chamber  of  coirmerce  this 
momini;  a  oommunication  wiia  received 
from  the  Dationa)  board  of  trade  asking 
Duluth  to  take  action  in  the  matter  of 
petltionio^  con^fress  to  pass  a  bill  pro- 
viding for  a  more  thorough  plan  of  tak- 
ing the  United  States  census.  A  reso- 
lution was  adopted  asking  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  draft  a  bill  upon 
the  subject  to  be  presented  to  the  pres- 
ent congress.  \  letter  was  received 
from  the  executive  committ^je  of  the  na- 
tional organization  of  the  boJirds  of 
trade  asking  that  Duluth  send  delegates 
to  their  convention  at  St  Louis  Feb.  IG. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  endorsing  the 
Torrey  bankrupt  bill. 

A  letter  was  received  from  H.  C.  Ken- 
dall stating  that  tlie  Niagara  canal  ques- 
tion would  remain  on  the  table  before 
the  committee  until  Secretary  Thomp- 
son had  addressed  them  on  the  subject. 
Strong  reeolutions  were  adopted  favor- 
ing the  raising:  of  the  age  of  consent  to 
IS^ears.  Tht»se  re ~ >lution8  were  ordered 
sent  to  the  iegisla'  ure. 

Thecommif.ee  i.a  legislation  present- 
etl  a  bill  to  be  introduced  into  the  state 
legislature  trday  modeled  on  the  Henne- 
pin county  bill  already  before  the  legis- 
lature. It  provides  that  the  clerk  of 
court,  judge  of  probate  and  register  of 
deeds  shall  each  receive  a  fixed 
salary  of  i3000  not  to  be  changed 
during  the  term  of  an  official  in  office. 
Nothing  is  said  about  the  sheriff's  fees. 
The  county  commissioners  are  to  have 
charge  of  the  employmentof  all  deputies 
and  help  needed  in  the  different  offices. 
These  officials  are  to  file  a  sworn  report 
each  month  regarding  the  amount  of 
fees  collectetl  and  turn  them  over  to  the 
county  treasurer,  The  chamber  adopted 
resolutions  favoring  one  cent  postage.

IN    THE    WINE    TEST. 


In 


Klectric  Light    and    Water  Matters 
Leading  Interest. 

At  the  council  last  evening  the  chief 
business  was  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  to  consider  public 
city  lighting.  The  committee  recom- 
mended a  cut  and  dried  proposition  by 
the  Hartman  company,  prefacing  the 
recommendation  with  the  statement  that 
experts  be  employed  to  see  to  the  value 
of  the  plant. 

The  Hartman  proposition  was  essen- 
tially as  outlined  in  The  Herald  last 
night,  $110.C00  for  plant  and  "franchise," 
plus  the  right  to  use  city  poles  for  com- 
mercial wires  by  the  Hartman  company 
at  a  fixed  rate. 

When  the  resolution  authorizing  the 
board  of  works  to  employ  an  expert  to 
look  into  the  proposition  came  up  Al- 
derman Long  expressed  his  views  on  the 
subject.  He  was  opposed  to  the  pur- 
chase of  a  plant  because  the  city  could 
not  afford  it;  because  under  the  charter 
the  city  had  no  right  to  buy;  because  he 
believed  that  it  would  coet  $8C00  a  year 
more  to  light  the  city  than  at  present; 
because  a  better  plant  could  l)e  put  up 
for  less  money,  he  knowing  of  a  company 
who  would  duplicate  the  present  one  for 
$68,000;  because  he  did  not  believe  the 
contract  for  which  the  company  want 
$20,000  to  release  was  legal,  and  because 
he  did  not  believe  in  giving  away  fran- 
chises and  then  buying  them  back  at 
large  prices.  Mr.  Long  backed  up  every 
statement  he  made  by  figures  but  the 
resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote    of  11 

tol. 

The  following  communication   was  re- 
ceived from  the  Gas   and   Water    com 
pany: 

"The  recent  announcement  that  in  an 
examination  of  samples  of  water  one 
was  found  to  contain  typhoid  bacilli  was 
a  surprise  to  our  company.  All  previous 
examinations  have  shown  that  the  water 
furnished  was  pure.  No  citizen  of  Du- 
luth can  be  more  anxious  than  is  this 
company  to  determine  what  is  the  true 
condition  of  the  water  supply  and  to 
have  a  proper  remedy  applied  if  it  be 
found  to  be  impure.  It  is  important 
that  the  water  supply  should  not  be 
hastily  condemned  as  impure. 

"We  suggest  that  the  city  employ  a 
professional  scientific  expert  to  act  with 
a  similar  expert  employed  by  this  com- 
pany to  secure  samples  of  the  water  and 
that  the  samples  be  sent  to  some  emi- 
nent bacteriological  expert  who  shall  be 
kept  in  ignorance  of  the  place  from 
which  they  came  and  who  has  not  here- 
tofore expressed  an  opinion." 

The  proposition  was  accepted.  Pro- 
fessor Smith,  of  Beloit  college,  will  rep- 
reeent  the  company  and  Dr.  Goffe  the 
city.  Professor  Smith  will  be  here  this 
week.

For  Better  Boiler  Iu»p«ctlon, 

W.  D.  Tomlin  has  gone  to  St,  Paul  in 
the  interests  of  the  amendments  to  the 
law  for  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers 
lately  introduced.  Mr.  Tomlin  has  de- 
manded that  application  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  boilers  ebali  be  filed  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  the  United  States  marine 
inspection  on  the  lakes,  also  that  an  ap- 
plicant have  a  certain  experience  as  a 
fireman  and  engineer,  especially  with 
that  most  dangerous  class  of  steam  gen- 
erators, the  threshing  boiler,  and  that 
his  application  shall  be  endorsed  by 
three  engineers  who  know  hia  character 
and  abilities.  This  is  creating  opposi- 
tion amongst  the  alliance  faction,  though 
Mr.  Tomlin  is  getting  letters  from  all 
over  the  Fifth  district  urging  the  sena- 
tors and  representatives  to  use  all  their 
influence  to  push  these  amendments.

PLEASE  EXPLAIN. 

But  Nobody  Can  Give  an  Entirely  Satisfac- 
tory £xpIanatlon. 

The  other  afternoon  a  most  peculiir 
circumstance  was  observed  by  dozens  of 
skaters  on  the  lake.  When  near  the  old 
breakwater    holes    were  broken    in  thin 

spots  in  the  ice  and  lighted  matches  ap- 
plied to  the  "steam"  rising  therefrom. 
The  escaping  substance — evidently  gas- 
took  fire  and  burned  with  brilliancy  for 
some  time.  This  is  an  actual  occurrence, 
vouched  for  by  scores  of  people,  young 
and  old,  who  were  witnesses  and  The 
Herald  has  not  the  slightest  doubt  of  its 
truth. 

So  far  the  only  explanation  given  is 
that  the  ice  imprisoned  a  gas  generated 
by  the  wheat  that  fell  into  the  lake  at 
that  place  when  elevator  A  burned  five 
years  ago,  and  that  this  gas,  as  soon  as 
liberated  rushed  upward  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  produce  fiame.  If  this  is  the 
correct  theorv  then  eas  must  havA  y"^r^ 
passing  off  for  years  from  the  same 
spot.  Another  explanation  is  that  it  is 
sewer  gas  from  the  main  sewer,  which 
discharges  under  the  ice  close  by  the 
place  where  the  flames  were  seen.  If 
this  is  so,  the  only  safe  w^ater  to  get  for 
drinking  purposes  is  wbst  may  be  taken 
w  here  no  ice  can  cover  the  main,  or  so 
far  below  the  surface  that  gas  cannot 
percolate  the  water.

It  is  announced  to  be  a 
termination  by  volume,  but  Hilgard 
says  it  is  one  of  weight  which  invol/es 
the  discrepancy  of  a  fifth  between  the 
government  test  and  his  own.  It  places 
winemakers  in  jeopardy  for  having  too 
much  or  too  little  alcohol,  and  changes 
the  claBs  into  which  their  wines  are  put, 
thus  inflicting  upon  them  great  injury.

BANKING   BUBBLE. 

.VechanicB*  Co-operative,  ot  Brooklyn,  Dis- 
appears in  Financial  Mists. 

Nkw  York,  Feb.  10  —The  Mechanics' 
Co-operative  bank  of  Brooklyn  has  closed 
its  doors.  The  bank  was  opened  last 
summer.  Its  prospectus  announced  a 
capital  of  $2,000,000.  Now  a  number  of 
depositors  are  hunting  for  the  ''bank," 
but  the  handsomely  furnished  offices  are 
closed  and  neither  President  Andrew 
Wall,  Secretary  Thomas  Burkett  or 
Manager  Joe  Booth  can  be  found. 

The  stat«  banking  department  re- 
ceived a  report  from  the  "bank"  on  Jan.

Toronto,  Feb.  10. — A  sensation  was

it  Kansas  City  line,  but  all  the  additional 
capital  necessary  to  build  the  Paciric 
coast  and  all  other  desired  extensions  of 
his  own  road. 

The  chief  of  these  extensions  will  of 
course  be  the  line  from  Fairhaven,  on 
Puget  sound,  south  to  San  Francisco, 
which  is  to  be  built  in  connection  with 
the  Union  Pacific,  while  the  abundance 
of  capital  will  permit  various  schemes  of 
Mr.  Hill's  for  work  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Chicago,  St. 
Paul  &  Kansas  City  road  will  give  the 
Great  Northern  a  direct  entrance  into 
Chicago  and  will  make  the  latter  road 
one  ot  the  greatest  railroad  systems  in 
the  United  States,  with  a  through  line 
from  San  Francisco  up  the  Pacific  coast 
to  Puget  Sound,  across  to  Chicago  and 
Duluth,  and  on  from  the  latter  city  by  a 
line  of  steamships  to  Buffalo.

FOUR     MILLION    DOLLARS- 

minnesota    Gross    Earuiitgo   of   th«    Great 
Northern  Railroad  for  Six  Months. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  11.— The  Great  North- 
em  road  has  filed  its  account  of  gross 
earnings  for  six  months.  Over  the  Great 
Northern  line  proper  the  earnings  were 
$3,526,187.21,  and  over  the  Eastern  Min- 
nesota they  w«re  $80,573  82,  the  com- 
bined tax,  at  3  per  cent  and  1  per  cent 
respectively,  being  $106,591.36.  Over  the 
Eastern  Minnesota,  from  St.  Paul  to  the 
Wisconsin  state  line,  the  earnings  were 
$387,227.83,  on  which  the  tax  amounted 
to  $8592.07,  from  which  is  subtracted' 
according  to  the  action  taken  by  the 
railroad  commission  Oct.  1,  1890,  the 
amount  overpaid  on  the  gross  earnings 
for  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

On  the  Wilmar  &  Sioux  Falls  road, 
from  Wilmar  to  the  South  Dakota  state 
line,  the  earnings  were  $129,597.43,  on 
which  the  tax  was  S1295.97.  The  gross 
earnings  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
for  1890  were  $1,513,365.25,  for  which  the 
state  treasurer  received  yesterday  the 
amount  of  the  3  per  cent  tax,  $45,400.96.

The  Boston  boy  was  evi- 
dently the  best  man,  and  it  was  with 
great  surprise  the  announcement  of 
Referee  Mannix  was  received  declaring 
the  mill  a  draw.

MINNESOTA  EDITORS- 

State  Association  In  Session  at  St.  Paul  To- 
day. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  11.— The  twenty-fourth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Minnesota  Edi- 
tors and  Publishers  association  opened 
here  in  the  chamber  of  commerce  this 
morning.  On  the  program  today  are  the 
address  by  the  president,  L.  P.  Hunt, 
and  papers  on  "Legal  Advertising,"  by 
Geo.  N.  Lanphere,  Moor  head  News; 
"Regulation  of  Common  Carriers,"  H.  G. 
Day,  Albert  Lea  Standard;  "County 
Printing,"  W.  B.  Mitchell,  St.  Cloud 
Journal;  "Encouragement  of  Immigra 
tion  by  the  State,"  W.  E.  McKinzie, 
Crookston  Times.  The  association  will 
be  in  session  today  and  tomorrow. 

An  Absconding  Banker. 
Pabis,  Feb.  11. — Victor  Mace,  the 
banker,  of  this  city,  has  absconded.  He 
leaves  an  indebtedness  amounting  to 
800,000  francs,  and  only  40,000  to  pay  his 
creditors.  Mace  opened  a  bank  in  Paris 
five  years  ago  and  attracted  deposits  by 
the  offer  of  unusually  high  interest, 
which  he  appears  to  have  paid  out  of 
the  principal  as  it  came  in.  At  length 
he  could  keep  up  the  pretense  of  sol- 
vency no  longer,  as  many  began  to  call 
for  their  deposits.  In  a  letter  to  his 
creditors  Mace  intimates  that  he  intends 
to  commit  suicide. 


Saintly  City  School  Debt. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  11.— The  salaries  of  St. 
Paul  school  teachers  now  unpaid 
amounts  to  $85,000.  The  city  is  two 
months  and  a  half  behind,  but  the  com- 
mittee on  finance  gives  assurance  that  it 
can  meet  the  indebtedness  in  about  ten 
days  if  it  can  sell  bonds.  City  Treasurer 
Reis  advocates  that  the  teachers  urge 
upon  the  legislature  the  passing  of  an 
act  whereby  the  city  may  issue  its  own 
bonds.  By  that  means  the  teachers  can 
be  paid  off  regularly. 

Jackson's  Whereaboats. 

San  Franci.s<;o,  Feb.  11.— Peter  Jack- 
son, the  colored  pugilist,  is  in  San  Fran- 
cisco training  for  the  tight  with  Corbett 
and  has  been  here  several  weeks.  There 
is  no  truth  in  the  purported  interview 
with  Jackson,  sent  from  Vandalia,  111., 
saying  that  ho  was  tired  of  prize  fight- 
ing and  intended  to  quit  it. 


Lesitil:«t«rs   Spend    the  Day   at  St.  Cloud; 

Business  Yesterday  Afternoon 

at  St.  Paul. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  11.— But  little  was 
done  1,1  the  legislature  this  morning  as 
fully  seventy-five  members  started 
for  St.  Cloud  to  visit  the  reform- 
atory. Besides  the  members  a  lot 
of  ladies  and  reporters  went 
along  in  spe4l(il  cars  furnished  by 
the  Great  Northdrn  road.  They  took 
dinner  at  the  new  reform  school  and  ex- 
amined its  system  carefully,  expressing 
themselves  as  greatly  pleased.  Inci- 
dentally the  members  who  went  paid  at- 
tentioc  to  the  prison  labor  question  in- 
volved in  the  cutting  of  stone  at  the  St. 
Cloud  ijranite  quarries  by  convicts,  in 
its  relation  to  free  labor,  and  the  subject 
will  be  brought  up  in  a  few  days. 

In    the    senate    yesterday  afternoon, 
Senator  Crandall  had  a  bill  allowing  the 
killing    of    deer,    elk,  moose    or  caribou 
during  the  month  of  November,  but  only 
by  tiring  a  gun  held  in  the  hand.    The 
bill  makes  it  unlawful  to  offer  for  sale  or 
to  purchase   such    game   except  during 
November  and  up  to    Dec.  16,  excepting 
in  the  case    of    commission  houses  and 
consurrers    purchasing      from      market 
houses.    Violators  are  to  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  for  first  offense, 
875  for  the  second  offense  and    $100  for 
subsequent.      The      question    of      the 
limiting  the  rights  of  corporations  ovn- 
ing  franchises  was  then  discussed.    One 
senator  told  about  the  sale  of  the  use  of 
enough  of  St.  Charles  street,  New  Or- 
leans, for  street  car  tracks,  for  ten  years 
for  $75(1,000,  the  car  company  at  the  end 
of   the    time   relinquishing  all  rights  to 
the  improvements,  except  the  hordes  and 
cars.    Senator  Tawney    thought  the  bill 
looked  as  if  the  legislature    thought  the 
various  city  councils  were  not  competent 
to  look  out  for  their  own  interests.  How- 
ever, he  favored  the  bil  for   other  cities 
than  bin  own.    Senator  Donnelly's  joint 
resolution    for    a  conference  with  other 
states    3n    the   interest    question  came 
next.    He  presented  an  amendment  en- 
tirely altering  the  form  of  the   original 
resolution,  providing  merely  for  a  friend- 
ly    correspondence      on       the       sub- 
ject    with       a      view      of       securing 
an     interest    rate    as     nearly    uniform 
as  possible.    Donnelly  said  the  Western 
states  were  in  the    "talons   of   harpies" 
and  a  "first-class  hanging  bee  ought  to 
be  established  in  some  of  them." 

Mr.  S  tockwell's  bill  which  was  referred 
to  committee  on  labor  and  labor  legisla- 
tion wa»i  reported  bpck  providing  an  act 
"for  the  regulation  of  the  employment 
of  children."  McHale's  bill  regarding 
the  "age  of  consent"  took  a  good  deal  of 
time.     ]  t  will  be  reported  next  week. 

The  house  committee  on  towns  and 
counties  reported  in  favor  of  the  bill  in- 
corporating  the  city  of  West  Duluth. 
Mr.  Kendall  nioved  that  the  bill  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  local  legisla- 
tion so  that  all  parties  can  be  given  a 
hearing.  Mr.  Boyd  was  opposed  to  this 
and  argued  that  the  people  of  West  Du- 
luth wfire  anxious  to  have  the  bill 
passed.  Mr.  Kendall  then  said  he  never 
knew  a  woodchuck  to  be  hid  in  the 
bottom  of  a  big  bill  but  what  the  mem- 
ber who  fathered  the  bill  was  in  a  great 
hurry  to  get  it  passed.  Mr.  Boyd  de- 
nied that  there  was  any  woodchuck  in 
the  bill,  for  if  there  was,  all  parties  have 
been  given  a  fair  and  square  hearing. 
Mr.  Kendall  said  that  this  was  not  the 
time  and  place  for  him  to  make 
known  certain  facts.  All  he 
asked  was  to  have  the  bill 
referred  to  the  committee  on  local  legis-' 
lation.  Mr.  Boyd  offered  a  substitute 
that  th»)  bill  be  again  referred  back  to 
the  committee  on  towns  and  counties, 
and  it  wis  adopted. 

The  house  has  adopted  the  rule  of  the 
senate  that  no  one  can  visit  the  house 
without  presenting  a  ticket  signed  by 
the  speaker  or  some  member  of  the 
house,  and  thus  doing  away  with  the 
lobbyist. 

An  open  meeting  will  be  held  at  the 
house  Thursday  evening  for  the  con- 
sideration of  Mr.  Stockw^ell's  bill  relat- 
ing to  cb  ild  labor,  and  also  the  bill  relat- 
ing to  the  age  of  consent.  Dr.  S.  W. 
Sample,  Dr.  §.  G.  Smith  and  other  no<ied 
speakers  will  give  their  views  on  he 
question.        


Washington,  Feb.  11. — In  the  senate 
today  among  the  bills  taken  from  the 
calendar  and  passed  was  a  senate  bill  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
across  the  St.  Louis  river  between  Wis- 
consin and  Minnesota. 

Washington,  Feb.  11. — Acting  Secre- 
tary Nettleton  of  the  treasury  depart- 
ment has  sent  to  the  senate  a  number  of 
reports  from  treasury  agents  on  the  seal 
rookeries.  One  says  in  a  report  dated 
last  October  that  there  were  no  sealing 
schooners  in  the  vicinity  of  the  islands 
at  the  time  and  that  the  rookeries  would 
be  emptied  for  the  season  in  two  weeks. 
He  referred  to  the  necessity  for  supplies 
of  fuel  to  the  natives,  predicting  that 
the  islands  will  be  depopulated  in  a  few 
years  unless  the  government  aids  the 
natives,  as  the  few  seals  they  will  be 
able  to  kill  will  not  prevent  them  from 
suffering.  He  adds  that  the  schooners 
will  follow  the  seals  in  Bering  sea  very 
early  in  the  spring. 

He  says:  "The  large  grass  grown 
areas  of  the  grounds  on  St.  Paul  island 
until  a  comparatively  recent  period  oc- 
cupied en  masse  by  seals  to  be  numbered 
by  the  millions  are  now  wholly  deserted 
from  the  driving  and  re-driving  from  all 
of  the  hunting  grounds  on  this  island, 
by  the  lesees  during  the  present  season 
trying  to  obtain  their  regular  quota; 
and  the  meager  result  tells  in  stronger 
language  than  I  can  command  the  story 
of  the  very  near  approach  to  the  entire 
destruction  of  seal  life  on  this  island." 

Mr.  Goff,  the  agent  in  charge  of  the 
islands,  also  calls  attention  to  the  de- 
plorable condition  of  the  natives,  and 
says  that  the  recent  arrivals  at  the 
islands  have  prevented  the  population 
there  from  becoming  extinct.  Pneu- 
monia, he  says,  has  been  the  greatest 
curse  among  the  population.  Mr.  Goff 
paints  a  vivid  picture  of  the  indiscrim- 
inate killing  of  seals  by  pirates,  and  con- 
tends that  the  seal  rookeries  will 
be  a  thing  of  the  past. 
In  conclusion  he  suggests  that 
there  be  no  killing  of  fur  seals  for  their 
skins  on  these  islands,  nor  in  the  waters 
of  Bering  sea,  for  an  indefinite  number 
of  years  to  be  named  by  the  secretary  of 
the  treasury,  letting  nature  take  her 
course  in  replenishing  the  rookeries.  Mr. 
Goff  appeals  to  the  government  to  take 
charge  of  the  mainteaance  of  natives  for 
the  present  because  there  is  nothing  for 
them  to  subsist  on. 


SHERMAN  DEAD. 

The  Great  War   General  Breathed  His  Last 
This  Noon. 

New  York,  Feb.  11.— Gen.  Sherman 
was  very  low  this  morning  with  the  at- 
tack of  erysipelas  that  has  lately  troubled 
him.  Members  of  the  family  were  about 
his  bedside  all  night  and  all  the  morn- 
ing. If  he  lives  through  today  the  crisis 
will  have  passed,  but  his  life  is  not  ex- 
pected. At  about  1  o'clock  this  after- 
noon Gen.  Sherman  died. 

William  Tecumseh  Sherman  was  born 
in  Lancaster,  Ohio,    Feb.    8,    1820.     He 
was  the  sixth  of  a  family  of  eleven  chil- 
dren, and  at  an  early  age    was  adopted 
by  Thomas  Ewing  and  attended  school 
at  Lancaster  till  1836.     In  July  of  that 
year  he  was  sent  as  cadet  to  West  Point, 
where  he  was  graduated  in  1840,  stand- 
ing   sixth     in    a    class    of    forty-two. 
He     was     commissioned     a^      second 
lieutenant  in  the  Third  artillery  July  1, 
1840,  and  sent  to  Florida.    On  Nov.  3d  of 
the  following  year  he  was  promoted  to  the 
first  lieutenancy  and  commanded  a  small 
detachment  at  Picolata.    In  1842  he  was 
at  Fort  Morgan,  Mobile  Point,  Ala.,  and 
later  at  Fort  Moulton,  Charleeton  bar 
bor.     During  leave  of  absence  in  1843  he 
began  the  study  of  law.    In  1846  he  was 
sent  with  troops  around  Cape  Horn  to 
California.  Returning  in  1850  he  married 
Miss  Ellen  Boyle  Ewing  at  Washington. 
Official    promotions    had    been    rapid, 
but       in       1853       he      visited      Cali- 
fornia      in       a       business      capacity. 
In  1858  9  he    was   counsellor-at  law  in 
Leavenworth,  Kan.,  and  the   next   year 
t)ecame  superintendent  of  the  state  mil- 
itary   academy    at  Alexandria,  La.,  re- 
signing to  go  into  business  in  St.    Louie, 
When   the    war    broke  out  he  was  com- 
missioned colonel  of 'the  Thirteenth    in- 
fantry under  Gen  Scott  and  had    com- 
mand   of   a    brigade   at  Bull  Run.    On 
Aug.    13,    1861,    he   was  made  brigadier 
general  of  volunteers  as  second    in  com- 
mand to  G«n.  Robert  Anderson  in    Ken- 
tucky and  succeeded  that  officer  in  Oc- 
tober   only    to    be    relieved     by    Buell 
in       November.        Later       be        was 
assigned     to      the      army      in      Ten- 
nessee.   He  was  in  the  battle  of  Shiloh, 
Corinth,      Vicksburg,     Mission    Ridge, 
Chattanooga  and  many  others  and  always 
displayed    great  judgment  and  skill    m 
command.  From  June  27, 1865,  to  March 
3,  1869,  he  was  in  command    of  the  mili- 
tary division  of  the  Mississippi,  embrac- 
ing the  departments  of  Ohio,  Missouri, 
and     Arkansas.     On     July    22,    1866, 
Sherman       was       promoted      to      be 
lieutenant-general,     and    when    Grant 
became  President  in  '69,    Sherman    suc- 
ceeded, with  headquarters  at  Washing- 
ton.   Sherman  was  placed  on  the  retired 
list  with  full  pay  in  1884    and  has  since 
lived  at  Washington,  spending  his  time 
in  traveling  and  enjoying  the  honors  he 
has  so  well  won.

Serious   iDrash   on   the    Delaware,   Lacka- 
wanna &  Western. 

Groveland,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  11. — A  west- 
bound Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern railroad  passenger  train  was  wrecked 
at  this  place  at  10  o'clock  last  nigh (>.  The 

accident  was  caused  by  the  collision  of 
express  train  No.  8  .".with  "wild  cat"  en- 
gine No.  18.  The  train  was  going  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed  when  it  collided,  just 
as  the  latter  was  moving  off  from  the 
main  track. 

The  ejipress  engine  was  throw^n  to  the 
east  sid>3  of  the  track  and  completely 
turned  over,  its  tender  on  the  other  side; 
the  wild  cat  engine  being  demolished 
and  wad  on  the  west  side  of  the  track. 
The  patisengers  all  received  a  severe 
shaking  up. 

The  engineer  of  the  express  train, 
James  ]i*owers,  was  badly  crushed,  and 
was  removed  from  the  wreck  in  a  dying 
condition.  His  fireman,  Albert  Engle- 
hart,  was  fatally  injured.  James  Pow- 
ers, nephew  of  the  engineer,  employed  on 
the  wild  cat  engine,  was  badly  injured 
internaly  and  died  within  half  an  hour. 
The  fireman  of  the  wild  cat  engine, 
name  unknown,  was  also  killed.  The 
engineei'  will  probably  recover.

Fourth  Annual  Session. 

New  York,  Feb.  11.— The  fourth  an- 
nual convention  of  the  American  News- 
paper Publishers'  a8BO.;iation  opened  at 
the  Hoffman  house  today.  The  associa- 
tion wae  organized  in  Rochester  in  1887, 
in  response  to  a  call  issued  by  Mr.  But- 
ler and  Mr.  Brearly,  ninety-six  repre- 
sentatives of  leading  daily  pai)ers  from 
thirty-six  states  being  in  attendance. 
It  now  has  a  membership  of  nearly  150 
publications,  and  represents  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  newspaper  circulation 
of  this  country  scattered  over  the  coun- 
try from  Maine  to  San  Francisco  and 
from  Canada  to  the  Gulf. 

Its  objects  are  to  discuss  rates  and

New  York,  Feb.  11. — The  attempted 
lengthening  of  13-year-old  Johnny 
Gethin's  leg  by  grafting  upon  it  the 
bone  of  his  spaniel,  at  the  Charity  hos- 
pital, has  proven  a  failure.  The  bone 
was  removed  from  the  boy  not  long  since 
because  even  the  flesh  had  failed  to 
unite  and  the  skin  was  sloughing  off. 

The  boy's  leg  is  in  the  same  condition 
as  at  first,  but  he  has  become  pale  and 
weak  from  the  operation.  Dr.  A.  M. 
Phelps,  who  attempted  it,  still  refuses  to 
make  any  statement  as  to  the  causes  of 
the  failure.

A  QUEER  OUTCOME. 

But  Most  Acceptable  for   Holders  of  Third 
National   Bank  Stock. 

Chicago,  Feb.  11. — The  stock  holders 
of  a  bank  which  failed  in  this  city  in 
1877  for  nearly  $1,000,000,  yet  whoee 
stock  is  today   quoted   at  $1.70,  with  no 

sellers,  met  at  the  Sherman  house  this 
morning.  The  institution  holding  such 
a  unique  position  in  the  world  of  finance 
was  known  fourteen  years  ago  as  the 
Third  National  bank  of  Chicago.  Its 
stockholders  were  told  in  1877  that  their 
stock  was  worthless  and  the  failure  com- 
plete. Yesterday  they  were  told  by  Re- 
ceiver Jackson  that  he  had  been  offered 
$1,000,000  for  two  tracts  of  land  near 
Jackson  Park  which  were  saved  from 
the  wreck,  but  were  thought  almost 
worthless  at  that  time,  and  today  they 
met  to  accept  the  offer  and  make  ar- 
rangements for  getting  some  cash  on  the 
long  deferred  stock. 

It  is  needless  to  say  they  are  jubilant; 
many  of  the  stockholders  are  poor  peo- 
ple, reduced  in  circumstances,  to  whom 
this  money  will  be  wonderfully  welcome. 

VENEZUELA    ALSO. 

Another  South  American   State   Ready  for 
Reciprocity  on  Blaine's  Plan. 

Washington,  Feb.  11.— It  is  under- 
stood here  today  that  the  President 
is  ready  for  an  announcement,  by  procla- 
mation, of  a  treaty  of  reciprocity  with 
Venezuela,  and    will  make  it    in  a  day 

or  two.  This  agreement  will  take  effect 
at  about  the  same  time  as  the  lately 
announced  agreement  with  Brazil,  the 
beginning  of  1892. 

While  It  is  not  as  important  a  treaty 
as  that  with  Brazil,  the  commerce  both 
in  and  out  of  Venezuela  is  more  varied 
and  it  is  believed  that  a  great  future 
business  can  be  worked  up  between  the 
two  countries.  The  United  States  now 
sells  Venezula  but  a  small  share  of  ita 
imports. 

WILL  NOT  INVEST. 


Police  Out  in  Seattle  Kill  the  Goose  That 
Profits  Realty  Men. 
Seattle,  Wis.,  Feb.  11. — Since  the 
killing  of  Prize  Fighter  Schaeffer,  the 
newspapers  have  been  "roasting"  the 
local  police  force.  The  latter  has  retali- 
ated by  running  in  every  one  who  dares 
to  criticise  its  actions  on  the  streets. 
Philip  Hay,  a  prominent  capitalist  of 
Boston,  who  came  here  with  $40,000  cash 
and  credentials  from  prominent  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  men  in  the  East,  happened  to  witness 
the  pounding  of  a  drunken  man  by  an 
infuriated  policeman,  and  remarked  that 
it  was  a  "shameful  affair."  He  was 
grabbed  by  the  police  and  thrust  into  a 
vermin-ridden  cell,  where  he  remained 
until  friends  discovered  his  whereabouts. 


ADAMSON    PARDONED. 

Minneapolis  Money  Loaner  Set  Free  After 
One  Year. 

Stillwater,  Mmn.,  Feb.  11. — Gover- 
nor Merriam  has  signed  the  pardon  of 
W.  H.  Adamson,  the  Minneapolis  money 
loaner.  Adamson  was  sent  to  the  peni- 
tentiary nearly  a  year  ago  under  an 
eighteen  months'  sentence  for  forgery. 
His  friends  maintained  that  he  was  in-' 
nocent.  The  fact  that  his  business  was 
yielding  him  a  large  income,  and  that 
the  amount  of  the  forgery  was  very 
small,  argued  in  favor  of  his  innocence, 
and  a  large  number  of  signers  to  the 
petition  are  said  to  have  been  obtained 
on  that  ground.  Adamson  has  been  re- 
leased.         

The  AnstrMlian  Wins. 

Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  Feb.  11.— A  fight 
for  a  purse  of  £500  took  place  here  yes- 
terday between  Joe  Goddard,  the  Au- 
stralian pugilist  and  Joe  Choynski  of 
San  Francisco.  At  the  end  of  the 
fourth  round  the  referee  declared  God- 
dard tiotor.  Sympathy  waa,  of  course, 
entirely  with  Goddard.

Chicago,  Feb.  11.— George   J.  Gibson 
secretary   of   the   whisky  trust  was  ar- 
rested this  morning.  He  is  charged  with 
an    attempt   to  bribe  a  government  offi-

Nail  Works  Closed. 

Lewisbubg,  Pa.,  Feb.  11. — The  Lewis- 
burg  nail  works  were  levied  on  yester- 
day by  the  sherifif  to  satisfy  a  judigment 
ot  135,000. 


WA.SHINGTON,  Feb.  11.— The  state  de- 
partment has  not  as  yet  received  any  in- 
formation of  the  imprisonment  of  Amer- 
icans in  Russian  coal  mines,  and  no 
action  is  contemplated  in  the  absence  of 
official  information  on  the  subject. 

This  statement  was  made  iu  answer  to 
an  article  published  in  the  Boston  Her- 
ald giving  the  story  of  the  imprisonment 
for  three  years  of  Capt.  Joseph  W,  Mor- 
ris in  an  East  Siberia  coal  mine.  The 
Herald  states  that  Capt.  Norris  was  cap- 
tain of  the  schooner  Helena,  which 
sailed  from  Yokohama  April  11,  1883,  on 
a  cruise  for  walrus.  They  captured  wal- 
rus in  Russian  territory,  and  the 
schooner  was  seized  by  a  Russian  gun- 
boat. The  schooner  and  crew  were 
taken  to  Vladivostock,  where  they  were 
tried  and  convicted  of  violating  the  seal 
and  fishing  laws.  There  was  no  Amer- 
ican consul  at  the  port  and  they  had  no 
counsel. 

They  were  condemned  to  imprison- 
ment in  a  coal  mine  for  three  years. 
They  were  sent  into  different  parts  of 
the  mine  and  were  obliged  to  send  up 
ten  tons  of  coal  per  day  for  the  first  year 
and  six  tons  per  day  for  the  other  years. 
If  the  stated  amount  of  coal  did  not 
come  up  no  rations  would  be  given  them. 
Capt.  Morris  was  fastened  to  a  Pole,  the 
chain  f)etween  them  V>eing  eight  feet 
long.  After  Ijeing  fastened  the  captain 
saw  no  one  but  the  Pole  until  he  was 
liberated,  not  being  allowed  to  leave  the 
mine  during  the  entire  three  years,Bleep- 
ing  on  the  floor  of  the  mine  and  subsist- 
ing on  rice  soup.  At  the  end  of  three 
months  his  companion  died,  but  no  one 
came  to  release  him  from  the  body.  At 
the  end  of  fifteen  days  the  captain  cut 
the  Pole's  body  in  two  with  his  shovel 
and  got  it  upon  a  load  of  coal.  A  ham- 
mer and  chisel  were  then  sent  down  to 
him  with  which  to  cut  off  the  chain. 

When  Morris  came  out  he  found  that 
C.  F.  Crocker,  of  Searsport,  Me.,  one  of 
his  crew%  had  just  been  released.  To- 
gether they  walked  150  miles  to  Vladi- 
vostock, the  Russians  refusing  them 
transportation.  They  were  coal- 
begrimmed,  ragged  and  sore  from  the 
bites  of  vermin.  An  American  vessel 
took  them  to  Nagasaki,  where  the  United 
States  consul  provided  them  with  clothes, 
and  they  took  their  first  hot  bath  in 
three  years.  The  consul  furnished  them 
with  transportation  to  Yokohama, 
whence  they  went  to  San  Francisco. 
Morris  finally  reached  Boston,  his  native 
place,  last  November,  where  he  has  since 
been  employed  by  a  street  railway  com- 
pany. 

L«st  Friday  he  left  the  house  of 
friends  in  West  Newton  to  came  to  Bos- 
ton, and  since  that  time  he  has  been 
missing.  Of  his  crew  three  were  Amer- 
icans and  twenty-two  Japanese.  Of  the 
Americans  besides  Crocker,  Capt  Morris 
has  heard  of  but  one  living  out  his  term 
of  imprisonment.  The  schooner  was 
captured  Sept.  6, 1883. 

TWO  GOOD  BILLS. 


And  it  is    Hoped    Both  May  be  Passed  and 
Become  Law. 

Wa-shington  ,  Feb.  11. — The  bouse 
committee  on  commerce  has  ordered 
favorable  reports  on  bills  providing  for 
the  inspection  of  vessels  carrying  export 

cattle  from  the  United  States  to  foreign 
countries;  also  one  providing  that  no  raft 
towed  between  the  wat^irs  of  the  great 
lakes  shall  be  more  than  sixty-five  feet 
in  width. 

The  necessity  of  both  measures  is  evi- 
dent. The  first  is  inspired  by  Mr.  Plim- 
soll.  the  "sailor's  friend,"  of  England,  on 
the  grounds  that  many  cattle  vessels  are 
overloaded  and  lost  on  purpose  to  obtain 
insurance.  The  matter  of  too  large  rafts 
in  the  connecting  links  of  the  great 
lakes  has  long  been  a  nuisance  to  navi- 
gators and  vessel  men. 


AGAINST  FREE  COINAGE. 

Business  Bodies  of  the  I'nlted  States  Pio- 
t«st  Agrainst  It. 

Washington.  Feb.  11. — Greorge  E. 
Leigter  and  E.  A.  Hitchcock,  represent- 
ing merchants  and  manufacturers  of  St. 
Louis  opposed  to  free  coinage,  addressed 

the  house  committee  on  coinage,  weights 
and  measures  today  in  opposition  to  the 
senate  free  coinage  bill.  Mr.  Wickhara 
laid  before  the  committee  a  resolutiqp 
of  the  Bankers'  association  of  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  protestinif  the  passage  of  a  free 
coinage  bill.  This  evening  the  commit- 
tee will  hear  a  delegation  from  Pennsyl- 
vania and  a  delegation  ajipoiuted  by  the 
New  York  chamber  of  commerce  on  the 
silver  question.

DULUTH  TO  THE  SEA. 

English  papers  publish  a  telegram 
from  Ottawa  reporting  a  project  for 
deepening  the  St.  Lawrence  canals  so  as 
to  allow  a  vessel  of  25  feet  draught  to 
sail  or  steam  into  Lake  Ontario,  adding 
that  "the  minister  of  the  marine  lately 
said  that  he  hoped  soon  to  see  Toronto  a 
aeaport,  which  is  interpreted  to  mean 
that  the  Dominion  government  con- 
siders the  project  at  least  feasible." 

In  1S50  the  limiting  depth  of  naviga- 
tion, in  the  St.  Lawrence,  be- 
low Montreal,  was  11  feet;  at  the 
cloee  of  1888  a  channel,  with  a  minimum 
width  of  300  feet  and  27?^  to  30  feet 
deep,  had  been  opened,  a  work  which 
has  involved  dredging  15 f^  million  yards 
of  material  since  1875  at  a  cost  of  about 
13,000,000,  besides  the  expenditures  in 
the  harbor  of  Montreal.  The  navigable 
depths  obtained  in  the  course  of  this  im- 
provement have  gradually  increased 
from  11  feet  in  1850  to  20  feet  in  18G5,  25 
feet  in  1882  and  27i.^  feet  in  1888. 

The  distance  from  Montreal  to  the 
foot  of  Lake  Ontario  is  119  miles,  of 
which  forty-three  and  five-eights  miles  is 
canal  navigation.  This  is  arranged  as 
below,  commencing  at  Montreal  with 
the  Lachine  canal: 


The  cansus  bureau  will  soon  issue  a 
bulletin  upon  the  population  of  South- 
ern Alaska,  between  the  55th  and  lX)th 
parallels,  or  what  may  be  termed  the 
tourist's  Alaska.  The  superficial  area 
of  the  district  is  estimated  at  about  28, 
000  square  miles  (about  that  of  Maine), 
but  the  navigable  waterways  between 
its  islands  and  shores  have  an  aggregate 
length  of  3aX)  miles.  Nearly  all  of  the 
settlements,  with  the  exception  of 
Juneau,  Chikat,  and  a  few  small  mining 
and  tishmg  cauij*,  are  located  on  islands, 
Full  population  returns  will  show  about 
28,000.  Of  the  population  as  far  as  as- 
certained 4101  are  white,  82  black,  1568 
mixed,  11,735  native  and  2125  Chinese. 
The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in 
this  district  is  7G30  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  at  school  is  32.

The  locks  on  the  Lachine  canal,  like 
those  on  the  Welland,  are  270  by  15,  for 
vessels  drawing  U  feet  of  water. 
The  locks  on  all  the  rest  of  the  canals 
are 200  by  45with  9  feet  of  water  as  a  maxi- 
mum, and  contracts  for  the  enlargement 
of  two  or  more  of  the  canals  above  the 
Lachine  to  the  capacity  of  that  canal 
have  been  lately  let;  so  that  the  deter- 
mination, if  it  has  been  arrived  at,  to 
deepen  the  waterway  to  twenty-five  feet, 
which  implies  widening  and  lengthening 
all  of  the  locks  as  well  as  deepening 
them,  must  have  been  adopted  within  a 
month  or  two. 

The  full  force  of  the  figures  here  pre- 
sented, and  of  the  evident  decision  of 
the  Canadian  government  to  further 
deepen  and  enlarge  these  canals,  can  be 
better  understood  when  one  recollects 
that  the  Welland  canal  is  now  being  en- 
larged and  the  Sault  is  under  contract 
on  the  American  side  for  a  larger  canal 
and  on  the  Canadian  for  a  new  large 
canal.  With  the  canals  above  mentioned 
deepened  to  permint  seagoing  vessels  to 
pass  them,  Duluth  will  be  put  on  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  and  will  ship  direct  to 
Europe.  It  will  not  be  seven  years,  per- 
haps not  five,  when  this  work  will  be  eo 
far  advanced  as  to  allow  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior  to  shake  hands  with 
Liverpool  and  Southampton. 


This  is  a  growing  country;  and  the 
New  York  Tribune  Almanac  for  1891, 
now  just  out,  shows  that  that  old  stand- 
ard political  reference  and  text-book,  is 
growing  up  with  the countrj, as  it  ought 
to.  The  almanac  contains  all  things  a 
man  wants  to  refer  to  of  apolitical,  finan- 
cial and  statistical  character,  and  a 
hundred  things  besides.  The  Tribune 
has  excelled  itself  in  this  almanac.  The 
old  price  of  twenty-ftve  cents  a  copy  is 
retained,  in  spite  of  increase  of  size.  No 
one  ever  charged  the  Tribune  Almanac 
with  a  partisan  bias.  It  aims  to  give 
juat  what  the  people  want  to  know  and 
refer  to,  with  regard  to  politics,  finance, 
trade,  elections,  etc.  and  to  give  them 
juat  as  they  are,  impartially  and  accu- 
rately.        

A  junior  in  the  state  university  dis- 
cusses in  the  columns  of  the  college 
monthly  the  question,  "Shall  college 
students  become  journalists?"  He 
thinks  not  because,  forsooth,  journalists 
are  not  respectable.  The  Herald  doesn't 
know  very  much  about  journalists; 
there  are  a  few  of  them  on  a  local 
sheet,  but  the  representatives  of  the 
press  of  Duluth  is  composed  for  the 
most  part  of  newspaper  men,  and  these 
college  students  very  seldom  become. 


There  is  a  brief  paragraph  that  has  an 
immense  popularity  with  democratic 
journals.  It  is  to  the  effect  that  "the 
Cambria  Iron  company  has  notified  its 
5000  workers  that,  commencing 
Feb.  1,  their  wages  will  be  reduced 
10  per  cent."  Almost  every  democratic 
journal  exclaims:  "This  is  how  the  Mc- 
Kinley  bill  raises  wages."  This  com- 
pany is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
steel  rails,  on  which  the  McKinley  law 
reduced  the  duty  more  than  20  per  cent. 


Alderman  Mannheim  states  that  The 
Herald's  report  of  the  late  secret  council 
meeting  was  incorrect  in  that  it  stated 
that  he,  after  conference  with  Alderman 
Davis,  agreed  to  i  per  cent  orders  to  pay 
for  the  electric  light  plant,  then  about 
to  be  purchased.  This  correction 
cheerfully  made.

CURRENT  OOLLEQE  NCTrS. 


The  following,  from  President  Eliot's 
annual  report,  gives  some  idea  of  the 
religious  influences  at  work  at  Harvard: 
"For  the  year  1890  91  the  board  of 
preachers  is  composed  of  one  unitarian, 
two  episcopalians,  one  congregationalist 
and  one  presbyterian.  Only  two  out  of 
the  preachers  are  graduates  of  the  uui- 
versity.  The  interest  of  the  students 
and  of  the  community  about  the  univer- 
sity in  the  chapel  services  increases  from 
year  to  year."  President  Eliot  will  be 
in  Minneapolis  Saturday  and  Harvard 
men  in  Duluth  and  other  parts  of  tlie 
state  have  been  invited  to  attend  a  re- 
ception in  his  honor  that  evening. 

Walter  B.  Peet,  who  has  coached  the 
Columbia  crews  for  so  many  years,  has 
retired,  and  Chase  H.  Mellen,  '92,  school 
of  law,  has  been  elected  to  take  his 
place.  Mr.  Mellen  is  a  graduate  of  Ox- 
ford university,  where  he  stroked  the 
Brnzenose  eight.  At  present  he  is  ill 
and  Cupt.  Metcalfe  is  coaching  both  the 
'varsity  and  freshman  candidates  for  the 
crew. 


The  increase  of  revenues  from  various 
sources  has  emboldened  the  corporation 
of  Harvard  university  to  raise  the  sala- 
ries of  fifteen  professors  and  the  libra- 
rian from  flOlXI  to  $1500  a  year  and  the 
salaries  of  four  law  professors  from  i^ot  J 
to  ^5000  a  year.  At  the  same  time  they 
passed  a  standing  vote  which  fixed  the 
salary  of  an  assistant  professor  in  his 
second  term  at  $.3000  a  year  instead  of 
$2500.  For  college  profebsors  this  is  the 
first  increase  in  the  regular  salary  since 
1869.  Some  improvement  was  made 
simultaneously  in  the  rates  of  compensa- 
tion to  instructors. 


The  authorities  of  Amherst  have  taken 
a  practical  way  of  solving  the  question, 
"How  much  does  it  cost  to  get  an  educa- 
tion at  Amherst?"  by  asking  the  stu- 
dents themselves  to  report  on  their  ex- 
penses of  the  last  college  year.

The 


Duluth    &    Pierre    Road    to     be 
Pushed    to    the  Hills 
at  Once. 


Donald  Grant,  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg 
contractor,  was  in  the  city  today.  He 
said  he  had  men  and  teams  enough 
ready  at  the  present  time  ^to  cover  the 
right  of  way  from  Cloquet  to  Duluth. 

"We  are  only  waiting  tor  the  settle- 
ment of  the  right  of  way,  which  we  ex- 
pect to  be  done  in  short  order.  All  the 
necessary  supplies  and  camp  outfits 
have  been  purchased.  The  question  of 
the  right  of  way  ought  to  be  tixed  up 
this  week.  It  will  be  a  surprising  sight 
to  see  how  quick  the  dirt  will  be^  flying 
after  the  right  of  way  is  tixed  up." 

The  bonds  of  the  Duluth,  Pierre  A 
Black  Hills  road  have  been  sold  by  a 
St.  Paul  tinancial  agent  to  a  syndicate  of 
capitalists  who  have  agreed  to  have  the 
n.>ad  running  next  fall  a  distance  of  1"20 
miles  from  its  present  end.  The  towns 
along  the  route,  Aberdeen,  Pierre  and 
the  rest  have  the  grading  now  nearly 
done  and  will  have  it  entirely  completed 
soon.  The  road  will  be  a  feeder  of  the 
Northern  Pacitic,  crossing  several  Chi- 
cago systems,  and  will  be  of  value  to  this 
city  not  only  in  that  way  but  as  giving  a 
direct  southwestern  inlet  to  Duluih  for 
the  Burlington  A:  Missouri  River.  The 
bonds  are  guaranteed  by  the  Northern 
Pacitic. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  Pierre,  S.D., 
the  directors  passed  upon  work  already 
done  and  decidetl  uiwn  plans  for  com 
pleting  the  grade  from  Faulkton  to 
Pierre  q^t  season.  As  soon  as  the 
weather  will  permit  after  April  1  engi- 
neers will  be  put  in  the  field  to  cross 
section  and  grading  will  be  resumed. 

The  Northern  Pacific  company  is  anx- 
ious that  the  grading  shall  be  com- 
menced as  early  as  possible 
so  that  the  line  may  be  bridged 
and  ironeti.  The  ties  and  rails 
are  now  being  purchased  for  the 
line.  In  this  connection  it  is  noted  that 
the  latest  Northern  Pacific  maps  show 
this  extension  from  Oakes  to  Pierre  and 
from  Pierre  to  the  Black  Hills,  which  is 
something  of  an  indication  as  to  who  is 
behind  the  building  of  this  line.  It  is 
believed  that  there  is  an  arrangement 
between  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the 
Burlington  to  continue  the  line  from 
Pierre  to  connect  with  the  Buurlington 
in  the  hills,  giving  the  Northern  Pacitic 
an  outlet  to  Denver  and  the  Burlington 
an  outlet  to  Duluth.

Tlie  Goremment  to  Sue  Contractors  for  De- 
iipolllng  Indian  Timber  L.and8. 

J.  G.  Monohan,  special  United  States 
timber  agent,  is  looking  up  alleged  tres- 
pass on  Indian  lands  in  Jackson  county, 
Wis.  Wholesale  cutting  of  standing 
timber  on  the  Indians'  homesteads  has 
been  going  on  for  the  last  ten  years.  The 
land  is  about  stripped  of  all  timber  of 
any  value,  which  leaves  it  in  most  cases 
worthless,  as  the  soil  is  light. 

The  timber  was  usually  the  induce- 
ment that  prompted  the  Indian  to  home- 
stead. He  found  a  ready  market  from 
contractors  and  job  loggers.  The  point 
now  raised  is  that  in  the  act  passed  some 
years  ago  granting  the  Indians  of  the 
Winnebago  tribe  the  right  to  take  home- 
steads, a  provision  was  added  exempting 
these  lands  from  taxation  for  a  period  of 
twenty  years,  and  that  no  title  should 
pass  to  the  Indians  until  the  expiration 
of  the  tax  exemption  period.  Though 
the  timber  was  bought  in  good  faith  by 
the  contractors  and  the  Indians  were 
paid  for  the  same,  the  government  will 
hold  that  the  Indians  had  no  right  to 
dispose  of  their  timber  and  will  probably 
commence  action  for  trespass.

LONDON'S  LABOR  EXPOSITION. 


The  Whole  World  Will  be  Invited  to  Par- 
tlolpate. 

LoNDON.Feb,  11. — London  is  to  have  a 
World's  Labor  exposition  in  the  fall  of 
the  present  year,  and  invitations  to  par- 
ticipate addressed  to  the  various  trades 
unions  of  the  United  States  will  be 
mailed  in  a  few  days.  The  movement  is 
under  the  auspices  of  over  two  hundred 
trade  and  co-oporative  societies  with  the 
support  and  sympathy  of  the  bishop 
of  Bedford  and  a  number  of  other  eccle- 
siastics. A  site  of  sixteen  acres  situated 
at  Shepards'  Bush  near  Uxbndge  road 
railway  station  has  been  secured,  and  a 
building  to  cover  six  acres  of  ground  is 
to  be  at  once  erected.  The  different  de- 
partments will  show  men  and  women  of 
various  industries  engaged  in  actual 
work. 

The  invitations  to  be  sent  to  trades 
unions  in  the  United  States  and  the 
continent  will  say  that  the  exhibition 
will  be  on  a  strictly  trades  union  basis, 
and  that  during  the  convention  there 
will  be  efforts  to  demonstrate  the  fact, 
that  while  all  produce  is  manufactured 
by  the  workers,  the  world  is  still  ignor- 
ant of  their  struggles  and  the  starvation 
wages  paiil  by  the  manufacturers  for 
the  exhibited  goods. 

VISITED    THE    POPE. 

Uuke  of  Cambridge  Tailed  on  Ilia  Holineiis 
Kecently. 

London,  Feb.  11. — The  announcement 
of  the  fact  by  the  Ofiieial  Gazette  that 
the  duke  of  Cambridge  had  an  audience 
with  the  pope  a  few  days  ago  has  created 
something  of  a  sensation  in  established 
church  circles,  as  it  is  the  first  time  in 
many  years  that  any  connection  of  the 
English  royal  family  has  paid  an  official 
visit  to  the  Vatican.  From  a  Rome  dis- 
patch it  appears  that  the  duke,  who  was 
accompanied  by  Col.  FitzGeorge,  Col. 
Lane  and  Christopher  Sykes,  a  member 
of  the  house  of  commons,  was  received 
with  royal  honors. 

The  conversation  between  the  pope 
and  the  visitor,  which  lasted  over  two 
hours,  was  of  the  most  cordial  character, 
his  holiness  making  special  inquiries  as 
to  the  state  of  health  of  the  queen  and 
the  members  of  the  royal  family  and  re- 
garding the  general  condition  of  affairs 
in  England.  On  leaving  the  Vatican  his 
royal  highness  called  upon  Cardinal 
Rampolla,  the  pontificial  secretary  of 
state,  and  on  the  following  morning  re- 
ceived a  return  visit  from  the  cardinal.

LONDON      COMPS     DISSATISFIED. 

Joint  Conference  With    Employers  to  De- 
cide the  Situation. 

London,  Feb.  11.— A  strike  of  all  the 
compositors  employed  at  the  various 
printing  offices  of  this  city  is  threatened. 
Some  months  ago  the  London  Society 
of  Compositors  presented  a  memorial  to 
the  employers  for  an  increase  in  the 
rates  of  pay,  demanding  a  minimum 
basis  of  810  per  week  and  of  eight  and 
twelve  cents  per  hour  for  extra  overtime. 
The  employers  on  Saturday  returned  a 
reply  to  the  memorial  in  which  they  re- 
fuse to  pay  a  higher  minimum  rate  of  $9 
per  week,  with  six  cents  aad  nine  cents 
per  hour  for  extra  overtime. 

Today  resolutions  were  passed  by  the 
various  chapels  notifying  the  employers 
that  they  propose  to  strictly  adhere  to 
the  terms  of  the  memorial  on  the  ground 
that  their  demands  were  just  and  mod- 
erate. A  joint  conference  of  the  jour- 
neymen and  employers  will  be  held  in  a 
few  days  for  the  purpose  of  endeavoring 
to  reach  an  amicable  agreement. 

ACTIVE    WORK    BEGUN. 

Excavating  for  World's   Fair  Buildings  in 
Active  Operation. 

Chicagso,  Feb.  11.— The  work  of 
dredging  the  ground  in  Jackson  park 
preparatory  to  laying  the  foundations  of 
the  World's  fair  buildings  has  com- 
menced. A  vast  amount  of  machinery 
will  be  required  in  the  operation,  and  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  oring  much 
of  it  from  Milwaukee  and  other  points. 
Work  on  the  lagoons  will  also  go  forward 
at  the  same  time.  It  has  been  found 
necessary  to  lay  a  line  of  railroad  tracks 
from  the  south  end  of  the  park  toward 
the  center  for  the  transportation  of  the 
dirt  excavated.  There  are  altogether 
ever  1,000,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be 
removeil  and  it  will  require  five  months 
of  fair  weather  in  order  to  complete  the

WILL  GO  IF  SENT. 

Stanley  Talks    on  Afrioan    Trips   and    UiH 
Aiiterloau  Journey. 

iNiiiAN.M'oi.is,  Feb.  11.  -An  Associated 
Press  reporter  had  a  brief  interview  to- 
day with  Henry  M.  Stanley. 

"What  will  you  do  at  the  conclusion  of 
your  American  lecture  tour?"  was 
asked. 

"The  first  thing  I  will  do,' 
explorer,  "will    be    to    take 
home  to  England,  and  then — well,  I  don't 
know,  any  more  than  you  do,   what  will 
happen  then." 

"My  trips  to  Africa  have  not  generally 
been  made  on  my  own  account.  They 
have  usually  been  planned  either  by 
some  newspaper  or  by  some  of  my 
friends.  It  has  been  through  no  ambi- 
tion or  desire  of  my  own  that  I  have 
scoured  Africa.  Twice  I  was  sent.  The 
third  time  I  was  asked  to  go  by  the  king 
of  the  Belgians,  and  the  fourth  time  my 
friends  asked  me  to  go.  Having  under- 
taken to  explore  the  continent,  my  de- 
sire was  to  do  it  thoroughly.  Whatever 
is  worth  doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well, 
you  know. 

"One  thing  is  certain:  I  will  not  re- 
turn to  Africa  until  I  am  sent  back.  I 
will  not  go  of  my  own  volition. 

"We  are  now  on  our  way  to  California. 
Our  lecture  tour  will  conclude  April  8. 
I  will  have  a  week  to  myself  in  New 
York  and  will  then  sail  for  London.  Mrs. 
Stanley  enjoys  her  trip  through  this 
country  very  much.  She  has  been  treated 
royally  and  she  has  made  numerous 
friends  everywhere.  It  has  been  quite  a 
strain  upon  her  to  receive  so  much  at- 
tention, and  it  is  gratifying  to  me  that 
she  has  been  able  to  respond    amiably." 

OBJECTS   TO    HEBREWS. 

Mr.  Sheahau  Does    not    Want   Them    in  a 
Public  School. 

New  York,  Feb.  11.— The  objection 
on  the  part  of  Sculptor  Dennis  Sheahan 
of  Washington  Heights  to  the  admission 
of  '2(jO  boys  of  the  Hebrew  Sheltering 
Guardian  society  to  new  public  school 
No.  40  has  furnished  a  subject  for  much 
discusBion.  He  claims  that  the  school 
trustees  have  no  right  to  admit  the  boys 
because  the  institution  is  exempt  from 
taxation  and  the  children  crowd  out 
those  of  the  taxpayers.  He  believes  a  bad 
effect  is  created  by  these  children  parad- 
ing to  school  in  uniform,  and  also  states 
that  the  boys  are  known  to  be  bad.  Not- 
withstanding that  not  a  by  in  the  insti- 
tution has  been  committed  for  crime 
nor  is  one  a  reformatory  graduate. 

These  Hebrews  are  orphans  or  chil- 
dren of  poor  parents.  If  poverty  is  a 
crime,  then  they  are  guilty.  The  insti- 
tution receives  no  state  aid  save  the  re- 
mission of  taxes.  Some  of  the  boys  are 
the  beet  scholars  in  the  school,  and  that 
seems  to  have  somewhat  raised  a  preju- 
dice.

Liquor    Legislation    Looked  at  From   the 
Reverse  Side. 

Lajssing,  Mich.,  Feb.  11. — There  is 
great  turmoil  among  the  whisky  men  of 
this  place  and  the  liquor  lobby  is  grow- 
ing strong.    It  is  all  because   of  a   bill 

that  may  soon  be  introduced  in  the 
legislature  on  the  liquor  question,  and 
which  is  a  decided  change  in  the  estab- 
lished order.
